To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, 1 . 0. 0. F.: 

Twelve months ago you intrusted to me the office of Grand Master, 
and twelve months have I labored for the upbuilding of our Order, 
What has been accomplished will be for you to judge. 

In accepting this honorable position, it was my thought that the 
membership of this great fraternity within this Jurisdiction would 
cooperate with me in carrying forward this most important work, and 
you have not disappointed me. 

Mistakes have been made, it is true; yet to err is but human. 
Having put forth my very best efforts, I now ask you to overlook my 
shortcomings, and it would not be human did you not forgive. While 
this has been a year of hard labor, and there have been a great many 
difficulties to overcome, yet it has been a labor of love, — of devotion to 
principle. 

With the help of Grand and Subordinate Officers, together with 
the assistance of the Officers of the Rebekah State Assembly and 
Rebekah Lodges, our Order has assumed remarkable proportions, and 
to-day our Jurisdiction holds its enviable position among all our Grand 
Jurisdictions, being ranked THIRD in the United States.

The greatest respect 
has been shown me on ’every occasion, and I have tried to conduct 
myself in keeping with the high position of Grand Master, and in a 
way which would reflect nothing but credit and honor upon our Order. 

Each aspirant to the office of Grand Master should have some motive 
in view — some aim that would compel him to put forth the best there 
is in him. My thought was to enthuse the membership in making 
Illinois ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND STRONG. This was certainly 
a great undertaking. I realized that something must be done to 
arouse our members to action. 
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During the last year, our Order suffered from the many ways in 
which the financial conditions of our country were disturbed; money 
was not as easy of access as in former years; the source from which 
we derive most of our membership — the common people — were not in a 
position to accept our terms. Our Subordinate Lodges had not fully 
overcome the effect produced by the “New Ritual” and were seemingly 
lifeless. With these things staring us in the face, I determined to 
make one heroic effort to arouse the lethargy into which we had fallen. 
While it would have been very pleasant to have secured the ONE 
HUNDRED THOUSAND MEMBERS, yet it matters very little indi- 
vidually so long as the motive is in view; for I predict that, with the 
present enthusiastic interest manifest, Illinois will be ONE HUN- 
DRED THOUSAND STRONG by the close of 1911. 

To be Grand Master of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows in 
the State of Illinois means much. The duties of the office are becoming 
greater year by year; our Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges are multi- 
plying very fast, and to have supervision over approximately 1,700 
Lodges and 140,000 members, together with the many calls made upon 
him in attending Lodge functions, requires most or all of the time 
of the Grand Master. 

Immediately after the close of the Grand Lodge I sent out the 
following letter to all Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges, together with 
a Roster of all Committees: 

Springfield, III., Nov. 29, 1909. 

To the Subordinate and RebeJcah Lodges , I. 0. O. F., Greeting: 

Dear Brothers and Sisters — It becomes my special privilege and 
personal pleasure to address to you my salutatory as your Grand 
Master, and extend to you my gratitude for the honor you have con- 
ferred upon me, through your representatives, in placing me in the 
exalted position of Grand Master of the Jurisdiction of Illinois. 

I accept this demonstration of your confidence with feelings of devo- 
tion to the principles of our Order, fully realizing the fact that great 
responsibilities will rest upon me; but with the aid and assistance you 
will give me, I cannot but know that success will crown my efforts. 

ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND MEMBERS. 

In the first place, let me call your attention to the fact that the 
slogan for this year will be One Hundred Thousand Members. And 
in order to reach this number I want each Lodge to show a gain of 
not less than ten per cent, and as much more as you can, and to have 
the credit of reporting not a single member dropped for non-payment 
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of dues. Let this word go out all along the line and every subordinate 
member in the Jurisdiction work for this result. Our Order has grown 
during the past years under the leadership of able, consistent and 
conscientious Grand Masters, who have rendered good accounts of their 
work and have builded better than they knew. The past events make 
the history of our Order; the future is undiscovered, but the present 
is with us. Therefore, let us improve every opportunity to make this 
the greatest year in Odd Fellowship in Illinois. 

OUR MEMBERSHIP. 

Our great army of brothers and sisters in Illinois today numbers 
129,000, and has resulted in the establishment of 976 Subordinate and 
683 Rebekah Lodges. Thousands of good men and women are ready 
to join us and would become members if they were only given an 
opportunity. When the merchant has anything to sell that he thinks 
possesses superior merits, he lets the people know it. We should do 
the same thing with Odd Fellowship; if it has proven a benefit to you, 
tell your neighbors and your friends about it. “The harvest truly is 
great, but the laborers are few.” This year let every Odd Fellow 
and Rebekah strive to get more good members than they have ever 
secured before. “Let us not be weary in well doing,” but “strike 
while the iron is hot.” 


HARMONY. 

I would ask that you take a renewed interest in your Subordinate 
and Rebekah Lodges. Make your Lodge meetings more social, more 
harmonious and more effective. Avoid all unpleasantness; never 
argue. Debate is permissible, but argument will result in serious com- 
plications. Remember that “A soft answer turneth away wrath, but 
grievous words stir up anger.” Let this be the year of harmony and 
success. Strive to exercise more of that friendship and love of which 
we speak so much. Think well of the adage: “Less law and more 
fraternity.” Take for your motto “The Bundle of Sticks,” and study 
for what purpose it was given us. Remember, while we stand together 
as a unit we can defy all opposition and work more effectively for the 
uplifting of the Order. 


OUR HOMES. 

Let each Lodge feel its duty and responsibility to our Orphans’ 
Home at Lincoln and our Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon. These Homes 
should be the pride of every Odd Fellow and Rebekah in the State. 
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I would ask a liberal donation to our Homes at any time. Such dona- 
tions can be either money, clothing or food. To the Lodges that are 
keeping up rooms at either of the Homes, I would ask that you take a 
special pride in keeping them well furnished, bright and cheerful for 
the occupants. I would specially ask that you remember the Homes 
with your annual donation to the Endowment Funds. 

NEW RITUAL. 

Eighteen months have elapsed since the new Rituals were given 
out, and I trust by this time you are getting familiar with the new 
work. The Grand Master is going to devote a large portion of his 
time this year in striving to get Lodges to take a greater interest in 
degree work according to the new Ritual, and will expect that the 
interest taken along this line will be one of the potent factors in 
making Illinois one hundred thousand strong. 

REBEKAH. 

More than fifty years have passed since the beautiful Degree of 
Rebekah was established, and ever since that time it has proven a 
blessing to our Order. We have added character, strength and influ- 
ence to our organization by joining hands with our wives, our mothers 
and our sisters in this great fraternal work of visiting the sick, reliev- 
ing the distressed, burying the dead and educating the orphan. We 
should never lose an opportunity of speaking a kind word for the 
sisters and lending them such assistance as is at our command. I would 
most earnestly recommend that Subordinate Lodges interest them- 
selves in the establishment of Rebekah Lodges in all towns and vil- 
lages where no Rebekah Lodge exists. I also request all brothers who 
are not members of Rebekah Lodges to join with the sisters and lend 
them that encouragement they so much desire. 

LODGE DEPUTY. 

One of the responsible positions in every Lodge is that of Lodge 
Deputy; and it is my wish that the position may be dignified by the 
selection of the most worthy and capable member in each Lodge. 
Much of the peace, harmony and prosperity of the Lodge depends upon 
the Deputy. The Deputy is the representative of the Grand Master, 
and I desire my representative to be a brother or sister of ability 
and perseverance; one who has the respect and confidence of the 
Lodge and who can always be found in the lodge-rooom unless prevented 
by sickness or some unavoidable circumstance. It will be expected 
of each Deputy who represents me that he take an active interest in 
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lodge work this year. They will be called upon from time to time to 
make reports upon the condition of their Lodge, and to perform such 
other duties as the Gra/d Master may direct. You will proceed at once 
upon the receipt of this letter to select a suitable Past Grand or Past 
Noble Grand for the appointment of Lodge Deputy. 

Inclosed you will find a blank certificate for your recommendation, 
which you will fill out and return to Bro. John H. Sikes, Grand Secre- 
tary, Springfield, and upon receipt of which I will issue a commission. 

FRATERNAL PRESS. 

In closing let me call your attention to the matter of our “Fraternal 
Press.” The Odd Fellows’ Herald, published at Springfield, is one of 
the most ably edited fraternal papers in all our Grand Jurisdictions. 
It deserves the support of our entire membership. The value of the 
Herald is too little known. It should be in the home of every Odd 
Fellow. If you want to keep posted and be in touch with what is being 
done throughout the Jurisdiction, read the Herald.

office of Lodge Deputy Grand Master:

Springfield, 111., Dec. 15, 1909. 

To the Lodge Deputy Grand Master: 

Dear Brother — Inclosed herewith you will find your commission 
as Deputy for your Lodge. Your brethren have reposed much confi- 
dence in you and you have been recommended as one who is qualified 
to fill this important position. Much of the peace, harmony and pros- 
perity of your Lodge depends upon you. 

As my personal representative you should be zealous, yet temper 
your zeal with justice. Act with candor and judge with impartiality. 
Take the “Code” as your guide; study it well. It will tell you how 
to proceed. By doing this you will save the Grand Master much 
annoyance and trouble. A good Deputy is a valuable help to the 
Grand Master. 

You are instructed to. inquire as to the manner of preventing 
members from being dropped for the non-payment of dues in your 
Lodge. The dropping of members results in many Lodges not show- 
ing a healthy gain, and you, as the Grand Master’s representative, 
should see that your Lodge is free from such practices. 

You are directed to ascertain whether your Lodge is keeping the 
accounts between the Lodge and its members in a proper and intelli- 
gent manner. You are to report to the Grand Master any irregularity 
in the books of the Recording or Financial Secretary. You will keep 
yourself posted at all times in regard to brothers who are liable to 
become dropped for the non-payment of dues, and report such names 
to the Grand Master. 

Before installing the officers of your Lodge you should read care- 
fully Sections 1317 and 1318 of the “Code” and require the Noble 
Grand and Vice Grand-elect to have the opening and closing charges

Our Jurisdiction is being flooded with circulars relating to our 
written and unwritten work and Lodges are being solicited to purchase 
these spurious publications. It is very strange that the members do 
not know that these fraudulent books are worthless and that they are 
liable to expulsion for having them in their possession. I therefore 
call your attention to the spirit of the Grand Sire’s proclamation in 
relation to these spurious publications, and further ask my Deputies 
to report to me any violation of the law. 
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Any Subordinate Lodge that disregards this notice will, upon 
conviction, be found guilty of insubordination to the mandates of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, and will be required to surrender its charter.

sessing or using any such work is subject to the penalty of expulsion, 
as provided in Section 1962 of Busbee’s Digest. Grand Masters, Grand 
Patriarchs and Presidents of Rebekah Assemblies are hereby requested 
and required to promulgate the above within their Jurisdictions and 
notify the Subordinate Bodies under their Jurisdictions respectively- 
to enforce the Law, by requiring all members in possession of such 
work to deliver the same to the Subordinate Body of which they are 
members, to be destroyed thereby; the fact of such destruction to be 
certified to the proper Grand Secretary or Grand Scribe, and to direct 
said Subordinate Bodies to strictly enforce the Law against every 
member who shall hereafter purchase or possess any kind or character 
of such prohibited work.

PROCLAMATION. 

To All Grand Masters , Grand Patriarchs , Presidents of Rebekah Assem- 
blies and Department Commanders — Greeting: 

Whereas, at the last session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, held 
in Seattle, in the State of Washington, the following named orders 
were reported as the ones referred to in my proclamation of April 12, 
1909, to-wit: “The Ladies’ Militant,” “The Oriental Order of Humility 
and Perfection,” “The Imperial Order of Muscovites” and “The Im- 
proved Order of Muscovites”; and whereas, the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
at said session, through the adoption of Reports Nos. 68 and 88, 
directed that the attention of the members of each branch of our 
Order should be again called to the Law relating to membership in 
such orders, and the penalty of expulsion attached thereto, and direct- 
ing me to enforce the Law against such Orders, said Law being as 
follows: 

“ Resolved , That any Odd Fellow who shall hereafter retain mem- 
bership in or become a member of any secret organization not subor- 
dinate to this Grand Body, which shall have adopted or appropriated 
to its own use the uniform, regalia, emblems, name, title, mottoes or 
initials of this Order, or any part of them, or in which qualification for 
membership is based upon the applicant’s standing in this Order, shall 
be guilty of conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow and a grave offense 
against Odd Fellowship, and upon conviction thereof shall be expelled.” 

Which, coupled with the provision in said report immediately fol- 
lowing said resolution, and also with the provision in said Report 
No. 86, including said Orders, whether they are now composed wholly 
or mainly of members of our Order; 

And whereas, the Law quoted above referred directly to the 
Ladies’ Militant Organization, it also applies with equal if not greater 
force to each of the other orders herein named, which were organized 
in a way to evade said Law if possible; and, notwithstanding the 
proclamation and legislation of last year, are continuing the same 
evasive course, by claiming they are not basing membership on mem- 
bership in our Order, whilst openly admitting that no man not an 
Odd Fellow is or will be accepted as a member. Such claim is another 
attempted evasion' of the law, which no court of the country would 
uphold for a moment; 

Now, therefore, I, W. L. Kuykendall, Grand Sire, in accordance 
with said law, recent legislation, records and other evidence in my 
possession and as directed, do issue this proclamation, warning all 
members of our Order who are members of either of said Orders to 
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immediately withdraw therefrom, and all members of our Order are 
hereby notified and warned not to become members of either of said 
Orders, as the penalty for so doing is expulsion. 

And every Grand Master, Grand Patriarch, President of Rebekah 
Assembly and Department Commander of Patriarchs Militant are 
hereby requested and directed to issue an Official Order or Proclama- 
tion to each Lodge, Encampment, Rebekah Lodge or Canton existing 
under their authority, respectively, embodying this proclamation there- 
in, and that they strictly enforce the law relating to membership in 
all of said Orders.

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RALLY MEETINGS. 

In the Journal of Proceedings of the Grand Lodge Session of 1909 
will be found the report of the Special Committee appointed by Grand 
Master W. M. Groves to formulate a plan and draft such legislation 
as would be necessary to accomplish a better education in the secret 
work of the Order, and to arouse a greater interest in the work of 
conferring the degrees according to our Ritual. 

This report was adopted by the Grand Lodge, which instructed 
the Grand Master to enter upon this important duty. 

In September, 1909, while acting in the capacity of Deputy Grand 
Master, by and with the consent of the Grand Master, I corresponded 
with Subordinate Lodges in twenty-five of the principal cities through- 
out the Jurisdiction of Illinois for the purpose of devising a plan and 
perfecting such organization as would be necessary to carry forward 
the work along the line I had in mind for 1910. 

I requested of the Subordinate Lodges that they appoint a com- 
mittee of five from each Lodge to act in conjunction with a like 
committee from the other Lodges in each city, to have charge of the 
arrangements for the School of Instruction to be held in their city 
after the first of January. I am pleased to report that all of these 
Lodges took very kindly to the proposition, appointed the committee, 
and reported to me without delay. Having this matter fully in hand, 
I was ready for business at the time the Grand Lodge went into 
Session. 

I conferred with our Deputy Grand Master, Brother James Ewing 
Davis of Chicago, to arrange for all meetings to be held in Cook county 
and to present such features in these meetings as he in his judgment 
might deem proper. He kindly consented to perform this duty, for 
which he has my sincere apprepciation. 

I therefore decided to hold twenty-five “Rally Meetings,” or 
“Schools of Instruction,” in twenty-five of the principal cities through- 
out the Jurisdiction, not including Cook county, issuing my “Official 
Bulletin,” giving full information concerning these meetings; also 
dates and places where they would be held. 

Immediately after the Session of the Grand Lodge, I mailed to 
each Subordinate Lodge in the Jurisdiction the following letter and 
Official Bulletin: 

Springfield, 111., November 29, 1909. 

To the Subordinate Lodges , I. 0. O. F. of Illinois — Greeting: 

Dear Brothers — It is the desire of the Grand Master, in conjunc- 
tion with the Grand Lodge Officers, Official Instructors and Examiners 
and able speakers throughout the Jurisdiction, to hold during the 
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months of January and February, twenty-five Hally Meetings, for the 
purpose of arousing interest in Oddfellowship and trying to perfect 
the work of conferring the degrees according to the Ritual. 

It is expedient that something be done along this line in order 
that we may get better results. Many of our Lodges are shamefully 
neglecting the work and excusing themselves on account of the Ritual. 
The Ritual is all right, brothers, and you will be surprised how quickly 
it is learned if you will but apply yourselves. 

Inclosed herewith you will find an Official Bulletin, giving the time, 
place and general information in regard to these meetings. You should 
study this Bulletin and become familiar with it and attend at least 
one of these meetings. If it is possible, you should go as a Lodge, 
and if you are not situated so that you can do this, you should send 
at least one delegate, and let that delegate be the Captain of your 
Degree Staff. 

There will be a School of Instruction held at each of these meet- 
ings, also a Special Session of the Grand Lodge, for the purpose of 
conferring the Grand Lodge Degree on all Past Grands. Many Past 
Grands throughout the State would be glad to take the 'degree if the 
opportunity were presented. The four degrees of Odd Fellowship will 
be exemplified by four different Degree Staffs, and the meeting will 
close with some rousing good speeches on Odd Fellowship. 

If your Lodge is prepared to confer a degree, you will please write 
to the chairman of the committee of the meeting where you will 
attend (as shown on the Official Bulletin), or to Bro. Henry A. Stone, 
P.G.M., Aurora, Chief Instructor, who will be pleased to recognize you. 

You will find inclosed an addressed postal card, which please fill 
out, put a one-cen t stamp on it and return it to me. If your Lodge is 
not maintaining a Degree Staff, or has made no preparations for cor- 
rectly conferring the degrees, I would suggest that you act at once. 
Proceed to elect one of your members to act as Degree Captain. Choose 
one who is full of business, has the good of the Order at heart, and 
encourage him all you can. Be willing at all times to aid him. And 
please remember that this card must be returned without delay, with 
all questions answered. 

Trusting that all Lodges will act promptly in this matter by 
“ boosting ” the greatest rally meetings that have ever been held in the 
Jurisdiction of Illinois, and that every brother will help this year to 
be the best year of Odd Fellowship, and that the results will be one 
hundred thousand members, I remain.

In arranging for these meetings I called to my assistance Grand 
Secretary, Bro. John H. Sikes; Official Examiner and Instructor, Bro. 
Henry A. Stone, P.G.M., and Assistant Examiner and Instructor, Bro. 
T. H. Thompson. 

So efficient has been their work that great success has been 
attained through their untiring efforts. Sometimes I think we do not 
appreciate enough the brothers who are devoting their time and 
talents to the Order. 

The greatest of interest was manifest in our morning meetings, or 
“Schools of Instruction,” on the part of the members of our fraternity, 
to gain a better knowledge of the secret work of the Order. 

The number in attendance at these twenty-five morning meetings 
was 4,060, which was greatly in excess of our expectations. One 
hundred forty-five took the examination, which resulted in certificates 
being issued to eighty-four brothers. 

The Special Sessions of the Grand Lodge convened at 1 p. m., and 
the degree was conferred upon 1,651 Past Grands. Immediately fol- 
lowing came the exemplification of degree work by the Degree Staffs 
selected for the meeting. Some of the most brilliant effects were pro- 
duced by the Degree Staffs in exemplifying the work. I find that words 
of commendation are inadequate to express my thoughts of apprecia- 
tion for the wonderful work of these Degree Staffs. The marked ability 
of each Degree Captain will reflect credit upon the ones who entered 
upon the work, thus making an ineffaceable record in the history of 
our Order in the Jurisdiction of Illinois. The whole number in attend- 
ance at these afternoon meetings was 8,400. 
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Our evening meetings were open to Odd Fellows, Rebekahs and 
the general public. They were well attended and enthusiastic. 

I desire to thank the committees in charge at each meeting for 
the splendid manner in which they handled the affairs and for the 
fine musical talent furnished. 

The whole number in attendance in the evening was 15,075. We 
had a representation of 974 Lodges at the entire series of meetings. 
It must be understood, however, that quite a few Lodges were rep- 
resented at more than one meeting, but were counted at each meeting. 

Many representatives attended several meetings in order to gain 
all the information they could, to take back to their respective Lodges. 
The number of Lodges actually in touch with this movement — not 
including Cook county— was 57S, out of 861 Lodges, or 67 per cent.

HISTORICAL 

The Independent Order of Odd Fellows was established In 
the United States, in the old Seven Stars Tavern In the 
city of Baltimore, Md., on the 26th day of April, 1819. The 
first Lodge was named Washington Lodge No. 1. 

Thomas Wildey, the Founder of the Order, was born in 
London, England, on the 15th day of January, 1782. At 
the age of fourteen years he was apprenticed for the purpose 
of learning coach spring making, and the records show that 
at the end of the usual seven years he was a skilled work- 
man of his craft. 

Thomas Wildey instituted the first lodge with five mem- 
bers. Nintey years have passed since that event, while 
during this time our membership has increased to 1,900,000, 
the largest fraternal society in the world. 

OUR OBJECTS 

We hold to no particular creed, save In the existence and 
attributes of the Almighty God and the binding obligations 
of the moral law. Religious discussions and political dis- 
putes are alike excluded from our lodges. We put far from 
us the bigotry excited by the one and the ill feeling engen- 
dered by the other. “Politics divide men, but interest unites 
them.” We have no peculiar dogmas to establish and we 
have nothing to do with politics. 
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Though Odd Fellowship is not a religious society, nor does 
it profess to he, yet it is an efficient handmaid of religion, 
the stepping-stone to virtue and to goodness. The true Odd 
Fellow cannot be otherwise than a good man. 

Our lessons are drawn from Holy Writ and are the fun- 
damental principles of Christianity. Every virtue is recom- 
mended and every vice is denounced. We teach men the 
true relation to one another, their duty to their God, to 
their family and to themselves. 


OUR MISSION 

The Order comes like a ministering spirit to succor the 
needy, cheer the despondent and protect the helpless. Its 
aims and objects are high and praiseworthy. The institu- 
tion from its very nature commends itself to the good and 
true in every age and clime. Those who know it best, love 
It most. Its pure principles become a part of their being 
They cherish them as some tender, loving thing, and find a 
sweeter satisfaction, a purer pleasure, in visiting the sick, 
relieving the distressed, burying the dead and educating the 
orphan, than they could In sitting on fame’s highest pin- 
nacle and listening to the plaudits of an admiring world. 


OUR HOMES 

There is nothing that appeals to the heart of an Odd 
Fellow more forcibly than does our Orphans’ Home at 
Lincoln and our Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon. 

Our Orphans’ Home was dedicated in 1893, and since that 
time we have sheltered, clothed, fed and educated, approxi- 
mately, 500 children. We not only give the child a good 
literary education, but we teach manual training and do- 
mestic science as well. We have at present 150 hright, 
happy children, whose minds are developing day by day 
under the thoughtful care and attention of Odd Fellowship. 
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The Orphans’ Home consists of a large central adminis- 
tration building, a school building, chapel, and gymnasium, 
two buildings used as dormitories for girls, a large building 
recently dedicated and used as a dining hall, and for do- 
mestic science. Other buildings have been erected, viz. : a 
central heating plant, including a manual training school, 
laundry, barns, etc. 

The Old Folks’ Home consists of a large three-story build- 
ing and annex, capable of accommodating 150 people. 

We have 100 Old Brothers and Sisters in our Old Folks' 
Home, perfectly happy and contented in the thought that 
they are not neglected in their last days. 

The value of these two homes, including land, is approxi- 
mately one-half million dollars. These Homes are main 
tained by liberal appropriations made at the annual sessions 
of the Order, the expense approximating $60,000 per year. 

No tongue can ever tell of the good these homes have 
done. Children are “God’s most valuable gift,” “Man’s 
richest blessing,” “Fragile beginnings of a mighty end,” 
“Buds of promise,” “Living Jewels, dropped unstained from 
Heaven,” “Diamonds in the rough,” “Simplicity,” “Inno- 
cence.” Odd Fellowship insures your child a home in 
every sense of the word ; it feeds, it clothes, it educates, 
regardless of what your station in life has been. 

When age comes upon you, fortune and friends have 
failed, sickness, distress, sorrow and the grave stare you In 
the face, Odd Fellowship comes to your relief and offers to 
you a splendid home the remainder of your days, without 
money, without price.

JAMES R. KEWLEY, 

Past Grand Master, died in Eustis, Florida, April 14, 1910, where he 
had gone for the purpose of benefiting his health. 

After arriving there he seemed to improve and was able to be 
wheeled around in an invalid chair, but about a week before he 
passed away he became gradually worse until death claimed him as 
its own. 

Brother Kewley was born May 15, 1853, , at Macedon Center, New 
York. 

He joined the Order at Altona, Illinois, and became a charter 
member of Lakeside Lodge No. 450. He entered the Grand Lodge 
as a representative of Lakeside Lodge in 1894, serving in many 
prominent stations of the Grand Lodge. In 1897 he was made Chair- 
man of the Committee on Code Revision. In 1898 he was elected Grand 
Warden, and served as the Grand Master during the year 1901. He 
was authority on the laws of our Order and at the time of his death 
was a member of the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

His life was a model, his actions were always just. We miss 
him because we loved and appreciated him. A staunch believer in 
the tenets of his church and zealous in all its works, he added to 
his other charms the sterling worth of a Christian man. He fought 
the fight, the battle is over; he was a good Companion. Gracious 
in his speech, pleasing in his manner, tender and loving, his was a 
friendship to be coveted, and once won, ever to be retained. 

Another link in Friendship’s Golden Chain is broken, another 
pillar in the temple of Odd Fellowship has fallen. He has exchanged 
the darkness and twilight of earthly existence for the glorious sun- 
light of God’s perfect day. 

His funeral occurred Sunday, April 17th, from South Park Avenue 
M. E. church, Chicago, and his remains were tenderly laid to rest 
in beautiful Oakwood cemetery. 

The services at the church were very impressive, the floral tributes 
were beautiful, and the large audience room of the' church was filled 
with sympathizing friends. 

The services at the grave were conducted by the Grand Master, 
assisted by Henry A. Stone, P.G.M. 
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APPOINTMENTS. 

In the death of Past Grand Master, James R. Kewley, of Chicago, 
which occured on the 14th day of April, 1910, we have sustained a 
severe loss from the fact that he was one of the honored members 
of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee. He received his appointment 
through Past Grand Master Owen Scott in the year 190S, having 
served two and one-half years of his term. 

The appointment to fill this vacancy has been given to Chicago. 
I have therefore this 17th day of May, 1910, appointed Brother Oscar 
D. Olson of John Ericsson Lodge No. 361, to fill the unexpired term 
of Past Grand Master James R. Kewley on Judiciary and Appeals 
Committee. 

I trust that this appointment will meet with the approval of this 
Grand Lodge and that Brother Olson may be found fully competent 
to serve in this important position.

SPECIAL RELIEF. 

During the past year I have had occasion to draw on the Special 
Relief Fund as follows: 

Mamie Forsyth, a girl who had formerly lived at our Orphans’ 
Home, was burned to death about October 21st or 22nd. She died 
in destitute circumstances. The remains were embalmed and kept 
in the undertaking establishment of A. B. Perrigo, 3913 Cottage Grove 
avenue, Chicago, for four or five days on account of no funds with 
which to bury the body. The mother of the girl is a member in good 
standing in one of the local Rebekah Lodges of Chicago and supports 
herself by doing scrubbing and washing. This Rebekah Lodge is poor 
and the Subordinate Lodge to which the girl’s father belonged during 
his life did not seem inclined to take charge of the remains. My 
attention was called to this fact by Bro. Theodore Finn, P.GR., of 
Chicago. I thereupon drew a warrant on the Special Relief Fund for 
the sum of $49.65 in favor of A. B. Perrigo, undertaker, to pay for the 
expense of burying the body. 

A very sad case was reported to me December 10, 1909, in the 
death of Orpha Mae Braden, one of our orphan children, who had 
formerly lived at our Orphans’ Home at Lincoln, but who has for the 
past several years been living with her sister, Clora Braden, in Kala- 
mazoo, Michigan. 

Orpha had been afflicted for several years past with tuberculosis 
and was entirely dependent upon her sister Clora for support, not 
being able to do any work whatsoever, Clora is employed as stenog- 
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rapher, and through her efforts the two girls managed to get along as 
best they could on the wages received. Last year Bro. W. M. Groves, 
P.G.M., was appealed to in behalf of this dear sick girl, and as- 
sisted her. 

On December 9th the spirit of Orpha Mae Braden took its flight. 
She passed quietly away, sleeping her last long sleep. Clora was in 
distress and without funds with which to fittingly lay her beloved 
sister away. Upon learning the facts and needs in the case, I issued 
a warrant on the Special Relief Fund for the sum of $100.00, to defray 
the expenses of the funeral. 

A very urgent call was made for the relief of Bro. Ben M. Hun- 
saker, a member of Southern Lodge No. 241, in the city of Jonesboro. 

Southern Lodge makes the following statement: “Brother Hun* 
saker joined our Lodge in 1874 and is now 76 years old. Our Lodge 
has paid him benefits for the past seven years, and this, with other 
demands, has drained our Lodge treasury. We are a weak Lodge, not 
able to supply his needs, and do not want him to go to the poor 
house. Since we have paid him so much and have levied several 
assessments for him, realizing our financial distress, we feel it our 
duty to appeal to the Grand Master for help.” 

I therefore drew a warrant on the Special Relief Fund for $50 in 
favor of Southern Lodge No. 241 and instructed them to pay Brother 
Hunsaker such amounts at such times as they deemed proper. 

REPORT OF THE CHERRY MINE DISASTER. 

On the 20th day of November and the second day after Grand 
Lodge Session, I decided to go to Cherry and make a personal investi- 
gation of that terrible disaster and to ascertain, if possible, whether 
or not there were any Odd Fellows who had lost their lives in the 
Cherry mine, and to take the Special Relief Fund with me, as directed 
by the Grand Lodge, and contribute such amounts for immediate 
purposes as I deemed proper. 

I first asked Dr. J. A. Lucas, P.G.M., Superintendent of our 
Orphans’ Home, to accompany me, which he kindly consented to do. 
I then sent the following telegram: 

Springfield, 111., November 21, 1909. 
Thomas Young, 919 Sixth street, LaSalle, Illinois: 

Send three members of your Lodge as a committee to meet me 
in Cherry to-day without fail. 

(Signed) E. R. SAYLER, Grand Master. 

We arrived in Cherry about 4:30 p. m. and proceeded at once to 
the mine. On our arrival there we found Brothers Thomas Young, 
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William H. Crase and William J. Martin, members of LaSalle Lodge, 
No. 101, as a committee on the request of my telegram. Dr. Lucas, 
these three brothers and myself then proceeded to make our investi- 
gation. 

It was difficult to gain any authentic information. We inquired of 
miners and relief workers, whether there were any Odd Fellows below, 
but they could not correctly inform us. We then went to the soldiers 
who were guarding the main shaft of the mine, and upon informing 
them of the nature of our visit and who we were, they immediately 
opened their ranks and let us 'enter. I shall never forget the kind and 
courteous treatment and respect accorded our Order by the soldiers 
of the Illinois National Guard. 

We soon met our old friend and brother. Captain F. W. Latimer, 
of Abingdon Lodge, No. 184, and his corps of efficient officers, who 
gave us such information as was at their command. The best infor- 
mation we could get was that there was a, brother by the name of 
George White who worked in the mines, but it could not be told 
whether he was above or below, alive or dead. After being assured 
by Captain Latimer that he would report at once any information 
coming to him of any Odd Fellow who might be entombed, we pro- 
ceeded to the office of the Relief Committee. We met there the dis- 
tinguished gentlemen, Mr. Ernest P. Bicknell, National Director of the 
American Red Cross, Washington, D. C.; Mr. Sherman C. Kingsley, 
Chairman of the United Charities of Chicago; Mr. Charles L. Con- 
nolly, Banker and Chairman of Local Relief Committee; Brother Dun- 
can McDonald, State President of the United Mine Workers of 
America. These gentlemen informed us that there were no Odd 
Fellows who had lost their lives, so far as they knew, but would 
keep a close watch on the situation, and should any news come to them 
they would immediately inform us. These gentlemen are men of 
ability and character, and I wish to express my appreciation for the 
treatment accorded our committee. Mr. Bicknell informed us that 
they were receiving funds very rapidly. They had at that time 
$85 : 000 subscribed and in sight, and $33,000 had been paid in and was 
deposited for immediate use. After consulting with our committee, 
I presented the Chairman of the Relief Committee with a draft for 
$500, payable to the order of Ernest P. Bicknell, chairman, for which 
he gave me the following receipt: 

Cherry, Illinois, November 20, 1909. 

Received from Mr. E. R. Sayler, Grand Master I. O. O. F., Spring- 
field, Illinois, the sum of $500, to be applied to the relief of the 
sufferers of the mine disaster of November 13, 1909, at Cherry, Illinois. 

(Signed) E. P. BICKNELL, 

Chairman Relief Committee. 
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We also informed the committee that the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows was ready and willing to contribute any amount neces- 
sary to help in this work of relief and was prepared to care for Odd 
Fellows and their families, provided there were Odd Fellows who had 
lost their lives in the disaster. 

Fictitious reports were received all along the line while we were 
on our way to the mine. When we arrived there, we found a multi- 
tude of people awaiting any news that might be good or bad. Tears 
of sorrow were freely flowing. Previous to the time of our arrival 
there had been no live miners taken from the mine, but upon hearing 
the shouts of the people, we soon learned that nine miners, alive, had 
been hoisted. They were very weak and were taken at once to the 
sleeping cars and guarded with soldiers. These men had been entombed 
in that fiery furnace for the period of seven days, and their rescue 
was marvelous. One miner, on his arrival at the top, showed much 
weakness, and a friend standing near by told them to give him a little 
whiskey. He replied with all of his remaining strength, “I don’t want 
whiskey; give me coffee.” Up to the time of our leaving, there had 
been twenty alive and thirty-eight dead hoisted. Human tongue can 
not express the condition of those grief stricken people nor does space 
permit me to report in full the many details. It will go down in 
history as being one of the greatest disasters that has befallen our 
people. Brother McDonald stated that there were 300 men in the 
mines, and he did not think that more than sixty of them were alive. 
Two wives of the dead lost their reason and had to be sent away. 
Mothers, with their vacant stare, a babe at their breasts, and three 
or four crying children clinging to their skirts, were aimlessly wan- 
dering about, refusing to be comforted and go home, nor could they 
be persuaded to accept food. 

After everything was done that could be done at this time, and 
being assured that we would be kept informed as to future develop- 
ments, we started for home. After waiting four days and hearing 
nothing from our brothers at Cherry, I decided to make further investi- 
gation. I wrote Victor Larson, Ladd Lodge No. 803; Hugh Patterson, 
Spring Valley Lodge No. 378, and to L. Frank, Guttenburg Lodge 
No. 380. I asked them to give me any information at their hands 
that I might know whether there were any Odd Fellows who had lost 
their lives at the mine. 

The letter in substance was as follows: 

November 24, 1909. 

Me. Victor Larson, Secretary, Ladd, Illinois: 

Dear Brother Larson — At the last Session of the Grand Lodge, 
one thousand dollars was placed in the hands of the Grand Master

to be used for the relief of any who might be in trouble from the 
recent disaster at Cherry. I went to Cherry on last Saturday and 
made a personal investigation. I could not at that time ascertain 
whether or not there were any Odd Fellows in the mine. I left with 
the Chairman of the General Relief Committee the sum of $500, and 
directed him to use it for any purpose that he might think best. 

I thought perhaps you might know by this time whether or not 
there were any Odd Fellows in that mine, and would be able to give 
me some information. Please attend to this matter promptly, and 
if you know anything in regard to it, write me at once. I intend to 
do everything in my power to assist our brothers or their families, 
and I desire any information at your hands.

Dear Brother Conway — I feel it my duty to write you this morning 
in regard to my actions in the matter of relief which was donated for 
the Cherry mine sufferers. I mailed you daily paper, giving an account 
of my visit there, and at that visit I placed in the hands of Mr. Ernest 
P. Bicknell the sum of $500. Mr. Bicknell, as you well know, is the 
National Director of the American Red Cross, and is also Chairman of 
the General Relief Committee. 

In the reconsideration of the motion which was made, you remem- 
ber in your talk before the Grand Lodge, you advised that this money 
be placed in the hands of the Grand Master, to be used at his discre- 
tion. I felt that $500 was enough at that time. I counseled with Dr. 
Lucas and Bro. Sikes, and they also thought that that amount would 
be sufficient for the first payment. 

I have since appointed Bro. H. E. Makutchan. G.R., as my Special 
Deputy to keep in touch with the situation. I have also written num- 
erous letters to nearby Lodges and am using every effort to learn 
whether we have Odd Fellows who lost their lives there. 

I would like to ask you, in your judgment, what would be the 
best course for me as Grand Master to pursue. Shall I retain the 
$500 until I am satisfied in regard to the loss of life that might have 
happened to any of our brothers, dr shall I turn this $500 over to the 
General Relief Committee, to be used at their discretion? I am 
advised here to hold the $500 for a few daysi at least, until I am satis- 
fied about the loss of any Odd Fellows, then to turn the remaining 
$500 over as a general relief fund.

Dear Brother Sayler — I am in receipt of your letter of the 3d 
inst., and indorse most heartily your action in the Cherry matter. 

As stated in an interview published in the Chicago papers, to-wit: 
“There will be plenty of money paid in, without doubt, to take care 
of immediate necessities, but how about next summer, and next winter, 
and the following summer?” 

The Association of Commerce have raised a committee, of which 
I am the head, to keep track of the wants of these people six to twelve 
months hence, and the course you have taken is along the same line. 
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Five hundred dollars contributed now is, in my judgment, ample and a 
wise decision on your part. Simply let the balance of it wait until 
later, and if it is found necessary to make further contributions, it 
can be done next summer or next fall. If you desire it, after our 
committee investigates matters during the spring and early summer 
months, I will report our finding to you, which may in a sense be a 
guide as to what you will consider your duty in the matter at that 
time.

My Dear Makutchan — I am sending herewith a Special Deputy's 
Commission. I have received no word from Cherry since my visit 
there, and am anxious to know whether there are Odd Fellows who lost 
their lives in that terrible disaster and to know the condition of their 
families. I have written to Ladd and Spring Valley, and will receive 
their reply in a day or two. 

I want yon to go to Cherry and talk with Captain Latimer (if he 
is there) ; also, to Mr. Ernest P. Bicknell, Chairman of the General 
Relief Committee, informing them you are my Representative, and 
are seeking information. 

It is no use for me to instruct you in this matter. You know what 
to do, and I will depend upon you to do your duty. I left a check for 
$500 with them last Saturday and promised them more — any amount, 
in fact, provided we had lost brothers in the mine.

Dear Brother Sayler — In compliance with your dispensation of 
November 24th, appointing me as your Special Deputy, to make a com- 
plete investigation of the Cherry mine disaster, to ascertain whether 
or not there were any Odd Fellows who had lost their lives there, it 
affords me great pleasure indeed to be able to report to you that the 
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members of our Order were spared from the loss of life in the dreadful 
Cherry mine disaster, with possibly one exception; and while I am 
unable to report definitely at this time beyond mere guess work, I am 
quite confident that the one Odd Fellow who lost his life in this 
dreadful accident was Brother George White, a member of Jasper 
Lodge No. 168, Monroe, la., and his remains, no doubt, is among the 
missing in the third vein of the mine, and we will be unable to learn 
definitely for a week or ten days. 

I understand that he leaves a wife and a son, eight years of age; 
and as soon as I can find out definitely in regard to the same will 
advise you further. 

Now, as regards the expenditure of further funds at Cherry, I am 
inclined to believe that it would be advisable to withhold any further 
action until the mine can be opened and the remains removed, as 
there may turn up some body that we are unable to find at this time. 

I will keep you advised as to any further developments in the 
matter, and hope to be able to make you a final report before the new 
year.

FINAL REPORT OF MY SPECIAL DEPUTY. 

Princeton, 111., September 3, 1910. 
Hox. E. R. Sayler. Grand Master, I. 0. O. F., Springfield. 111.: 

Dear Sir and Brother — In compliance with your commission of 
November 24, 1909, to investigate and report upon the loss of life and 
conditions of the members of our Order at Cherry, Illinois, caused by 
the great mine disaster of November 13th last, I beg leave to report 
as follows: 

Upon receipt of your commission above referred to, I at once 
endeavored to learn the conditions and loss of life at Cherry by the 
members of our Order, and found that two of our brothers had been 
called upon to give up their lives in that great disaster, viz.: 

Brother John Oberg of Olive Branch Lodge No. 15, I. O. O. F., 
Canton, 111., and Brother George White of Jasper Lodge No. 168, I. O. 
O. F., Monroe Center, Iowa. 
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Both of these brothers were members of another fraternal order, 
which had a lodge at Cherry, and their remains, when found in the 
mine several months afterwards, were buried by the members of that 
order. 

Brother John Oberg left no immediate relatives to mourn his loss, 
so far as I am able to learn. 

Brother George White left a widow and one child, a son, William 
Stanley White, ten years old. Mrs. White, the widow of Brother 
George White, received from Jasper Lodge No. 16S, I. O. O. F., of 
Monroe Center, Iowa, a funeral benefit of thirty dollars ($30), and at 
the time and until lately kept a boarding house to support herself and 
son, but had to discontinue because the mines were closed and no 
demand for board. 

Mrs. White advises me that the Miners’ Union had given her one 
hundred and fifty dollars ($150) in cash and that the Red Cross Society 
had for some time and were at present giving her each week the 
sum of five dollars ($5), taken from a fund created by individual gifts, 
together with that received from the State of Illinois. She further 
advised me that she had made no settlement with the coal mining 
company, but that they had been to see her and tendered her a sum, 
eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800), in full payment of all claims against 
them by reason of the death of her husband in their mine, but she 
had refused to accept it and had placed her case in the hands of her 
attorneys and would bring suit to recover a greater sum. 

Besides making a visit to Cherry, I have kept in close touch with 
the conditions existing there through frequent — almost daily — use of 
the telephone and by personal interviews with our county officers, 
whose business called them there often. 

In view of the fact that our Order was spared the great loss of 
life that befell other fraternal organizations in this great disaster, 
and by the taking away of one of our brothers upon whose shoulders 
rested the care and support of a wife, frail of body, whose health is 
none too good, in trying to bear her loss of a dear one, together with 
the care of a young son — no doubt she will have many hardships to 
face in the years to come; and in view of her poverty, I believe she 
should have at least a sum of two hundred dollars ($200) to assist her 
in a time of need; and therefore I would recommend that this sum 
be paid her at this time by you from the special fund created for this 
purpose at the last Session of the Grand Lodge. 
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It has been a pleasure to me to be able to assist you in this 
matter, and if I can in any way serve you further in this or any other 
matter, I shall be glad indeed to have your commands.

In closing this report, I desire to express my appreciation to 
Brothers E. S. Conway, P.G.S., Dr. J. A. Lucas, P.G.M., H. E. Makut- 
chan, G.R., Special Deputy, Captain Latimer and the Committee of 
LaSalle Lodge No. 101. To these brothers and all who assisted in this 
matter, I thank you. 

In view of the fact of there being $1,000.00 appropriated for this 
purpose, and only $700.00 having been used, there remains $300.00 
unexpended. I will therefore recommend that this balance be retained 
in the General Relief Fund.

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OUR HOMES. * 

One of the pleasant duties of my life this year was in visiting our 
two Homes. I have attended all the meetings possible held by the 
Boards at either place, aud can cheerfully report our Orphans 1 Home 
and our Old Folks’ Home in good condition. 

There are wants and needs at either Home, which the Grand Lodge 
must seriously consider, mention of which will be made further on in 
this report. 

When we come to consider that we are caring for 165 iittle chil- 
dren, placed in our hands from the fact that their fathers were Odd 
Fellows, representing as they do “jewels of promise,” “diamonds in the 
rough,” shaping their minds, moulding their characters and preparing 
them for the duties of life, then we realize the goodness of Odd Fel- 
lowship. 

Our work does not stop here, for in my mind a more serious 
proposition comes to us in caring for our aged and indigent Brothers 
and Sisters. He who gives alms unto the old and needy is reminded of 
the words of the Master when He said: “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive. Every man according as he proposeth in his heart, 
so let him give; not grudgingly, or of necessity; for God loveth a 
cheerful giver.” 

We are now giving our attention to the care and comfort of 116 
old Brothers and Sisters at Mattoon — feeding, clothing them and look- 
ing after their wants during the remainder of their lives. In perform- 
ing this pleasant duty, we are but practicing the teaching of the 
Golden Rule.

Dr. J. A. Lucas, P.G.M., as Superintendent, and his good wife as 
Matron, are doing a noble work at our Orphans’ Home, the record of 
which will not be fully understood until it is read in the limelight of 
eternity. 

The Master has so beautifully said: “For inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of these, my brethren, ye have done it 
unto me.” 

I attended the graduating exercises held in the chapel on June 3d. 
The audience room was filled with children, friends and visitors. A 
program was rendered, after which came the awarding of the diplomas 
and presenting each graduate -with a bright new $10.00 gold piece. 
Our graduating class consisted of but two this year— Hans Heyl and 
Alberta Pauline Pause — both of whom have done splendidly in the 
home life and are loved by children, teachers and all. Hans will 
remain at the Home, as he is not yet 16 years old: while Alberta, a 
bright, intelligent girl, good and pure, must go to another home. Your 
Grand Master, fully knowing the worth of this dear girl, gladly opened 
the door of his home to her, where she is today carefully treated as a 
member of our family. 

It would not be a complete report did I not mention our Band. 
I have failed to meet a single Odd Fellow who refused to admire our 
Band Boys. They look so noble and so man like, marching down the 
streets of our cities, playing such splendid music. Why shouldn’t we 
be proud of them? They are our Boys. Our Band is in great demand 
and is making a reputation that will be lasting. 

In looking over this Home for our children, I find the boys 
crowded in the hallways of the Administration Building; that is, the 
hallways are used by the boys as the only place for recreation, study 
and play. Those in charge have exercised every effort to keep these 
children in health and strength under these trying conditions. The 
lack of room is apparent, and the difficulty of handling the boys in 
such confined quarters, makes it absolutely necessary for our Brothers 
and Sisters to provide more room for the boys of our deceased Odd Fel- 
lows. This demand is a dormitory, which shall be known as the Boys’ 
Dormitory. It should be built to accommodate one hundred of 
our boys. It should be so constructed as to provide a play room 
to be used in times of bad weather; good apartments so arranged that 
their health could be properly taken care of. This Dormitory, which 
can be readily built by the Brothers and Sisters, should furnish reading 
rooms, toilet rooms and every other modern convenience to give 
health, strength and education to the boys of the Institution. This is 
badly needed, and no time should be lost in doing it. 
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When the Dormitory is constructed, the Board of Trustees should 
be directed, through the Grand Lodge, to renovate and reconstruct 
the Administration Building. There is needed in this building an 
Office and Directors’ Room, where there could be some privacy in the 
transaction of the business that comes before the Board. At the time 
this building was erected, proper sanitation was not taken into con- 
sideration. We find the toilets, water closets, etc., placed in the center 
of the building. As a matter of fact, this should not be, as no ventila- 
tion from the outside can be secured to these toilet rooms. As a 
sanitary proposition this matter should have been attended to 
long ago. 

We find that many very important things can be easily overlooked 
in the construction of so great an Institution as this; and taking into 
consideration the lives of so many children housed under one roof, we 
are necessarily prompted to action. In this particular instance there 
is no question — as every Odd Fellow and Rebekah will readily see — 
that this building ought to be remodeled in such a way as to give con- 
veniences and sanitary privileges and benefits, which the building does 
not now contain. 

In this connection I will also call your attention to the imperfect 
condition of the sewerage system. This building having been erected 
many years ago, the modern methods now used for sanitation were not 
then known, or at least they were not placed in the building. These 
changes — providing an office for the Superintendent and a room for the 
Board meetings, changing the toilets to the outside of the building, 
and also sewering the building in such a way as to make it sanitary — 
would be a matter that would commend itself to every Odd Fellow and 
Rebekah in the State of Illinois. 

The Manual Training School has grown to be of vast importance, 
but this department has been neglected, owing to the fact that the 
Maintenance Fund has been used in putting in boilers and connecting 
up the heating plant. It is therefore necessary to appropriate such 
an amount of money for this department as will enable our boys to 
become masters of the mechanical art. What has already been shown 
to Odd Fellowship by the instruction given our boys makes every 
individual in the Order understand that money spent in this depart- 
ment is not wasted, but by this means we send every boy who takes 
interest in this department out into the world able to make his own 
living. Two thousand dollars spent in this department will give as 
great results as in any department in the Institution. 

Your Grand Master has looked over the laundry with some care. 
The Institution must keep abreast with the advance appliances of the 
times. A new mangle is absolutely necessary in this department, and 
some other matters of importance could be attached to the machinery 
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now in use, so that the advantages gained thereby would be of great 
use in the direction of this department and would also be of benefit 
to our children. The water supply has been inadequate on account of 
the small capacity of the cistern. During the summer there was not 
water enough with which to do the laundry work and they were com- 
pelled to resort to the city water, which is not fit for laundry purposes. 

The Home is sadly in need of a dish washer, which should be 
installed in the kitchen, in order to expedite matters in that depart- 
ment. It would not only prove a time saver, but would insure the 
Home against breakage as well. 

I further find the necessity of a vacuum cleaner. There are many 
rugs, draperies, hangings, etc., that must be kept clean. In order to do 
this in .the old way requires a great deal of labor and is attended 
many times with poor results. The only perfect and sanitary way 
is to remove all dust and impurities by the aid of a vacuum cleaner. 

1 also find there have been no provisions made for installing an 
oven in the bakery of the Domestic Science Building. Since the old 
oven was torn down the Home has been compelled to buy its bread of 
local dealers. This has proven expensive and in many cases not satis- 
factory. The Home could much better afford to bake its own bread. 
The building is complete and so arranged that with but little expense 
an oven could be installed to accommodate the Home. 

THEREFORE, 1 RECOMMEND TO THE GRAND LODGE OF 
THE STATE OF ILLINOIS THE FOLLOWING: 

That a Dormitory be built with all the modern conveniences, large 
enough to accommodate one hundred boys. 

That the Administration Building be renovated and reconstructed 
with the modern conveniences of the time, and with offices, Board 
rooms and other conveniences to be placed in the reconstruction of this 
building, so as to make it sanitary, convenient and useful to the Order 
of the State of Illinois, and that the sura of $2,500 be appropriated for 
this purpose. 

Also that the laundry be repaired and refitted with such appliances 
as shall make it useful, beneficial and instructive to our children, 
greatly aiding the manager in that department to do his work well. 
And that money be appropriated to the amount of $1,000 for the repair 
of the laundry and purchase of such material as may be necessary for 
the same. Also, that a suitable cistern of sufficient capacity be built, 
in order to supply all water needed during the dry season. 

That a dishwasher be installed in the kitchen and a vacuum 
cleaner be purchased for the Home. 

That an oven of sufficient capacity be installed in the Bakery, in 
order to supply the Home with a plenty of fresh bread. 
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OLD FOLKS' HOME. 

Brother John R. Watson, as Superintendent, and his good sister. 
Elizabeth Watson, as Matron, have had the management of our Old 
Folks’ Home for more than a year, and the kind treatment received 
from their hands will long be remembered by our old people. Their 
work is a noble one. Their tears of sympathy shed in times of distress 
will be stars in their crown, and the many kind words spoken to the 
old afflicted Brothers will be jewels — bright jewels to their credit. 

I have visited the Home on many occasions this year, going over 
the building very carefully. I find the rooms in good condition and 
the food of sufficient supply and well cooked. 

A much needed improvement has been made in providing the Home 
with a barber shop, which has been furnished with a good reclining 
barber’s chair and sanitary appliances. This feature is appreciated 
by our old Brothers and is a great improvement over the old way. 

The barns and buildings are in good repair; the horses, cattle, 
hogs, etc., are looking well. 

The Trustees have been vigilant in the performance of their duties. 
They have treated the outside woodwork of the building to a new 
coat of paint, which greatly improves its appearance. The lawns have 
been splendidly attended to, and the general appearance of the Home 
is second to none. 

The dishwasher, lately installed, has proven a benefit in many 
ways. It usually took two hours or more to wash the dishes after each 
meal, while now all dishes used by 116 people in eating a meal can be 
washed in twenty minutes, with no breakage. 

The Home is in need of a Library Room, large enough to accom- 
modate our old Brothers and Sisters who care to pass their time in 
this way. I also find that a suitable room to be devoted to the old 
Sisters of the Home, and used by them as a general visiting room 
would be acceptable. 

It is a pleasure for me to embody herein a report received from 
the Trustees, signed by the President, Bro. F. D. P. Snelling, P.G.P., 
and Secretary, Bro. J. W. Yantis, P.G.M., to-wit: 

Shelbyville, Illinois, September 15, 1910. 

Hon. E. R. Sayler, Grand Master , I. 0. 0. F ., Illinois: 

It is with pleasure we report to you, and through you to the 
enthusiastic membership of this Juridiction, the conditions of the 
I. O. O. F. Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon. 

We are proud that this Home has kept step with the splendid 
progress of the Order during your administration.

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The health has been exceptionally good, the general contentment 
pleasing and the surroundings of the buildings, farm and garden, never 
more beautiful. 

The Chapel is almost completed, and is in every way a substantial 
monument to the earnestness and helpfulness of the donors, the 
Rebekahs of Illinois. 

We have as members of the Home, one hundred and fifteen old 
Brothers and Sisters. They are as fine a lot of old people as you will 
find gathered under one roof. 

Each of our monthly meetings brings new applications for mem- 
bership. 

We invite your special attention to one of the needs of the Home, 
viz.: A Library Room for the books, and a large Reading and Visiting 
Room adjoining for the use of the Sisters, and also one for the 
Brothers. 

There are no rooms in the present building that can be used for 
such purpose, and the members lose the benefit of that social and 
home phase of life, which comes from mingling together in visitation. 

This is particularly true during the winter months and inclement 
weather. These rooms could well be arranged for by extending the 
main building east to correspond with the west wing, presenting a 
more symmetrical appearance than at present. 

Such an addition would also provide more accommodations above 
the Library and Reading Rooms for the increased membership that, 
no doubt, will have to be cared for in the near future. 

We desire to thank you for your visitations to the Home during 
your term of office, and for the kind suggestions and fraternal counsel 
given the Board of Trustees.

Therefore, I would recommend to the Grand Lodge of the State 
of Illinois that a building be erected at our Old Folks’ Home which 
will provide our old Brothers and Sisters with a suitable Library room, 
together with a large, comfortable room to be devoted to the use of 
the old Sisters; these rooms to be on the ground floor, and over them 
to be arranged sleeping rooms, that we may accommodate the in- 
creasing demand made upon the Home. 
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ADDITIONAL LAND FOR OUR ORPHANS’ HOME. 

The Grand Lodge, at the Session held November 16, 17, 18, 1909, 
authorized the purchase of eighty acres of land at a price not to 
exceed $200.00 per acre. The report of the Finance Committee, known 
as Document No. 67, G. L . Journal 1909, which was regularly adopted, 
sets forth the manner in which payments are to be made, viz., 
“$5,000.00 cash, $5,000.00 in one year, and the balance, $6,000.00, in 
two years,” and further states: “The interest on the deferred pay- 
ments to be paid out of the income of the endowment fund belonging 
to our Orphans' Home.” 

I, therefore, immediately after the Session of the Grand Lodge, 
communicated with the owners of said land, directing them to furnish 
an abstract up to date, that we might have it thoroughly examined. 
I counseled with Bro. J. Otis Humphrey, P.G.M., and Chairman of our 
Orphans' Home Board, in regard to having the abstract thoroughly 
gone over by a competent attorney. Brother, Past Grand Humphrey 
recommended that we secure the services of Brother Clinton L. Conk- 
ling, member of the firm of Conkling & Irwin, attorneys at law, in- 
structing Bro. Conkling to give it his personal and careful considera- 
tion. This occupied several days, as the document was quite volum- 
inous. After Bro. Conkling had made a thorough investigation of the 
title — correcting a few errors — he returned it, rendering his decision, 
“The title perfectly safe.” I inquired the cost of his services, and he 
immediately informed me, “The Odd Fellows owed him nothing.” I 
thanked him as Grand Master, in behalf of Odd Fellowship, and assured 
him that his kindness to our orphan children would ever be remem- 
bered. 

Bro. Clinton L. Conkling is an attorney of great ability, and his 
services to the Grand Lodge in this case should be deeply appreciated. 
There is no one better informed as to titles, and we feel highly compli- 
mented from the fact that Bro. Conkling examined the title to this 
property. 

Bro. John H. Sikes, Grand Secretary, and myself, on February 10, 
signed and sealed the papers according to law, paying $5,000.00 down, 
as directed. Our Orphans' Home at Lincoln is now in possession of 
an additional eighty acres of land. 

AN APPEAL FOR OUR HOMES. 

In order that the Grand Master might in a measure assist the 
Grand Lodge in carrying out its work this year relative to our Homes, 
and by so doing keep our per capita tax down to the dollar mark, 
thereby relieving weak Lodges — Lodges that are struggling for exist- 
ence — against increased taxation, and after due deliberation and care- 
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ful consideration, I issued the following appeal, calling upon .Lodges 
and members to contribute as they would — not setting forth any 
specified sum — for the purpose herein mentioned. 

Let this amount be little or much, it will represent a free will 
offering on the part of our membership and should be graciously 
received by this Grand Lodge, enabling it to carry out its splendid 
work in providing suitable quarters for our Orphan children and our 
old and indigent Brothers and Sisters. 

GIVEN IN HONOR OF OUR HOMES.

It will 
not long remain so; I have too much confidence in our Brothers to 
think they would not contribute to this worthy cause. A similar 
condition exists at our Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon, and these proposi- 
tions must be met.

April, 1910.

DEGREE STAFF CAPTAINS. 

At the beginning of my administration I thought it wise and 
prudent to more fully carry out the plans I had in mind that I interest 
the Lodges in organizing Degree Staffs and electing a suitable member 
to act as Degree Staff Captain. 

I am fully convinced that much good has been done this year 
through the untiring efforts of our Staff Captains throughout the 
jurisdiction. We have a great many Lodges to-day that are working 
the degrees of Odd Fellowship in a creditable manner that have not 
conferred a degree in several years, and by the aid of the Degree 
Staff the Lodge has become active and takes a greater interest in 
securing candidates than they did before. 

I would most earnestly recommend that this work be followed up 
by incoming Grand Masters to give Lodges all the encoragement possi- 
ble along the lines of degree work. 

I requested a monthly report from each Captain of the Degree 
Staff, which kept me in touch with the work before the Lodge; where 
there was no Degree Staff Captain I requested the Secreary to make 
these reports. I am pleased to inform you of the promptness given 
this matter by the Captains and Secretaries of Lodges. 

I have instructed Staff Captains to work not more than one 
degree a night and to work that degree well. It is my opinion that 
Lodges have been in the habit of working too many degrees in one 
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night, which I am sure does not create the interest nor make the im- 
pression it should. I have also instructed Degree Staffs to curtail 
their floor movements, make them simple as possible, and drill the 
members of their staff on the delivery of the charges. I contend that 
floor movements, while pleasant to look upon, do not make Odd Fel- 
lows. 

I contend that our degrees are sublime, and when correctly ex- 
emplified are the embodiment of the highest type of character. I have, 
therefore, held that all fun must be eliminated and in order to impress 
the candidate each character must be represented with credit and honor. 

Many Degree Staffs have taken the advantage this year to secure 
the services of Brother T. H. Thompson, Assistant Chief Examiner 
and Instructor, and their work shows a decided improvement over that 
of former years. Brother T. H. Thompson is without a doubt the 
best instructor in the State of Illinois, and is giving his time to the 
work of instructing Lodges and Degree Staffs. 

At all of our Rally Meetings he exemplified the second section 
of the First Degree in a very instructive and forceful manner, thus 
teaching the Lodges represented how this most beautiful degree should 
be performed. 

I have written hundreds of letters to Staff Captains, letters of 
congratulation, encouragement, plans, etc., always assuring them of 
my willingness to help them in any manner; they in turn have thanked 
me for advice and assistance. 

I have tried to impress the Captain that he is a “Something” and 
not a “Nothing,” that he is worthy of notice and respect, and that the 
Grand Master appreciates his services. 

I have issued the following letters: 

Springfield, 111., Dec. 20, 1909. 

Dear Brother — I am informed by your Lodge that you are the 
Captain of your Degree Staff, and as such I wish to compliment you. 

I know from experience what you have to contend with and that 
you are, or should be, a hard worker in your Lodge. Very few Staff 
Captains are lazy. Much of the prosperity and advancement of the 
Lodge depends upon you. You were elected to this responsible position 
because you were particularly fitted for it. 

Much of the work this year will be done through the aid of Staff 
Captains. We should be better acquainted; nothing would please 
me more than to be personally acquainted with every Degree Captain 
in the state. I want to encourage you and assist you all I can. There 
is a great work before us, don’t be afraid to write to me and ask 
questions. 
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I would Impress upon your mind the importance of better Ritual 
work. Select for your Staff, brothers who are adapted for the work. 
Drill them carefully. If you are not acquainted with Staff work and 
do not know how to drill a Staff, call in your neighboring Lodge 
Captain, and he will be glad to help you get started. 

After you have learned a Degree, go to some Lodge and confer it, 
and invite other Lodges to come to your Lodge and do the work. A 
Captain makes the mistake many times of conferring too many degrees 
in one night. Work one degree and work it well; by doing this you will 
make better Odd Fellows. Don’t spend too much time on floor move- 
ments. Better have good station work. Floor work is nice to look at, 
but it doesn’t impress the candidate, he never sees it until he has passed 
the degree. ' 

There will be twenty-five Rally Meetings held throughout the state 
this year, at which the four degrees will be exemplified. If your 
Lodge is prepared to confer a degree, you will please write to the 
Chairman of the committee of the place where you will attend, or 
to Brother Henry A. Stone, P.G.M., of Aurora, Chief of Instructors, 
and ask him to assign you. Don’t fail to attend as many of these 
meetings as it is possible for you to do. 

I am sending you herewith eleven Postal Cards for your monthly 
reports. You will fill one out for each month, put a one cent stamp 
on it and mail it to me not later than the 5th of the month. Be 
careful to use the right card at the right time. Please do not neglect 
this. 

Let me hear from you at once in regard to the condition of your 
Staff, and what your prospects are for work. Some Lodges are 
dormant, virtually dead, because the members take no interest in 
degree work. 

Relying upon your ability, integrity and faithfulness to be my 
strong helper this year, in making Illinois 100,000 strong, I remain,

STAFF INSTRUCTION. 

The interest developed in our Subordinate Lodges this year from 
the fact of the great activity throughout the jurisdiction as the result 
of the “Booster” Meetings, has not only added materially to our 
membership, but has brought us in touch with a condition that de- 
mands some attention from the Grand Lodge. Our Subordinate Lodges 
are sorely in need of “Staff Instruction .” 

We have dispelled from the minds of our members the stumbling 
block — the barrier to our onward progress, “The New Ritual,” and 
have encouraged them to do the work as best they could. Our Lodges 
are desirous of doing better work, and to this end many have gone to 
large expense in hiring an instructor for a short time, in order that 
they might better their condition. 

Brother T. H. Thompson, Assistant Official Examiner and In- 
structor, of Kankakee, has devoted a large portion of his time this 
year to “Staff Instruction.” He has made it a study, and all Lodges 
are well pleased with his work. He exemplified the second part of the 
First Degree at each “Booster” Meeting, successfully carrying out all 
parts himself. He is thoroughly posted in ritualistic and secret work 
of the Order, and there is no one more competent than he to instruct 
the Lodges. 

The Jurisdiction of Illinois needs just such a man, and one who can 
devote his entire time to this work, but Lodges should not be compelled 
to pay all expenses. The Grand Lodge can well afford to take up this 
proposition in the interest of our Subordinate Lodges, setting aside a 
certain sum for the purpose of securing the services of a thoroughly 
reliable and competent Brother who will be under the control of the 
Grand Master and the Grand Secretary, going whenever and wherever 
they may desire. 
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I will therefore recommend that this Grand Lodge secure the 
services of Brother T. H. Thompson, Assistant Official Examiner and 
Instructor, to act as “Lodge Staff Instructor” of the State, at a salary 
of $100 per month, and the Lodges requiring or securing his services 
pay actual traveling and hotel expenses. 

I also recommend that the Grand Master and Grand Secretary 
have full control of his itinerary, and that such features in regard to 
this work as the Grand Master and the Grand Secretary may de- 
termine upon be promulgated to the Lodges throughout the jurisdic- 
tion. 


ADDITIONAL “BOOSTER” MEETINGS. 

During the months of July, August and September I inaugurated 
a series of warm weather “Booster” meetings, held at various points and 
dates, as follows: 


July 8th Paris, in Edgar County 

July 19th Sullivan, in Moultrie County 

July 27th Savanna, in Carroll County 

August 3d Salem, in Marion County 

August 9th Watseka, in Iroquois County 

August 16th Beardstown, in Cass County 

August 23d Dixon, in Lee County 

August 30th Shelbyville, in Shelby County 

September 1st Carthage, in Hancock County 

September 5th Newton, in Jasper County . 

September 13th Mt. Vernon, in Jefferson County 

September 27th Olney, in Richland County 


These meetings were held for the purpose of keeping up the in- 
terest in the work throughout the Jurisdiction, on the same plans as the 
original “Booster” meetings, and for the purpose of conferring the 
Initiatory Degree on as many candiates as could be secured. 

A School of Instruction was held in each instance at 10 o’clock 
a. m. The Initiatory Degree was conferred during the afternoon and an 
open meeting was held at night. These meetings were all attended by 
a large number of enthusiastic Odd Fellows and much good has been 
accomplished. More than 175 Lodges were represented and 178 candi- 
dates were admitted to the Order. 

Counting the minimum price of membership, this would result in 
bringing into our Subordinate Lodges the sum of $2,492.00, and in 
annual dues at 10 cents per week, $925.60; while the Grand Lodge is 
benefited in capitation tax by the sum of $178.00.

To the Officei's and Members of Subordinate Lodges . 7. 0. 0. F. f of 
Illinois: 

Dear Brothers — 'Complaint has been received at my office from 
Lodges and individual members of the Order throughout the jurisdic- 
tion of Illinois to the effect that our Lodges have been circularized in 
the interest of various enterprises including requests for special relief, 
the sale of tickets, etc., which matter does not bear upon its face a 
written consent of the Grand Master of this jurisdiction. I desire to 
call your attention to the fact that all such matter is circulated con- 
trary to the law of the Order as laid down in Busbee’s Digest of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, Sections 4S1, 4S2 and 2655, and also contrary 
to the law of the jurisdiction of Illinois as laid down in Merrills’ Code 
of 1906, Sections 754, 757, 75S and 760. 

These sections of Merrills’ Code read as follows: 

Sec. 754. No circular may be issued or distributed by any Lodge 
of this jurisdiction without the written consent of the Grand Master. 
(J. VI. p. 627.) 

Sec. 757. A Lodge may not entertain any application for pecuniary 
aid or assistance unless the same be authorized by the Grand Lodge 
or its principal officer in accordance with the form prescribed for such 
purpose by the S. G. L. (S. J. 4467, 4598, 4614.) 

Sec. 758. The existing law provides: “No Lodge may entertain 
any application for pecuniary aid or assistance, under whatever scheme 
it may be presented, unless the same be authorized.” This language 
is broad enough to cover the sale of tickets as a scheme to raise funds. 
No officer or member shall sell any tickets sent to him from any other 
Lodge for such purposes. (J. VII. pp. 275, 297.) 

Sec. 760. The Grand Sire can not authorize a Lodge under the 
sole jurisdiction of the S. G. L. to apply to Lodges working under a 
State jurisdiction for aid and relief, without first having obtained 
the consent of the Grand Master of such jurisdiction to make such 
application. (S. J. 9022, 9100.) 
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Lodge Secretaries should not bring before their respective Lodges 
for consideration any schemes or appeals for raising money unless the 
written consent of the Grand Master of this jurisdiction appears upon 
such printed matter. Trusting that it may not be necessary to take 
any further action in this matter other than to cite the above law, 
and with best wishes for the continued prosperity of our Order, I 
remain.

and members of the Order over the world. Annually we meet at the 
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time and place of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, with no expense to this 
Body, and no provisions are made to bring together those who are 
deeply interested in the upbuilding of the Order, and daily is the 
need of such an organization coming to us. Realizing that the Order 
in this advanced age needs more careful legislation, that our worthy 
brothers’ time at these meetings is too valuable to give, and that 
those who are working among the members realize that many things 
can be done under a charter that otherwise can not* be accomplished, 
we, the undersigned members of the Order with their rank attached, 
ask that this petition be acted upon at this meeting; and that a charter 
be granted in time for the perfecting of such an organization as a 
Rebekah Association to be done in this meeting in the City of Atlanta, 
Ga.

Your Committee are of the opinion that the sister members of 
our Rebekah Lodges, with a membership of over 400,000, have become 
one of the most faithful, efficient and valuable forces in Odd Fellowship, 
and should be given greater privileges than they have possessed in the 
past, and opportunity for greater self-development. We, therefore, offer 
the following: 

Resolved. That the prayer of the petitioners be granted, and that 
a Dispensation be prepared and issued authorizing the formation of a 
General Rebekah Assembly, to be composed of a Representative of 
each Rebekah Jurisdiction having a Rebekah Assembly, such Repre- 
sentative to be selected by the respective Rebekah Assemblies from 
among the sister Past Noble Grands of such jurisdiction. Such Dis- 
pensation shall be revocable by this Sovereign Grand Lodge at pleasure; 
be it further 

Resolved, That the incoming Grand Sire appoint a commission of 
three members present at this session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
to prepare a Dispensation, rules to govern said General Rebekah 
Assembly, fixing means of creating revenues for its support, rules for its 
government, etc., said commission to serve without compensation. 

Resolved further. That said Assembly shall meet only during the 
time and at the place of the annual sessions of The Sovereign Grand 
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Lodge; shall be given power to select its officers, provide for its ex- 
penses, etc., discuss matters of interest to the Rebekah branch of Odd 
Fellowship, and may submit to The Sovereign Grand Lodge, through 
the Grand Representatives, recommendations as to changes in law, etc., 
but shall not have power to enact laws affecting Rebekah Jurisdictions, 
Rebekah Lodges or Rebekah members. Such Assembly shall not have 
power to entertain appeals, nor shall it possess any legislative or 
judicial powers whatsoever. 

Such General Rebekah Assembly shall be without expense for any 
purpose to The Sovereign Grand Lodge.

Representative Potter of Kentucky moved that the further con- 
sideration be postponed until the next session of The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, and that in the meantime, the Grand Secretary be instructed to 
submit said report to all Graud Lodges and Rebekah Assemblies for an 
expression thereon. Motion prevailed.

I desire to call attention to results of enforcing the law as to 
proficiency in two Lodges in our jurisdiction, both of which are in 
little towns of less than 500 inhabitants, and whose members are nearly 
all farmers. I refer to Atwood Lodge, No. 761, Atwood, 111., who have 
this year 13 Commissioned Instructors, and Vernon Lodge, No. 324, 
Vernon, 111., who have 9 Official Instructors, and 8 who are not Past 
Grands who are perfect in the unwritten work. 

With the Commission sent each of the foregoing the following letter 
was addressed: 

Dear Sir and Brother — I am sending you herewith a commission 
as Official Instructor in the “Unwritten Work” of the I. 0. O. F., issued 
by Grand Master E. R. Sayler, of the Jurisdiction of Illinois, through 
the recommendation of the brother who took your examination and the 
undersigned. 1 
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Iii issuing this commission, the Grand Master expresses the hope 
that it will be used for the “Good of the Order.” That you will use 
it for the benefit of those who desire to improve themselves in the 
work, and especially in your own Lodge. You should insist on the 
Noble Grand and Vice Grand elect, each term, being qualified as re- 
quired by the Constitution. Read your commission and this letter to 
your Lodge on your next visit. Impress upon them the importance 
of being proficient, and that you will be glad to teach them the work, 
and thus not only make them better posted Odd Fellows, but qualify 
themselves for advancement. 

Remember’, this is to be a year of work. Our Grand Master has 
fixed the goal 100,000 members in Illinois. The strenuous efforts he is 
making should be seconded by every member of the Order, and I trust 
that each Official Instructor will feel it incumbent on himself to help 
Boost. 

I inclose a copy of “RULES FOR CONFERRING DEGREES 
WITHIN THE JURISDICTION OF ILLINOIS,” adopted by the Grand 
Lodge, November 18th, 1909. 

It will be your duty to ascertain if these requirements are in effect 
in each Lodge that you visit, and if not, report same to the Grand 
Master.

Of the 210 brothers commissioned (at this date), 33 have sent 
their annual reports as by law required. Undoubtedly more will be 
recehed before the Grand Lodge session. Those who have made no 
report will probably excuse themselves through forgetfulness. They 
all would have done so if they had thought of it. 

There has been so much to do this year, and so much has been 
done in the line of instruction, that to go into detail would require 
too much space, and therefore I only touch some of the high spots. 

It was my pleasure to assist you in your famous 25 Booster Meet- 
ings held throughout the State, in January and February, except the 
meeting in Quincy. Your report to the Grand Lodge will fully show 
the entire results of these meetings, therefore I will only touch upon 
that part of the work especially assigned to me. From my records 
of these meetings I find that 4185 members of the Order attended the 
schools of instruction, which is an average attendance of 167 brothers 
at each meeting. This being a two hour school in the forenoon. 
8900 brothers attended the Degree work in the afternoon, to see the 
exemplification of the Degrees. An average attendance of 356. 
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At these meetings 146 brothers were secretly examined in the 
“Unwritten Work”; out of these 85 passed the 100 grade, and have been 
awarded commissions as Instructors. 

An illustration of the great interest taken by the brothers who 
desire to be correct in the “Unwritten Work” was most forcibly 
demonstrated through the sale of “Cypher Keys.” The actual Net 
Profit to the Grand Lodge, arising from the sale of which, amounted 
to exactly $363.75, or more than one4hird of the entire cost to the 
Grand Lodge of the 25 Booster Meetings. 

I also assisted you in the September Booster Meetings, at Newton, 
Mt. Vernon and Olney, holding schools of instruction at each place 
with the same splendid results. 

In nearly all these meetings 1 have been most ably assisted by 
Bro. T. H. Thompson, Assistant Chief of Examiners and Instructors, 
in the “Unwritten Work,” Ritualistic, Dramatic and Floor work, a 
line of instructions in which the Lodges, Degree Staffs and members 
generally were much interested, and eager to see exemplified. Too 
much cannot be said in commendation of Brother Thompson’s work 
and the results obtained by all Lodges and Degree Staffs who have 
been fortunate enough to receive instructions from him. That he has 
been a power in the line of instruction this year, will show in his 
report, which follows:

In connection, Grand Master, I desire to call attention to the 
above selected Degree Staff who will exemplify the first degree, from 
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Rushville. An illustration of the results attained through a school of 
instruction under Brother T. H. Thompson. 

For four years, from 1904 to 1908 inclusive, the total gain in 
membership was 30, or seven and one-half a year. There was no gain 
from Oct. 1st, 1908, to April 1st, 1909. In March, 1909, after election 
of officers, Brother Thompson spent two weeks there in a school of 
instruction, three days of which was given to the Encampment branch. 
Under date Oct. 10th, 1910, the Secretary reports to me that the net 
gain in membership from April 1st, 1909, to date, is exactly 106 mem- 
bers. As a business or financial proposition, they advise that since 
April 1st, 1909, they have paid off in full their indebtedness on their 
building, $550.00. They have put on improvements to building $195.00. 
They have purchased and paid for new Degree Staff robes $776.00; 
paid for insurance and taxes and paving, $211.00; paid for relief and 
benefits, $1,00S.00; do not owe a dollar and have $418.20 in thir treas- 
ury. The total cost to the Lodge for Brother Thompson’s work and 
expenses was $66.00. They ask any Lodge in Illinois that doubts 
results of this kind of work to refer to them. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I feel and believe that the grand results of this year’s work, under 
your splendid generalship, will be such before the coming session of the 
Grand Lodge, that the recommendations in your report will be unani- 
mously approved and adopted; therefore there is little left for me to 
say. I feel that I can indorse in advance your recommendations, but 
I desire to emphasize one thing you may touch upon, and that is the 
necessity of our Grand Lodge keeping up this work, and also that the 
Grand Lodge will see the wisdom of creating a new officer, to be known 
as Head Instructor for Subordinate Lodges in the ritualistic, dramatic 
and floor work, and that such instructor be paid a. stipulated monthly 
salary, and shall be at all times under the direction of the Grand 
Master. That he be sent to instruct Lodges designated by the Grand 
Master, entailing no expense to the Lodges, except his entertainment 
and actual expenses. 

That this would be of untold benefit to the Lodges, and result in 
profit to the Grand Lodge, through the increase in membership, as has 
been demonstrated in every Lodge where work of this character has 
been done, there is no question in my mind, and I heartily indorse such 
action. 


DEATH OF JAS. R. KEWLEY, P.G.M. 

During the past year, the Fraternity of Official Instructors, as well 
as the Jurisdiction of Illinois, has suffered a great loss in the death of 
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our co-worker, Bro. Jas. R. Kewley. Past Grand Master Kewley has an- 
swered the last call that must come to all. Truly another giant in 
Odd Fellowship has fallen. One year ago he was with us and assisted 
in our school of examinations, and was active in his committee work, 
although a sick man at the time. It was my privilege and pleasure 
to be closely associated with him for many years, in many and various 
duties in Odd Fellowship, which enabled me, as it did all others 
associated with him, to recognize in him a brother of great ability, 
profound knowledge of our laws, a tireless worker, and whose advice 
was sought and appreciated. His activities in the Grand Lodge, as 
a member of the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, and as an 
Official Examiner and Instructor, will long live in the hearts of his 
Illinois brethren. 

In closing this long • report, I desire to express to you, Grand 
Master, my thanks for your many courtesies extended throughout the 
year, and the hearty encoragement you have given to me and to all the 
Instructors. 

I heartily congratulate you on your splendid achievements, and 
congratulate the Jurisdiction of Illinois, I. O. O. F., in placing you in a 
position wherein such results were possible. My wish is, that your 
ardor in the work may never grow dim, but that you will “GO ON” 
and up higher.

There are many places in the State of Illinois 
where a Lodge could be instituted under very favorable circumstances 
and where the community will be benefited by such Lodge being in- 
stituted. Our Subordinate Lodges are working a wonderful influence 
for good in all places where they exist. 

I have granted Dispensations for nine new Subordinate Lodges, 
which are now working under Dispensation, all of which are pregress- 
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ing nicely, and bid fair to become good strong Lodges. I therefore 
recommend them for Charters.

LOSS BY FIRE. 

The following Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges have reported a 
complete or partial loss by fire: 

I received notice from Brother J. N. Foster, Recording Secretary 
of Lovington Lodge, No. 593, located at Lovington, in Moultrie county, 
that the above named Lodge had, on the morning of November 2d, 
1910, met with a total loss by fire. The amount of property destroyed 
was $6,006.46. The amount of insurance reported was $4,000.00. A 
duplicate charter was issued immediately. 

Lovington Rebekah Lodge, No. 191, located at Lovington, in 
Moultrie county, sustained an entire loss by fire on the morning of 
November 2d, 1910, as reported by my Deputy, Sister Almeda Dawson. 
No insurance reported. A duplicate charter was issued. 
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Good Hope Lodge, No. 670, located at Good Hope, in McDonough 
County, was destroyed by fire on the 10th day of January, 1910. The 
loss was reported by Brother J. K. Altman, Secretary. The destruction 
was complete, everything being lost. An insurance policy of $800.00 
was not sufficient to cover one-hal| the loss. A Duplicate Charter was 
issued on the 12th day of January, 1910. 

Palestine Lodge, No. 795, located at Secor, in Woodford County, 
was destroyed by fire July 22, 1910, and reported August 10 by Brother 
J. C. Flannigan, Lodge Deputy. The loss was total, with an insurance 
of $1,350 on the property. A Duplicate Charter was issued August 
15, 1910. 

Woodlawn Lodge, No. 522, at Woodlawn. in Jefferson County, was 
destroyed by fire August 31, 1910. A Duplicate Charter was issued 
by the Grand Secretary September 1, 1910. This Lodge met with a 
total loss, with no particulars as to the amount of insurance. 

Casner Lodge, No. 4C3, located at Casner, in Macon County, was 
destroyed by fire September 14, 1910. A Duplicate Charter was issued 
by the Grand Secretary September 15, 1910. The loss was total, with 
no particulars as to the amount of insurance. 

Good Hope Rebekah Lodge, No. 114, located at Good Hope, in 
McDonough County, was destroyed by fire January 10, 1910. A Dupli- 
cate Charter was issued by the Grand Secretary January 31, 1910. The 
loss was total and was reported by Mrs. Maud Faul on January 29, 
1910. No information given in regard to insurance. 

Hardinville Lodge No. 967, located at Hardinville, in Crawford 
County, suffered a loss of their property and effects by fire on Nov. 
30, 1909. The loss was reported by Brother C. E. Burch, of Hardin- 
ville Lodge, stating that the loss was total with no insurance. A 
Duplicate Charter was issued Dec. 1, 1909. 

REBEKAHS. 

As Grand Master I have encouraged Rebekah Odd Fellowship this 
year, fully believing that in so doing I was but performing a pleasant 
duty. The work done this year has been of a permanent nature. The 
President, Sister Mae E. Crowell, has been very active, devoting her 
entire time to the work, the results of which have been very gratifying. 

I desire to express my sincere thanks to Sisters Mae E. Crowell, 
President; Dora L. North, Vice President; May C. Reiser, Warden, 
and Mary P. Miller, Secretary, and a host of other good Sisters, who 
have so ably supported me as Grand Master. I have referred all mat- 
ters from Rebekah Lodges to the President, and I have yet to find a 
single fault with her decisions or rulings. 

Too much praise cannot be given the Rebekahs. They are con- 
tributing in a splendid manner toward the erection of buildings at our 
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Homes. They have just completed a very beautiful Chapel at our 
Old Folks’ Home, contributing all the money with which to complete 
the structure. It is intended this building shall be used for worship, 
accommodating our old people, and to this end ministers from the city 
of Mattoon promised to hold regular services. 

The Domestic Science building at Lincoln is another monument 
to Rebekah Odd Fellowship. This building is now complete in every 
detail, including Dining Rooms, Bakery and Domestic Science; or, 
plainly speaking, “House Keeping.” I commend the Sisters for their 
zeal and energy in doing things and would recommend that they receive 
due consideration on all matters pertaining to the business of their 
Assembly. 


RECOMMENDATION. 

Whereas, the Deputy Grand Master, the Grand Warden and the 
Grand Secretary are many times called upon to attend Lodge gather- 
ings in the interest of the Order, and from whose visits much good 
results, and as there is no fund provided from which their expenses 
may be paid, and fully believing their presence would lend encourage- 
ment and be an inspiration for the good of the Order, I, THEREFORE, 
RECOMMEND that each of the above named Grand Officers be 
allowed the sum of one hundred dollars annually, or as much thereof 
as may be expended, for the purpose of defraying their actual travel- 
ing expenses while visiting Lodges or Lodge gatherings in the interest 
of the Order, and that on presentation of an itemized statement the 
Grand Secretary is instructed to draw a warrant on the Grand Treas- 
urer to pay such traveling expenses. 

WEAK LODGES. 

According to the report of the Finance Committee, we have in the 
Jurisdiction fifty Lodges that need attention. Some of these Lodges 
can be revived, and by so doing will become active, while some are in 
a condition where all hopes for their recovery seem lost. Many of 
these weak Lodges are paying their per capita, yet the amount of 
money they are contributing to the Grand Lodge will not pay the 
mileage and per diem of the Representative. Under these circum- 
stances they become a financial loss to the Grand Lodge. These weak 
Lodges can in most cases be consolidated with stronger Lodges, re- 
taining the membership to the Order and benefiting the financial con- 
ditions. I would suggest that a special feature be made of these weak 
Lodges, for the purpose of consolidation, and thereby retain the mem- 
bership that will necessarily drop out in case of Lodges becoming 
defunct. 
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OUR FRATERNAL PRESS. 

Never was there a greater need for a more extended knowledge 
of our Order than at the present time. The Odd Fellows’ Herald, a 
splendid publication and the official organ of the Grand Lodge, should 
be in the hands of every reading member of the Order. 

A professional or business man does not neglect his education, nor 
should he. It is just as essential that an Odd Fellow keep posted as 
it is for any other fellow. 

The columns of the Odd Fellows’ Herald have been given freely to 
the Grand Master this year, and for this courtesy I desire to extend 
my sincere thanks to the publishers. 

The Herald is a high-class paper and second to none in all Juris- 
dictions. It demands the attention of our entire Jurisdiction and the 
hearty support of each Odd Fellow in honor of our Orphans’ Home and 
our Old Folks’ Home. 

SPURIOUS PUBLICATIONS. 

Our jurisdiction is being flooded with circulars advertising spurious 
publications and claiming to furnish the ritual and secret work of the 
Order to Lodges at greatly reduced prices. February 1st I issued a 
letter to all Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges calling their attention 
to these fraudulent works and informing them that any member found 
guilty of having one in his or her possession would be dealt with 
severely. 

The practice seemed to abate until just recently I began to receive 
letters from Lodges stating that a Cleveland, Ohio, firm was again 
sending out their circulars. 

This is ruinous to the Order and should be stopped. I therefore 
respectfully call your attention to the following letter just received 
from the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge and ask your 
careful consideration of the same. 

Baltimore, Md., November 1, 1910. 

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN. 

Greeting: 

At the recent 1910 session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, held in 
Atlanta, Georgia, the following resolution, which does not appear on the 
Daily Journal, was introduced by Representative Busbee and referred 
to the Committee on the State of the Order, viz: 

Resolved , That the Representative of the various jurisdictions are 
requested by this Sovereign Body to request their Representative in 
Congress to support and see to the passage of H. of R. Bill No. 27221, 
relating to the printing and circulation of any publications purporting 
to expose the secret work of any fraternal order. 
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On which the following report was submitted and adopted: 

To The Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odti 
Felloics: 

Your Committee on State of the Order, to whom was referred 
Resolution submitted by Representative Busbee, referring to the pas- 
sage of House of Representatives5 bill No. 27,221, relative to the 
printing and circulating of publications purporting to expose the secret 
work of any Fraternal Order, would respectfully report that, having 
fully considered the matter, we recommend the adoption of the resolu- 
tion. 

We would also recommend that a sufficient number of copies of 
this resolution, together with copies of House of Representatives’ 
bill No. 27,221, and copies of the letter of Hon. Charles R. Thomas 
to Representative Busbee (copies of which are in the hands of Grand 
Sire) be sent by the Secretary of this Sovereign Grand Lodge to each 
Grand Master, Grand Patriarch, Grand Secretary, Grand Scribe and 
Grand Representative, with a request that they forward them to the 
members of Congress from their various jurisdictions, urging them to 
support the passage of said House of Representatives’ bill No. 27,221.

IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

June 23 (calendar day, June 24), 1910. 

Mb. Thomas, of North Carolina, introduced the following bill; which 

' was referred to the Committee on the Judiciary 

and ordered to be printed. 

A BILL 

For punishing the writing, printing, or circulating of the secret work 

of fraternal orders without express authority of such orders. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of .Representa- 

2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled , 

3 That it is hereby made a misdemeanor punishable by a fine 

4 of one thousand dollars, or imprisonment for one year, for 

5 any person, firm, or corporation, either directly or indirectly, 

6 to write, print, indite, or circulate, or procure to be written, 

7 printed, indited, or circulated, in any language, any signs, 

8 plates, rituals, or secret work, or any part thereof, of any 

9 fraternal order or fraternal society, without the expressed 
10 authority of such fraternal order or fraternal society. 
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The following is a copy of the letter of Hon Charles R. Thomas, 
M. C., to Representative Busbee: 


New Bern, N. C., August 2, 1910. 
Perrin Busbee, Esq., Raleign, N. C.: 

My Dear Sir — Your letter duly received and noted. The Bill H. R. 
27,221 was introduced by me in response to Resolutions sent me from 
the Lodge of Odd Fellows, Goldsboro, N. C. 

No action was taken by the Committee on Judiciary, to which the 
bill was properly referred, and it goes over until next session of 
Congress, which meets in December and expires March 4, 1911. I do 
not know who conceived the idea of the bill, but so far as I know I am 
the only North Carolina Congressman who introduced it on request of 
Goldsboro Lodge. I agree with you, a resolution of your Grand Lodge 
would materially aid its passage next session. After March 4, 1911, 
the bill would be dead, and require a re-introduction. I am,

ENDOWMENT FUNDS. 

In the following will be found a complete report of the Trustees 
of the Endowment Funds: 

Cambridge, Illinois, November 1, 1910. 

E. R. Sayler, Grand Master, 

Springfield, Illinois. 

The Board of Trustees of the Endowment Funds of the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Orphans’ Home and the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ Home, respect- 
fully report that during the past year we have purchased from the 
funds coming into our hands the following securities, all being first 
mortgages upon improved Illinois farms: 
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On December 18th, 1909, we purchased of the First National Bank 
of Princeton, Illinois, notes to the amount of $6,500, secured by a first 
mortgage upon real estate belonging to Jacob Dole, the maker of said 
notes, said real estate consisting of one hundred sixty (160) acres of 
first class well improved real estate in Bureau county, Illinois. Wo 
personally examined the title to this real estate as well as the mortgage 
and the property itself, and satisfied ourselves that the loan is a safe 
one. It nets the Endowment Funds five per cent per annum. Forty- 
five hundred ($4,500) dollars of this loan is taken from the Old Folks’ 
Home Endowmenrt Fund and two thousand dollars ($2,000) from the 
Orphans’ Home Endowment Fund. 

On June 8th, 1910, we purchased of the Pearsons-Taft Land Credit 
Company, Chicago, Illinois, a note of Thomas J. Edwards for three 
thousand dollars ($3,000), secured by first mortgage upon sixty-two 
(62) acres of well improved real estate in DeWitt county, Illinois, 
valued at $8,750. After duly examining the title, the property and 
the mortgage, in accordance with the rules laid down by the Grand 
Lodge, we became satisfied that this was a good and safe loan, and 
purchased the same accordingly. This loan was taken from the 
Orphans’ Home Endowment Fund and nets that fund four and one- 
half (4 y 2 ) per cent interest per annum, and will be due June first, 
1915. 

On June 17th, 1910, we purchased of the Pearsons-Taft Land Credit 
Company note of Peter H. Rohr for $1,500, secured by first mortgage 
upon eighty (80) acres of choice, tillable farm land in Iroquois county, 
Illinois, valued at $10,000. After examining the Abstract of Title to 
this real estate, and the property itself, in accordance with the rules 
governing our actions, we became satisfied that this was a good and 
safe loan. It was taken from the Old Folks’ Home Endowment Fund 
and nets that fund four and one-half per cent per annum. 

In December, 1909, a note of $3,000, secured by a mortgage in 
Hancock county, Illinois, upon the real estate of a Mr. Garner, was 
paid, and after due investigation by thorough examination of the 
abstract and the property as the rules governing our body require, 
we re-invested this sum of money through Sharp & Berry Bros., of 
Carthage, Illinois, securing from them a first mortgage upon eighty 
(80) acres of land belonging to O. H. Burr, the land being valued at 
$10,000. This note and mortgage contained repayment privileges and 
during October, 1910, Mr. Burr paid the note with interest. We there- 
upon re-invested this $3,000 in another note of that amount secured 
by a mortgage on eighty (80) acres of real estate in Hancock county 
belonging to Ezekiel Walton, the maker of said note and mortgage. 
We examined the title to this real estate in accordance with the rules 
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governing our Board and satisfied ourselves in every way that the 
loan is a safe and good one before making such investment. This loan 
nets the Old Folks’ Home Endowment Fund, from which it is drawn, 
five and one-half per cent per annum interest. 

In each of the above cases we reported these matters to you and 
at your request caused warrants to be issued on the Grand Treasurer 
for the respective sums at the times indicated, which warrants were 
taken from the Endowment Funds of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home 
and the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks' Home as hereinbefore stated, being 
drawn in proportion to the amounts in these funds respectively, from 
time to time. These warrants were forwarded to the Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees and by him delivered to the parties from whom 
said securities were purchased, whereupon the securities were delivered 
to us and by us forwarded to the Grand Treasurer for safe keeping. 

We have complied in every respect with the requirements of the 
Grand Lodge as set forth in the law creating these Trustees, and the 
subsequent enactments of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, 
and in our opinion the loans are absolutely safe and desirable invest- 
ments for these funds. During the year the annual interest on the 
several loans previously made by the Board of Trustees has been 
promptly paid as it has fallen due in each case, and the same, has 
been turned over to the Grand Treasurer.

STATE OF THE ORDER. 

In making a report upon the condition of our Order in the State, 
we should not lose sight of the fact that we should render thanks 
to an all-wise Creator for His divine influence in conducting the affairs 
throughout the jurisdiction during the past year. Much interest is 
manifest at the present time on account of the activity which has 
prevailed throughout this administration. Our Order is very harmoni- 
ous and bids fair to continue in the splendid prosperity that is with 
us at the present time. 

Illinois has the distinctive honor of having made the largest gain 
In membership of all the Grand Jurisdictions for the year closing 
April 1st, 1910. 

November 1st, 1909 our membership numbered 86,974. We have 
initiated and admitted to the Order during this administration 12,400 
candidates, and having to sustain the usual loss for droppings for 
“non-payment of dues” makes our membership November 1st, 1910, 
approximately 95,000. 
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In computing our gross gain for this year at the minimum price 
of $14.00 for each initiated member it would result in our Subordinate 
Lodges being benefited to the amount of $155,000.00. This also means 
an annual income to Subordinate Lodges of $40,000.00 computed on 
the net increase of 8,000 members this year at $5.00 per year, and 
brings to the Grand Lodge as capitation tax the sum of $8,000.00. 

The Grand Lodge receipts for 1910 have been $120,339.61. This 
is an increase in revenue over 1909 of $13,144.61.

They are Odd Fellows of character 
and ability and are deserving of much credit for their able and effic- 
ient services rendered the Grand Lodge.

Burroughs Adding Machine, which the office needed. There was 
also an increase of the use cf postage in his office during this period, 
as many of the circulars of the Grand Master have gone through his 
office. Your Committee believe, however, that our Order has been 
greatly benefited, results from the use of this liberality as the records 
show.

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , J. O. O. F .: 

Your Committee on Finance, following the regular custom, made 
our annual visit to the Orphans' Home at Lincoln, 111., on Monday, 
October 24, 1910. Brothers J. W. Birney and G. M. Carson, members 
of the Board of Directors of the Home, were present, and gave us 
all the information requested. 

We spent a portion of the day looking over the farm and build- 
ings and inspecting the stock, and we were pleased to note the good 
conditions they were in, all showing the splendid care and manage- 
ment they are receiving under the direction of our Superintendent. 
The water pipes are now being laid and we will soon be connected 
with the City of Lincoln water plant, which will afford much better 
fire protection to our buildings. There are at present one hundred 
fifty-nine children in the Home, eighty-nine boys and seventy girls. 
No sickness among any of them and all seem to be happy and con- 
tented. There is an increase of nine children over the number given 
in our report for 1909. The highest number at any one time this year 
was one hundred sixty-seven. 
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We desire to make special mention of the new Domestic Science 
building, which is now nearly completed, and a portion of which is now 
being occupied. This building, when finished, will certainly fill a 
much needed want and will greatly add to the appearance of our Home. 

The Rebekah branch of our Order is entitled to all the credit for 
this beautiful building, which is due to their faithful and untiring 
efforts. We were very much interested in the work being done by the 
boys in the Manual Training Department, also that by the girls in 
the Domestic Science, and wish to commend it to the Order. 

We desire to repeat our statement of last year concerning the 
good and efficient work of Dr. and Mrs. Lucas, as Superintendent and 
Matron, and believe they are deserving of the highest praise for the 
able manner in which they are conducting our Home for the little 
ones in their care.

To the Grand Master of the the Grand Lodge of Illinois: 

The Board of Directors of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home of 
Illinois are glad of the privilege of reporting to you and through you 
to the Grand Lodge and the ninety-three thousand brothers and 50,000 
sister Rebekahs, that the Home at Lincoln is the happiest and best 
fraternal home of which we have any knowledge. It is nicer and 
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better than ever before, made so largely by the love and generosity 
as well as duty of our brothers and sisters, by providing suitable build- 
ings and equipment. 

Every building you have erected is a good and substantial struc- 
ture. Every improvement has made the links of love stronger. The 
improvements of the year have been most noticeable in their practical 
value to the home grounds and the bettering of conditions for teaching 
the young people intrusted to our care. 

The completion of the Domestic Science building will gladden the 
heart of every child crossing its threshold, as well as lighten the 
burden of those who serve the children at the festal board. Every 
Odd Fellow and Rebekah will be made happy when they see the 
building in its completeness. 

Your attention was called to the fact that last year we could ac- 
commodate but a few more children without an additional dormitory. 
We are glad that the Grand Master in his letter to the Lodges gave 
special attention to this fact. We feel sure that you will reply to his 
request by making the provision for erecting this much needed im- 
provement at once. 

The money furnished by the Grand Encampment has been used 
in the improvement of the water system for fire protection, mains and 
hydrants being placed where they will be of the most service in case 
of an emergency. As a memorial of the gift of this money we have 
placed on the grounds a very handsome drinking fountain, combining 
the features of usefulness and an ornament to the grounds. May the 
water which flows through the fountain be as pure as the thought of 
the donors who gave the funds for its erection. 

A new hay shed has been erected for the better care of our hay 
crop. 

We are very sorry to relate that the silo erected for the storage 
of ensilage, for some cause, probably for its not being properly tied, 
fell to the ground. This caused the loss of considerable feed. How- 
ever, we have the foundation and a large number of concrete blocks 
that can be used in its reconstruction. 

Every member of the board was happy when the Grand Lodge at 
the last session provided for the purchase of eighty acres of land. 
We wish every Odd Fellow in Illinois might see the bountiful crops 
raised on this land this year. These products greatly reduce our feed 
bills for stock. The land is being improved for tiling and the sowing 
of clover and alfalfa. We will need money to provide fencing, when 
we will have one of the best farms in the state. 

Very little repairing was done the past year on the buildings, for 
want of funds. Much painting and decorating should be done at the 
earliest convenience, for the good of the buildings.

How to Gain Admittance. 

Lodges or guardians, wishing to place in the Home children who 
are eligible to its benefits, should apply to the superintendent, Dr. J. 
A. Lucas, Lincoln, Illinois, for a blank form of application, this to be 
filled and signed by the guardian and the Lodge (under seal) of 
which the father was a member at the time of his death. The appli- 
cation should be returned to the superintendent, who will present it 
to the Board of Directors for consideration at their first meeting there- 
after. 

All applications coming before the board are carefully considered 
as eligibility and individual merits demand. 

Lodges or guardians are expected to provide children with at least 
one change of clothing before sending them to the Home. 

Domestic Science Building. 

This beautiful memorial building, dedicated two years ago, will 
have final completion by the time the Grand Lodge convenes. It is far 
more complete than at first we could think. The Domestic Science 
Committee had some necessary additions made in the way of a larger 
kitchen on first floor. It will be ideal. When complete this will be 
the first Domestic Science Memorial Building in the history of the 
Order. It is a great monument to Rebekah Odd Fellowship of the 
jurisdiction of Illinois. 

On December 1, 1909, a beautiful bronze tablet was unveiled to 
the memory of Sister Lizzie L. Morrison in the children’s dining room. 
Sister Carlin, P.P., chairman of the Domestic Science Committee of 
the Assembly, had charge. Several members of the Board, the Su- 
perintendent and Matron, and Sisters Carlin, Troxell and Keiser were 
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present, besides all the large Home family. As a full report of this 
occasion will be given by the Committee, we shall not add more here. 

Three thousand dollars was appropriated by the Assembly, to 
which is to be added each year $3,000, until a sufficient sum is appro- 
priated to complete the building. The amount required' for finishing 
will be about $10,000.

The splendid appropriation by the Assembly is mentioned under 
Domestic Science Building. 

The collection of $107.26 for the children has been increased 
during the year till we are able to place to the credit of every child 
in the Home one dollar and thus carry out the suggestion made at the 
Assembly. Every child in the Home will have an interest in the bank. 


Christmas and Holidays. 

It is with profound thanksgiving that we acknowledge the gen- 
erous gifts of money and presents as your labor of love. As all the 
donations were acknowledged through the Herald, we shall save space 
and expense by not repeating here. 


Schools: Literary, Music, Domestic Science and Manual Training. 

But two graduated this year. Yet the number of small children 
in school is so large that it became necessary to add one more teacher. 
Now our school is better than ever. Each teacher is doing excellent 
work and, as each has but two grades, we shall be able to report better 
things at the close of the year. 

The same careful attention is given to both instrumental and vocal 
music as has heretofore been done. 

After three years of experience we are more than ever convinced 
that domestic science is one of the great acquisitions to the Home. 

Manual training has proved a success. We shall be able to con- 
vince the good Brothers of its meritorious worth in the near future. 
Even now, the work speaks for itself. There is no department where 
greater enthusiasm prevails than here. When the much needed equip- 
ment is completed our boys will be able to make greater progress. 

Grand Master E. R. Sayler delivered the address to the graduating 
class. It teemed with good, wholesome thought that will, in after 
years, bear rich fruitage. As the Boards were in session at this time, 
each member present spoke a word of encouragement.

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INTRODUCTORY. 


To the Grand Master and Member's of the Grand Lodge , /. 0. 0. F.: 

We find it a pleasure to conform to the requirement of reporting 
to the Grand Lodge an account of our stewardship for the year ending 
September 30th, 1910. We are glad to have had a part in the work 
of our Order during the year just closed, and have endeavored to 
perform our share of the labors as we thought would best subserve 
the interest of the Order, and maintain the high standing of the Old 
Folks’ Home. 

Each member of the board has put forth his best effort, and the 
meetings have been attended with that spirit of Odd Fellowship that 
bespeaks success for the Home. 

Under appropriate heads we give you the work of the year. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS. 

Under this broad head we wish to speak of the membership and 
the general environments of the Home. 

We have, at the close of the year, 109 old brothers and sisters. 
The average membership is an increase of 18 over last year’s report. 
We have as members one old couple that we believe have reached a 
greater age than any other couple in the State of Illinois. They are 
Brother and Sister Foss. Brother Foss is past 94 years of age, and 
Sister Foss is past 93 years. They are both splendid members of the 
Home, each of them in good health, and as they both often say, 
“always ready for their three meals a day.” Brother Foss is a Past 
Grand Patriarch and Past Grand Treasurer, and has been a man of 
large affairs in our State, but fickle fortune and old age have made 
them dependent. They express themselves as well contented, and 
Brother Foss is loud in his praise of the Home. 

Of the members in general there are six that average 90 years 
of age. There are twenty-four over 80, and fifty-one over 75, and the 
entire membership averages over 72. Many of them perform labors 
about the house, barn, garden and lawn, and contribute many kind- 
nesses to the enjoyment and necessities of each other. All in all, a 
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s pi lend id happy family, that have gained much from the teachings of 
Friendship, Love and Truth in our great benevolent Order. 

We need a room sufficiently large for the assembling of and visi- 
tation of the sisters, and also one for the brothers, and in all prob- 
ability will need some additional rooms to care for applicants in the 
not far distant future; this matter we know will be taken care of by 
the Grand Lodge as its judgment directs. The need for the two rooms 
spoken of is not so apparent in the summer months, when the old 
people can mingle in the beautiful grove and upon the verandas, as it 
is in the winter months and bad weather, when they are compelled to 
remain much of their time in their rooms by reason of there being 
no place where they can gather, and thus they lose much of that 
enjoyment which comes from friendly, social visitation. 

The buildings have been kept in good repair, and the grounds 
never appeared more beautiful and inviting. 

OUR CHAPEL. 

This building has been completed during the year and is, in its 
entirety, a donation from the Rebekahs of Illinois. It adds much to 
the beauty of the surroundings, and its interior is a gem of ' art that 
calls forth praise from all who enter its portals. It was built within 
the appropriation made by the Rebekahs, and stands as a worthy monu- 
ment to their fealty and fraternal love. 

On April 21, the corner stone was laid in acordance with the rites 
of the Order, by Grand Master E. R. Sayler, assisted by the other 
Grand Officers, after which addresses were made by the Grand Master, 
Past Grand Master Jno. W. Yantis, Grand Patriarch D. C. Stocking, 
Department Commander Gen. James H. Harris and President of the 
Assembly May E. Crowell. A large number were present and a most 
pleasant day was enjoyed. 

We are pleased to report that we received a donation of $116.00 
from German Rebekah Old Folks’ and Orphans’ Home Society of 
Chicago to pay for the pulpit, stand and chairs; a donation of $25.84 
from Alta Rebekah Lodge, No. 393, of Chicago, for one of the large 
pews, and a donation of $25.00 from Golden Link Rebekah Lodge, No. 
3, of Chicago for one large pew, for all of which we are truly thankful. 

FARM AND GARDEN. 

Our farm and garden have yielded splendid results. Our corn 
crop has never promised a more abundant yield, the pasturage has 
been fine, and our oats crop, while of small acreage (11 Vs acres), 
yielded 82 bushels per acre, which, so far as we have been able to 
learn, is the largest yield of this or adjoining counties. Our berry 
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crop was amply sufficient to supply our large family and to furnish 
considerable for the market and canning purposes. Apples and peaches 
were a failure, owing to the late freezes in the spring, but in this we 
do not differ with every other orchard in this locality. Potatoes have 
yielded well and we have stored about 325 bushels for the use of our 
members. 


STOCK. 

We have increased our herd of cows to accommodate our in- 
creased membership, and have had an abundance of good milk and 
rich cream to supply the needs of the family. This product is one of 
vital importance to the old members, and we think has much to do 
with the splendid health of the Home. Of course, this calls for more 
pasturage and decreases the acreage we have for other crops, and 
necessarily curtails the amount of cash sales from the farm. 

We hope in the next year to build a silo, which, in our opinion, 
will enable us to get even better results from the growing crops of 
the farm. In fact, we had contracted for a silo this year, but at such a 
low price that the company failed to accept the order.

GRAND SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. 0. 0. F.: 

Dear Brothers: The past year has been one of the most active 
in the history of Illinois Odd Fellowship. The statistics presented 
in this report cover the year beginning April 1st, 1909, and ending 
March 31st, 1910, but the financial statements as to receipts and dis- 
bursements by the Grand Lodge run from Nov. 1st, 1909, to Oct. 31st, 
1910. 

Following a period of depression in fraternal work by reason of 
business conditions and a radical change in the ritual, a great revival 
in Odd Fellowship is sweeping over the entire State. 

My report to the Sovereign Grand Lodge is compiled from annual 
reports received for the term ending March 31, 1910, which figures 
show a gain in Subordinate membership of 4,610, being the largest 
attained by any Grand Jurisdiction. 

This record, splendid as it is, should show much better at this 
time, as a very large number of Lodges have continued work during 
the summer months. 

Our Lodges are recognizing the importance of good degree work. 
A Lodge able to properly interpret the degrees will not only make 
lasting impressions upon candidates, but will find plenty of work to 
do. The key to enthusiasm and growth is good work, and I am con- 
vinced that no better investment could be made on the part of the 
Grand Lodge than to make a reasonable appropriation to assist Lodges 
desiring the services of a competent Staff Instructor.

Grand Secretary Attends Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Your Secretary attended the eighty-sixth annual Session of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, held 
in the city of Atlanta, Georgia, September 19-24, 1910. There were 
present Grand Secretaries and Grand Scribes from twenty-five Juris- 
dictions, which officers convened in session three times during the 
Session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. A number of papers were read 
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by Grand Secretaries, following which a general discussion was had. 
Many valuable ideas were advanced, and it would appear that these 
sessions of Grand Secretaries and Grand Scribes will be beneficial, 
not only to them in an official capacity, but to the Order at large. 


Odd Fellows’ League and Relief Board. 

Pursuant to action had by the Grand Lodge of Illinois, the Odd 
Fellows’ League and Relief Board of Chicago has made two reports 
to my office since the last Session of the Grand Lodge. These reports 
give in detail the business done by the Relief Board, including 
receipts, disbursements, relief rendered, etc. These reports are on file 
in the Grand Secretary’s office and can be seen by any one interested. 


Trustees of the Orphans’ and Old Folks’ Homes. 

All bills allowed by the two Boards of Trustees are forwarded to 
me with an attached certificate signed by the President and Secretary 
of the Board and countersigned by the Grand Master. These bills and 
vouchers are kept on file in my office for future reference, and orders 
on the Grand Treasurer are drawn for the several amounts. Upon 
these vouchers the Grand Master and myself have drawn orders on the 
Grand Treasurer for the sum of $32,441.07, to pay bills contracted by 
the Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home, and the sum of $37,478.24, to pay 
bills contracted by the Directors of the Orphans’ Home, making a total 
disbursement for these two charities of the sum of $69,919.31. 


Judiciary and appeals Committee. 

As Secretary of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee, I report that 
three sessions of this committee were held, as provided by law, on the 
third Tuesdays of November, 1909, May and August of the present 
year. At the November session one opinion was rendered and the 
By-Laws from thirty-eight Subordinate and eight Rebekah Lodges 
were acted upon. At the May session two opinions were rendered and 
the By-Laws from 111 Subordinate and twenty-four Rebekah Lodges 
were acted upon. At the August session three opinions were rendered 
and the By-Laws from thirty-two Subordinate and six Rebekah Lodges 
were acted upon — making a total of seven opinions rendered and 219 
Codes of By-Laws acted upon. 
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Salary. 

The salary of this office is $2,000.00, together with an allowance 
of $1,500.00 foT a stenographer, a bookkeeper and extra help. 

The business of the Grand Secretary’s office requires the services 
of myself, a competent bookkeeper and a stenographer, regularly, and 
additional help during the winter months. The allowance for office 
help was disbursed as follows:

Mabel Gillespie, stenographer 520.00 

N. C. Nason, Editor G.L. Journal 200.00 

Extra help during G.L. Session 15.00 


My bookkeeper has served the Grand Lodge faithfully and with 
ability for the past eight years, and in my judgment is well worth 
$75.00 per month to the Grand Lodge. In view of the ever increasing 
duties and responsibilities devolving upon the Grand Lodge book- 
keeper, I would recommend that the sum of $135.00 be appropriated 
by the Grand Lodge to be paid to my bookkeeper, thus making the 
salary for the past year $75.00 per month.

We therefore remand the case to Military Tract Lodge No. 145, 
with directions that it file in the office of the Grand Secretary a com- 
plete transcript of the proceedings of the Lodge relative to the claim of 
Brother Clingan, together with the testimony of the witnesses thereiu, 
by the August Session, to which time the case stands continued.

STATEMENT. 

In this case the following charges and specifications were pre- 
sented against the defendant: 
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Charge 1. “We charge Bro. R. C. Cox of this Lodge with conduct 
unbecoming an Odd Fellow.’' 

Specification: “Replevying about 900 bushels of wheat from 

Farmers’ Elevator Company of Athens, Illinois, selling same and 
keeping the money.” 

Charge 2. “We also charge Bro. R. C. Cox with violation of his 
obligations as an Odd Fellow.” 

Specification 1. “Fraudulent statement to a Brother Odd Fellow, 
thereby getting the said Brother Odd Fellow’s signature to a bond that 
resulted in a loss of $300 to said Brother Odd Fellow.” 

Specification 2. “That Bro. R. C. Cox has been guilty of remarks 
to others that showed his utter lack of brotherly love in relating with 
apparent pleasure the fact that he was the cause of said loss.” 

Summons was duly issued and together with a copy of the charges 
and specifications served upon defendant. 

Defendant appeared and in due form objected to the sufficiency of 
the charge and specifications. The objections were overruled and a 
plea of not guilty was then entered. 

A Commissioner was appointed, duly obligated and the evidence 
taken. A change of venue was asked and the case referred to Sangamon 
Lodge No. 6 for trial. Trial was had and accused acquitted for want 
of the necessary two-thirds vote. The entire record was then certified 
to America Lodge No. 920. To reverse the finding of Sangamon 
Lodge No. 6 and the judgment rendered thereon by America Lodge 
No. 920 this appeal was taken by three members. 


OPINION. 

The charges should state the offenses in general terms and the 
specifications give details, showing where, when and in what way the 
offenses were committed. It is not necessary to give the evidence, but 
a sufficient number of the facts should be stated to fully inform the 
accused of the particular transactions concerning which he is to be 
tried. (Merrills’ Code, 1906, Sec. 1565.) “Charges must not be 
vague, but must be certain and definite.” (Merrills’ Code, 1906, Sec. 
1566.) 

In our judgment the charges and specifications in this case are too 
vague, indefinite and uncertain to warrant placing the accused on trial 
thereunder, and for that reason the objections should have been sus- 
tained. It is therefore unnecessary to consider the numerous other 
questions presented on the record. Had the accused been adjudged 
guilty and the case brought before us by appeal of the accused, the 
apreal would have had to be sustained on account of the insufficiency 
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of the charges and specifications. For the reasons stated, we have 
not considered the merits of the case. 

The appeal is therefore not sustained, and is ordered dismissed.

This case was before the committee at its November Session, 1909, 
and in an opinion written by Brother Duncan McDougal (who was 
not able to be present at the present session of the Committee), the 
material facts disclosed by the record are fully set out, wherein the 
case was remanded to Mt. Pulaski Lodge with directions to complete 
the record in accordance with said opinion; see Journal of Grand 
Lodge, 1909, at pages 221 and 222. 

The record having been so completed and filed with Grand Secre- 
tary Sikes in apt time, the case was continued at the May Session 
and is now properly before us for our determination. Bro. E. B. 
Mitchell, representing Mt. Pulaski Lodge, and Brother S. B. Fryer, for 
himself, each appeared before the Committee and submitted their 
respective arguments. 

In view of the fact that Brother Fryer, in his discussion of the case, 
substantially admits the charge against him, we refrain from elaborat- 
ing on the testimony taken and the documentary evidence offered in 
the case. 

Brother Fryer’s demeanor and personal appearance impresses one 
with the thought that his conduct on this occasion was not prompted 
with a bad heart. In his discussion of the case he manifested a sincere 
feeling of regret at his hasty and imprudent conduct, and we infer that 
he had been a worthy member of the Order in all respects prior to 
this unfortunate occurrence. 

He has been for several years, was at the time of the occurrence 
and is now the chief of police of his home city, Mt. Pulaski. His 
—17 
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statement of the case embodied certain recriminations, but conceding 
the acts, complained of by him, to have been conducive in provoking 
him to a sudden passion, yet they were not such as to justify his 
conduct. 

The decorum and conduct of the members of our Order, especially 
in the Lodge room, whether in or out of session, must be enforced. 

From a careful reading of all of the evidence, we are satisfied that 
Brother Fryer is guilty of the charge and specification of drawing a 
pistol, as charged, and should have been so found by the Lodge and 
a proper penalty inflicted upon him, and for this purpose the appeal 
is sustained and the action of Kenney Lodge No. 557, I. O. O. F. set 
aside and the case remanded with directions to find the defendant 
guilty of drawing a pistol on Brother Andy Rodgers, and to impose 
upon him a proper penalty.

This is an appeal by the Lodge from the decision of its deputy, find- 
ing that Brother Clingan is entitled to sick benefits from January 
12th to March 22nd, 1909. The case was before the Committee at 
its May Session, 1909, and remanded back to the Lodge with direc- 
tions to appoint a Commissioner to take testimony and to furnish 
this Committee with a complete transcript of the proceedings and 
evidence in the case. The transcript is yet lacking in some respects, 
but rather than delay the case further on account of minor techni- 
calities, we consider the case as it is presented to us. 

Brother Clingan was reported sick to his Lodge by the Visiting 
Committee on January 12th, 1909. On January 19th, 1909 the Visiting 
Committee reported him off of the sick list. On March 23rd Brother 
Clingan in open Lodge presented his claim for sick benefits from 
January 12th to March 23rd, 1909, accompanied with a certificate of 
Dr. Joseph H. Davis. 

The claim was referred to the Visiting Committee, who reported 
adversely to the Lodge on March 30th, which report was concurred in 
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by the Lodge, whereupon Brother Clingan gave notice of appeal to the 
deputy, who held that Brother Clingan was entitled to sick benefits 
from January 12th to March 22nd, 1909, less what had been paid him 
between these dates. From which decision the Lodge through its 
Visiting Committee appealed to Grand Master Groves and the case 
was referred by him to this Committee. 

The certificate of the doctor, which was offered and admitted in 
evidence, shows that he continuously treated Brother Clingan from 
January 12th to March 22nd, 1909, for an injury to his left wrist due 
from being crushed in a wind mill, and that between the above dates 
he was unable to perform any kind of manual labor. 

In addition to claimant, ten witnesses were examined pro and con. 

In our judgment the weight of the testimony shows that Brother 
Clingan when well was in the habit of performing manual labor every 
day and that during the period from January 12th to March 22nd, 
1909, although able to oversee his work to some extent, he was not 
able to do his chores and part of the time had to have assistance in 
changing his clothes and in cutting his food at the table. He was 
therefore in such a condition of health “as to incapacitate him from 
following any employment as independent.” 

The record also fails to show that Brother Clingan received any 
notice that he was to be dropped from the sick list, or that the Lodge 
made any investigation of his case prior to his being declared off of 
the sick list, to which he was entitled in order that he might have 
an opportunity to defend his claim. (See Merrills’ Code. 1906. Sec. 
2143.) 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal be dismissed and that Military 
Tract Lodge No. 145, I. O. O. F. pay to Brother George B. Clingan the 
amount of his sick benefit from January 12th to March 22nd, 1909, 
deducting whatever amount he may have been paid on account of 
same.

This is an appeal by three members of the Lodge, charging a 
failure to affix a punishment where the defendant had pleaded guilty. 

The charges were of a grave character. It was alleged that the 

defendant wrote an obscene and indecent letter to a Mrs. , 

and also charging him with making indecent proposals to her. The 
charges were not strictly in the form prescribed in the law, but 
they were so specific as to dates and subject matter as to advise the de- 
fendant to what he must answer. No objection was made to the form 
of the charges or to the service. 

On September 10, 1910, the defendant was expelled for contempt 
by order of the Noble Grand. The matter was referred to Grand 
Master E. R. Sayler and he held that the expulsion by the Noble Grand 
was illegal. The power to expel does not lie with the Noble Grand, but 
with the Lodge. After the decision of the Grand Master, the case again 
came before the Lodge. The defendant then, by his attorney, entered 
a plea of guilty. The ballot required by the law on the several degrees 
of punishment was taken and the Lodge refused to fix any punishment. 
A motion was made that the ballot to suspend be reconsidered, but this 
was declared out of order by the Noble Grand. This left the defendant 
found guilty on his own confession and yet the Lodge declined to fix 
any punishment. 

The offense charged is a serious one. To allow it to go entirely 
unpunished in some measure is to condone an offense that is recog- 
nized as bringing a reproach to Odd Fellowship. 

Your committee recommends that the appeal be sustained and that 
the case be remanded with instruction to the Lodge to fix a punish- 
ment adequate to the offense committed.

Opinion By Brother Owen Scott, of No. 1SG. 


On July IS, 1910, J. C. Richards applied for membership in America 
Lodge, No. 920, by initiation. The petition was referred to a com- 
mittee of three members, by whom a favorable report was made at the 
meeting held July 25, 1910. In addition to the favorable report of the 
committee, five letters were read commending the petitioner and cer- 
tifying to his good character and fitness for membership. 

The ballot was spread and declared unfavorable. The record shows 
that “on motion of Bro. J. P. Eadie, ballot was again spread on ac- 
count of a probable error, and J. C. Richards again rejected.” Grand 
Master Sayler was present and spoke upon the use and abuse of the 
ballot. The record further shows that “After the departure of the 
Grand Master, P.G. J. J. Vance made a short talk, and moved a sus- 
pension of the rules governing present case, and that a new ballot be 
spread for applicant J. C. Richards. Motion seconded and carried. 
Ballot spread and Mr. Richards again rejected.” On motion, the fee 
of $5.00 was ordered to be refunded. 

One week later, August 1, two brothers arose and announced that 
they “feared that, on account of having been used to balloting where 
square cubes were used fer black balls, an unintentional error might 
have been made on their part and black ballots cast when they intended 
voting white.” A motion was made and carried that the ballot be re- 
opened and another vote taken. This was done, and J. C. Richards 
was declared elected. 

On request of five brothers, a special meeting was called for August 
5 by the Noble Grand to confer degrees on J. C. Richards. At this 
meeting all the degrees were conferred. For advancement after the 
initiatory the Lodge Deputy issued a dispensation for each degree. 
From this action three members appealed to the Lodge Deputy, alleging 
that allowing The ballot to be taken on August 1 was irregular and 
illegal. They also insisted that Mr. Richards, having been declared 
rejected on July 25, could not again be balloted for until the ex- 
piration of six months. On September 5 the Lodge Deputy filed a de- 
cision holding that the action of the Lodge was regular and in accord- 
ance with the law. From his decision Brothers R. C. Cox, William 
Larkin and Isaac Wooddell have taken this appeal.

Your committee holds that the action of the Lodge was irregular, 
and that the Deputy should have so decided. The method of reopening 
the ballot after a candidate has been declared rejected is clearly set 
forth in Sec. 3046, p. 120, of the Code of 1906. The language of the 
law is, “When the result is once declared the ballot may not be again 
held unless error or fraud is charged on the ballot.” In such case 
“the ballot may be declared void and a new ballot ordered by vote of 
the Lodge, if no member entitled to vote has left the room since the 
first ballot was taken. Otherwise, the ballot being declared void, the 
proposition shall be recommitted to an investigating committee and 
await their report at a subsequent meeting.” 

The only other way to get a new ballot after a candidate has been 
declared rejected is for all who cast black balls to make a motion 
voluntarily for reconsideration. The vote to reconsider “shall be taken 
by ball ballots, and if the balls cast shall be in favor of it the recon- 
sideration shall be had.” Then it must lie over until the succeeding 
meeting, when, if on ball ballot the vote is unanimous, the candidate 
is elected.” 

Your committee is unable to see how the Noble Grand, and more 
especially the Lodge Deputy, could have permited such open and 
flagrant violation of the law. A sacred ballot is the foundation upon 
which Odd Fellowship stands. Every brother has a right to cast his 
vote for or against a candidate without question or criticism. In this 
case it appears that there was a well-defined plan to have this applicant 
declared elected, regardless of the ballot. The unseemly haste in call- 
ing a special meeting and, with a wiling Deputy working his dispen- 
sation machine overtime, he was ground out within four days after he 
was declared elected. Both Noble Grand and the Deputy are to be 
severely censured for permitting such gross violation of the law and 
destruction of the rights of members. The Deputy is appointed by the 
Grand Master as his personal representative for the sepecial purpose 
of seeing that the Lodge obeys the law. In this case he appears to 
have been an ardent partisan in helping to railroad a rejected candidate 
through. 

Under Section 1047 of the Code, unless the candidate was guilty 
of misrepresentation his membership can not be disturbed. “If guilty 
of fraud he may be tried therefor and expelled.” In this case the fault 
appears to have been with the Lodge in its zeal to get another member. 
However, if it should appear that the candidate was in any way culp- 
able, he should be dealt with therefor. Your committee feels that de- 
cisive steps should be taken to protect members in their right to cast 
a black ball and have it counted. They should not be molested or called 
in question for guarding the portals of our great brotherhood. Other- 
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wise, bad men may gain admission to the great detriment of our pros- 
perity, harmony and growth. 

We recommend that the appeal be sustained.

Opinion by Brother W. E. P. Anderson, of No. 107. 

This is an appeal by Bro. Cox from the action of America Lodge 
in refusing to allow a bill presented by him to the Lodge on June 20th, 
1910, for $80.30, $30.30 of which being for stenographer’s services paid 
out by him and $50.00 his attorney fee in the case of America Lodge 

vs. R. C. Cox, found on pages 241 and 242 of the Grand Officers’ Re- 

ports of 1910. The bill was referred by the Lodge to the Finance Com- 
mittee, who made their report, recommending that the Lodge refuse to 
pay said bill, assigning several reasons for such recommendation, 
among them referring to a part of Section 1627 of our Code, holding 
that “A Lodge is under no obligation to pay the expenses of a defend- 
ant in taking testimony in a trial.” The report of the Committee 
was adopted by the Lodge. 

There is no law, either civil, or in our Code, except where a pro- 
vision is made by the statute of the State, which allows the taxing of 
an attorney fee in favor of the successful party in a suit. 

From a careful examination of the record, eliminating the af- 
fidavit filed after the appeal in this case, and after listening to and 
considering the arguments of counsel pro and con, we are of the opin- 
ion that the Lodge held properly in refusing to allow this bill, and so 
find. 

It is therefore ordered that said appeal be and is hereby dismissed.

Opinion by Brother Henry A. Stone, of No. 122. 

This is an appeal from the decision of the Commissioner of this 
Lodge in allowing $60.00 funeral expenses for Brother William H. 
Jordan, deceased, a member of said Lodge. The grounds for appeal 
being that, on account of the Lodge being refused to take charge of 
the funeral, although requested to furnish a speaker and six honorary 
pall-bearers, that the Lodge is not liable for the funeral expenses. 
The Commissioner duly appointed, after due investigation, ruled that 
the Lodge was not refused cooperation and was therefore liable for 
the expenses provided in the By-Laws. Section 4 of Article II of the 
By-Laws of this Lodge reads as follows: 

“There shall be allowed for funeral expenses a sum not to exceed 
$60.00; provided , however , that in case the family or friends refuse to 
allow the Lodge to conduct the funeral services, the Lodge shall not 
be held liable for the funeral expenses.” 

This last proviso is clearly unconstitutional. Section 10 of Article 
X of the Constitution provides (See Code of 1906, Section 2190), as 
follows: 

“In case of death of a beneficiary member of this Lodge there shall 
be allowed not less than $20.00 as a funeral benefit to the beneficiary 
or beneficiaries entitled thereto, and such further sum as may be 
actually incurred under the laws of the Order for funeral expenses, 
not less than $60.00, unless shared by another society. Liabilities for 
funeral expenses shall be limited tp $60.00, unless the Lodge by By-Law 
assumes liability for a greater amount; provided , however, that the 
Lodge may with written consent of the funeral beneficiaries expend the 
funeral benefits toward the funeral expenses.”

GRAND LODGE CONSTITUTION. 

The following proposed amendment to the Constitution of the 
Grand Lodge was presented, to be entered on the Journal for considera- 
tion at the next annual session: 

Original. 

Art. VI, Sec. 10. “The Committee on Mileage and Per Diem shall 
report the number of miles necessarily traveled by the shortest traveled 
route by each Grand Officer and Representative and member of the 
various Grand Lodge Committees, the number of days’ attendance of 
same, and the amount due to each. The committee shall make its 
estimate by allowing five cents mileage one way, and two dollars per 
diem.” 


Proposed Amendment. 

Art. VI, Sec. 10. “The Committee on Mileage and Per Diem shall 
report the number of miles necessarily traveled by the shortest traveled 
route, by each Grand Officer, Past Grand Master while in attendance 
at the sessions of the Grand Lodge. Representative, and member of 
the various Grand Lodge committees, the number of days’ attendance 
of same, and the amount due to each. The committee shall make its 
estimate by allowing five cents mileage one way, and two dollars per 
diem.”

inclusive.

Encampments, making a total of 210 representatives. 

Representatives from Illinois were all present at all the sessions. 

The Grand Sire announced the following appointments:

Mary* 
laud. 
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In the appointments to places on committees Illinois representa- 
tives were given the following: F. D. P. Snelling, Patriarchs Militant;

The Illinois delegation drew desirable seats and were most pleas- 
antly located. The sessions were held in the Capitol of the State of 
Georgia in the hall of the House of Representatives.

Considering the fact that financial depression still exists to some 
extent, the foregoing numerical and financial statement is very flatter- 
ing and is an evidence of the high standing our Order has reached 
among the people of every land in which it has been successfully in- 
troduced.” 


USE OF BOOKS PROHIBITED. 

The first proclamation sent out contained the following: 

“Now, therefore, by authority in me vested, and as directed by the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, through the adoption of Report 67, at the 
last session thereof, I, W. L. Kuykendall, Grand Sire of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, hereby notify and warn all officers and members 
that it is unlawful to own or possess and use any book, booklet, or 
written or printed work purporting to be the written or unwritten 
work of the Order, or both combined, and that every member possessing 
or using any such work is subject to the penalty of expulsion as pro- 
vided in Section 1962 of Busbee’s Digest. Grand Masters, Grand 
Patriarchs, and Presidents of Rebekah Assemblies are hereby requested 
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and required to promulgate the above within their jurisdictions and 
notify the Subordinate bodies under their jurisdictions respectively to 
enforce the law by requiring all members in possession of such work 
to deliver the same to the subordinate body of which they are members, 
to be destroyed thereby; the fact of such destruction to be certified 
to the proper Grand Secretary or Grand Scribe, and to direct said 
subordinate bodies to strictly enforce the law against every member 
who shall hereafter purchase or possess any kind or character of such 
prohibited work.” 


OTHER PROCLAMATIONS. 

The next was a proclamation warning all members of any of the 
branches of the Order against membership in any subsidiary order 
under penalty of expulsion. The orders named are “The Ladies 
Militant,” “The Oriental Order of Humility and Perfection,” “The 
Imperial Order of Muscovites” and “The Improved Order of Muscov- 
ites.” 

The next was for the observance of the 91st Anniversary of the 
founding of the Order, April 26, 1910. 

Then, came the Memorial proclamation for June 14, 1910. This 
gave a list of the distinguished members of the Order in the various 
Grand Lodges of the world. Among these is the following: 

“Illinois, Oct. 22, 1909, Alfred Orendorff, Past Grand Representa- 
tive, age 64 years.” 


REBEKAH ANNIVERSARY. 

The last proclamation issued is as follows: 

“Whereas, The Rebekah Degree was established on the twentieth 
day of September, 1851, and The Sovereign Grand Lodge has provided 
that it be celebrated annually by proper ceremonies; 

Now, therefore, I. W. L. Kuykendall, Grand Sire, by virtue of said 
authority, hereby recommend all Rebekah Assemblies and Rebekah 
Lodges to set apart the twentieth day of September, 1910, for its due 
observance as the Fifty-ninth (59th) Anniversary of said degree. And 
to that end to dedicate the occasion to appropriate exercises and thanks- 
giving to Almighty God for His manifold blessings to the members of 
the Rebekah Degree, individually and collectively.” 

DECISIONS. 

The Grand Sire made but twenty-one decisions, a much smaller 
number than usual. He explains this by saying that he held them 
down to the rule requiring “a clear statement of facts upon w r hich a 
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definite affirmative or negative conclusion could be reached” and also 
because most questions have already been decided. 

Decision 1. Statement . — Bro. T. W. Granbery, a member of Long 
Pine Lodge, No. 114, of Nebraska, with dues paid to April 1, 1907, made 
application on January 10, 1907, to become a member of Ross Lodge, 
No. 96, of Midvale, Idaho. On January 17 he was elected to become a 
member of Ross Lodge, No. 96, upon deposit of a card. Application 
was made at once for a card, which was granted and issued on February 
18 by Long Pine Lodge. On February 8, the brother was taken sick and 
died on March 29, without having signed the constitution and by-laws 
of Ross Lodge. 

Question . — Is Long Pine Lodge, No. 114, of Nebraska, liable for sick 
benefits and expenses of last sickness of the deceased brother? 

Answer . — If the card mentioned in the statement was a legally 
issued withdrawal card, Long Pine Lodge, No. 114, was liable for 
benefits from the day the brother became sick until the date of the 
issuance of the card and no longer. If the card mentioned in the 
statement was a legally issued transfer certificate, Long Pine Lodge 
was liable for benefits from February 8, 1907, until the date of the 
transfer certificate and one month thereafter, it appearing from the 
statement that the brother never became a member of Ross Lodge 
by signing the constitution thereof. 

The foregoing answer is the decision of the Judiciary Committee. 

Dec. 2. — This is a very lengthly and complicated case and per- 
tains to the changing of the Patriarchs Militant Code. It is of little 
interest outside of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Those whb are con- 
cerned in this case can consult the Journal of the S. G. L. when it is 
issued. 

Dec. 3. Statement . — A brother suspended for non-payment of dues 
at the end of the five years asked for a Dismissal Certificate, which 
was granted. Later he wanted to get back into the Order, the Lodge 
granting his certificate being his nearest Lodge. 

Question . — Can he apply thereto and be elected to membership 
therein on paying the fee fixed by our Grand Lodge? 

Answer . — He can be elected. See Dec. No. 30, J. 1909, p. 304-5. 

Dec. 4. Statement . — The constitution for Subordinate Lodges in 
this jurisdiction, Section 73, provides that there shall be two regular 
funds of the Lodge, to be known respectively as the widows’ and 
orphans’ fund and the general fund. Section 76 provides that at least 
one-fifth of the dues of the members be placed to the credit of the 
widows’ and orphans’ fund. 

Question 1 . — Can the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan, which does 
not maintain a home for widows and orphans or aged or indigent Odd 
Fellows, repeal these provisions of the constitution and thus abolish 
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the necessity for creating a special fund for the support of widows and 
orphans? 

Answer . — Yes. In my opinion it can repeal so much of Sections 73, 
76, 77, and others of Subordinate Lodge constitution as relate to con- 
tinuing the widows’ and orphans’ fund and the collection of dues, 
fines and other moneys therefor, provided such repeal is adopted in 
accordance with Section 144 of said constitution. 

Question 2 . — If the widows’ and orphans’ fund can be dispensed 
with by law, what becomes of such fund already accumulated by 
Subordinate Lodges? 

Ansiver . — All accumulated widows’ and orphans’ funds in posses- 
sion of Lodges at time of repeal of present law are and will be trust 
funds and must be held separate from any other fund and used solely 
for the objects for which same was accumulated. See Sections 535 to 
540, both inclusive, Busbee’s Digest. 

Dec. 5. Question . — The Noble Grand elect, being sick on the night 
of installation and unable to appear, does the retiring Noble Grand 
hold over or the newly installed Vice Grand take charge of the Lodge 
after installation? 

Answer . — It is my opinion that where a Noble Grand elect is sick 
and fails to appear for installation at the time fixed for that ceremony 
and is excused by the Lodge, or no election is then held to fill the 
office, the Vice Grand then installed takes charge of the Lodge and will 
be the acting Noble Grand thereof until the Noble Grand elect appears 
and is installed, or a vacancy in said office is legally declared and the 
member elected to fill the same is installed. 

Dec. 6. Statement . — October 9, 1909, a brother belonging to a 
Lodge in Iowa petitioned a Lodge in this (Oklahoma) jurisdiction for 
membership under Transfer of Membership Law, and was elected. 
Application was regularly made to his Lodge in Iowa for Transfer Certi- 
ficate, which was granted and issued November 2, 1909, and forwarded 
to the Secretary of the Oklahoma Lodge, who notified the brother it 
had been received and for him to appear at the next meeting and sign 
the constitution as required by law. He did not appear at said meet- 
ing, but sent word he would be present and sign the constitution at the 
next meeting, which was on November 20, 1909. At this meeting he 
was sick, and next day had the doctor with him, who on November 
25 secured the keys to the Lodge room and without any authority 
from the Lodge carried the roll book and constitution to the sick 
brother’s room, where he signed the same. Signing was dated back to 
the 20th to correspond with the date of meeting. The brother’s Official 
Certificate was dated October 19, 1909, and shows his dues paid up to 
January 1, 1910. Our Grand Lodge Constitution provides that member- 
ship in the Lodge dates from the signing of the constitution. 
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Question. — Is the brother a member of the Lodge in this jurisdic- 
tion or is he a member of the Lodge in Iowa? 

Answer. — He is a member of the Lodge in Iowa, for the reason 
that he was taken sick within four weeks from date pf Transfer 
Certificate and before consummating his transfer of membership, and 
said Certificate should have been canceled under the law. See Decision 
9, pages 428, 429, Journal of 1908, and laws cited therein which are 
germane thereto. 

Dec. 7. Statement. — A brother of a Subordinate Lodge is a State 
charge hopelessly insane in the insane asylum. The members of his 
Lodge know of nothing that can be done for his relief; the brother has 
a wife and child, who need the benefits that are accruing in the 
brother’s favor to help support them. The brother has a guardian, but 
the Lodge, not having full confidence in him, does not want to pay the 
money into his hands. 

Question. — Would it be lawful for the Lodge to appoint a commit- 
tee to expend the brother’s benefits as they accrue for the support or 
relief of his wife and child? 

Answer. — Yes, for in my opinion said benefits are due and payable 
by the Lodge to him or his immediate family, which in this case is 
the wife and child. See approved Decision 30, Journal 1897, page 15,- 
168. Also see opinion and finding of committee in report on Daniels’ 
case, Journal of 1886, page 10,394; and the opinion and finding of the 
committee in Report 6, Journal of 1902, page 873. 

Dec. 8. Question. — Must we ballot by ball ballot upon application 
for the First, Second and Third Degrees? 

Answer. — Yes, by ball ballot separately for each degree unless you 
have a local law providing for one ballot for all the degrees. 

Dec. 9. Statement. — The question as to the right of a half-sister 
of a member of the Order to petition a Rebekah Lodge for membership 
has been submitted to me. I find nothing in our law covering the issue. 
I am submitting this question to you for decision. 

Question. — Is she eligible for membership in a Rebekah Lodge? 

Answer. — A half-sister of a member of the Order in good standing 
is eligible for membership in a Rebekah Lodge if otherwise and in all 
respects legally qualified. 

Dec. 10. Statement. — A native-born Hindu, who is now a natural- 
ized citizen of the United States, living in the Jurisdiction of Illinois, 
desires to become an Odd Fellow. 

Question. — Would it be right to admit him? 

Answer. — In my opinion he is not eligible for membership under 
the provisions of Section 2, Article XVI, of the Constitution of The 
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Sovereign Grand Lodge, unless he can clearly establish the fact that 
he is of the pure, white, Caucasion race, and a believer in One Ever- 
Living Supreme Ruler of the Universe, as provided in said section. 
His being a naturalized citizen has no bearing if he is not otherwise 
legally qualified. 

Dec. 11. statement . — On page 376, Journal 1909, Document 72, the 
law relating to blind applying for membership in the Order was 
amended to read as follows: “Neither the totally deaf, dumb, or blind 
can be initiated into the Order, providing that the same shall not apply 
to the blind daughter, wife, or mother of an Odd Fellow.” 

Queston .— Can a blind sister, admitted under the present con- 
struction of the law, serve as Vice Grand or Noble Grand of a Rebekah 
Lodge? 

Answer . — She cannot, as she cannot comply with certain provisions 
of the Rebekah Ritual in either position. 

Dec. 12. Question . — Is it lawful for a Rebekah Assembly to pro- 
cure and give the retiring President any jewel (as official) other than 
the one adopted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge in 1908? 

Answer . — In my opinion it is not lawful to present a retiring 
President of a Rebekah Assembly with any jewel as official, except the 
one adopted in 1908 for Past President, and I so decide. 

Dec. 13. Question 1 . — Can a brother who is in possession of the 
annual traveling pass-word visit a Degree Lodge in another jurisdic- 
tion? 

Answer. — Yes, if qualified to visit a Subordinate Lodge. 

Question 2 . — Is admission to a Degree Lodge confined exclusively 
to brothers residing within the State Jurisdiction in which such Degree 
Lodge is located? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec. 14.- — It is decided that a Financial Secretary who is paid 
a commission of five per cent on all moneys collected by him is en- 
titled to his commission where a brother pays one year’s dues to be 
reinstated within five years. 

Dec. 15. — Relates to paraphernalia to be used in the competitive 
work of Rebekahs at Atlanta, and is therefore of no interest now. 

Dec. 16. Statement . — A brother, in order to help his Lodge, raised 
funds for the purpose of building a hall, contracts and buys with his 
own funds three-link pins. He places them on the market in his own 
jurisdiction and gives the profits therefrom as a donation to his Lodge. 
He fails to sell all the pins, and in order to dispose of them in a larger 
field he sends out circular letters to Lodges of other jurisdictions offer- 
ing them for sale at a given price, said price being low for the quality 
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of pin offered, and therefore gives full value and does not ask for dona- 
tion. In order to show that he is not a fraud, but is acting in good 
faith, he prints his circular letter under the style and title of his own 
Lodge, but does not use the seal of his Lodge. 

Question. — Has this brother not the right to offer his pins and cards 
for sale the same as any jewelry or regalia house in any one of the 
Grand Jurisdictions, and would the mere statement that whatever profits 
he might derive from the sale he will give of his own free will to a 
worthy brother in distress as an act of charity and with no effort what- 
ever to intend it as an appeal be such a violation of the laws of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge as to bring it within the meaning of Secs. 1908 
and 1909 of Busbee’s Digest? 

Answer. — He has not. 

Question. — If you hold that it is a violation of the sections named, 
then could not this brother by eliminating from his circular letter the 
name and style of his Lodge and the statement that he will give the 
profits to a worthy charitable cause proceed to offer his goods for sale 
anyhow without violating any law? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec. 17. — The question here did not pertain to the facts, and no 
decision could be given. 

Dec. 18. Statement. — A circular letter from Tofield, Canada, has 
been circulated in many Lodges, requesting contributions from indi- 
vidual members and Lodges to aid in paying off a church debt in that 
place, and other schemes of similar character in aid of other churches 
have been placed in circulation by letters to Lodges, appealing for 
financial aid to assist in the payment of indebtedness created in the 
erection of church buildings. 

Question. — Is it not contrary to the laws of our Order to lend 
indorsement to a money-raising enterprise of this nature, even though 
it be for so good a purpose as building a church? 

Answer. — It is contrary to our laws and, having no relation to our 
Order, in my opinion it should not be permitted. See Secs. 528, 1908 
to 1912, both inclusive, Busbee’s Digest. 

Question. — Is it good policy to read unofficial communications be- 
fore a Lodge and take collections for purposes outside the Order? 

Answer. — No, and in my opinion should not be permitted. See 
above references and other laws. 

Dec. 19. Statement. — A chevalier, having been regularly dropped 
for non-payment of dues, makes application for reinstatement. 

Question. — Shall a majority vote determine the result, or shall a 
three-fourths vote of the members present be necessary to reinstate? 

Answer. — Grand Sire reverses the decision of General Raney and 
holds that a three-fourths vote is necessary to reinstate.

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The Grand Sire presented a supplemental report, in which two 
additional decisions were reported, as follows: 

Dec. 20. Statement . — Our Jurisdiction requires a capitation tax to 
the Grand Encampment from Subordinates of 50 cents per capita, pay- 
able in January. Therefore, if an Encampment be instituted the latter 
half of the last term of 1909 or the first half of the first term of 1910, 
what amount of capitation tax, if any, is due the Grand Encampment 
at the completion of the first full term, which would be July 1, 1910? 

Answer. — Twenty-five cents, or half the per capita tax, would be 
due in either case for the term ending July 1, 1910, unless local law pro- 
vides for reduction of tax for time between January 1st and instituting 
of Subordinate Encampment, or that no part of said tax shall be due 
until January 1, 1911. 

Statement . — We have two or three Encampments instituted in 
October and November of last year, prior to our Grand Encampment 
meeting in November, and these Encampments will, of course, expect 
to be represented in the Grand Encampment next November and have 
their Representatives receive mileage and per diem. 

Question . — If no capitation tax is due from these Encampments 
until January 1, 1911, would such Representatives be entitled to their 
mileage and per diem? 

Answer . — In deciding this question I am left to infer that local 
law provides that all taxes and dues must be paid by an Encampment 
prior to the annual session of the Grand Encampment, to entitle its 
Representatives to mileage and per diem. If such be the case, then 
said Representatives would not be entitled thereto, it being in my 
opinion a question settled or to be settled by local legislation. 

Dec. 21. Statement . — At a regular meeting of Mount Sinai Lodge, 
No. 22, held on Thursday evening, April 28, 1910, Bro. Harry H. Far- 
num, a first degree member of Beacon Lodge. No. 15. I. O. O. F., of 
Washington, D. C., made application to Mount Sinai Lodge, No. 22, for 
membership under the transfer law. Committee was appointed at our 
regular meeting held on Thursday evening. May 5, 1910. The commit- 
tee of investigation reported favorably. Bro. Harry H. Farnum was 
balloted for and declared elected to become a member of Mount Sinai 
Lodge, No. 22. Beacon Lodge. No. 15. of Washington, D. C., was notified 
of Bro. Farnum’s election in Mount Sinai Lodge and requested to for- 
ward transfer certificate, which it refused to do on the plea that Bro. 
Farnum was not a scarlet member. 

Question . — Who is in error. Mount Sinai Lodge, No. 22, in electing 
Bro. Farnum to membership, or Beacon Lodge, No. 15, in refusing to 
grant Transfer Certificate? 

Answer . — Beacon Lodge. No. 15, is in error, and in my opinion 
should have granted the Transfer Certificate, under ritualistic and 
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other laws, and especially unler the latest Transfer Law, which appears 
in approved decision No. 9, page 428, R. J. 1908. 

TRANSFER OF JURISDICTION. 

The Grand Sire recommended that the two Lodges located in 
Newfoundland be attached to the Grand Lodge of the Maritime Prov- 
inces. Also, that Lodges in Mexico be placed under the Jurisdiction 
of Texas. 

ENCAMPMENT IN NETHERLANDS. 

The authority having been granted, the Grand Sire on May 11. 
1910, authorized the organization of an Encampment in the Nether- 
lands. This marks the beginning of the Patriarchal branch of the 
Order in this European country. 

CAN NOT GET INTO AUSTRIA. 

The Grand Sire says that: “In accordance with and in obedience to 
the resolutions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, to be found on page 
241, Journal of 1909, and realizing from experience the futility of 
attempting the introduction of our Order into that country without the 
consent of the government thereof, I addressed a letter under date of 
December SO, last, to Hon. Philander Knox, our Secretary of State, 
requesting him to bring the subject matter of said resolution — a copy 
of which I inclosed to him — to the attention of the Emperor or proper 
officials of Austria, through our Ambassador to that country, or other- 
wise, as in his wisdom might be best calculated to secure the coveted 
permission or governmental authority for the introduction of our 
Order into that country. In answer to this letter, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of State replied, under date of January 21, last, refusing to inter- 
cede or take any action for securing the end sought through said reso- 
lution, for the reason that our diplomatic representatives abroad are 
“limited to such matters as involve their protection of American citizens 
and interests and the maintenance and performance of the interna- 
tional relations and duties of this government.” 

REBEKAH BRANCH OF THE ORDER. 

Under the head of condition of the Order herein, it will be noticed 
that the net increase in the number of sisters during the past year to 
December 31, last, has increased our Sisterhood to 418,335, which is 
certainly a very creditable showing, and clearly demonstrates what can 
be accomplished where enthusiasm and pride in the work and teachings 
of our Order are the rule and not the exception.” 
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The Grand Sire reports that the gain in the Encampment branch 
for the year was but 1,308. He thinks that there is some weakness 
somewhere and urges the brothers to diligence in building up Patri- 
archal Odd Fellowship. 

He reports an increase of 2,215 in the Patriarchs Militant, being 
greater than in any former year. He urges that there should be some 
readjustment in the Patriarchal and Militant branches of the Order. 


HOMES OF THE ORDER. 

Having visited several of our Homes, as reported elsewhere in this 
report, I am more than ever confirmed in the belief that for results 
nothing has ever been accomplished by our Grand Jurisdictions begin- 
ning to compare with the erection and maintenance of our Homes, 
which stand forth as landmarks of the great, magnificent work already 
accomplished for the helpless and distressed and as reminders that 
every Jurisdiction will in due time be prepared to respond in like 
manner. I do not believe any member of the Order, whose heart is in 
the work, who visits one of our Homes — as all should do where oppor- 
tunity occurs — can come away without feeling better for the visit and 
that his contributions, great or small, have been extended in aid of a 
grand and noble cause. 


INDEPENDENT GRAND LODGES. 

Following precedents established by my predecessors, I have endea- 
vored to keep in touch with said Grand Lodges through correspondence 
with the officers thereof. On February 17, last, I addressed a letter to 
each of the Grand Sires of said Grand Lodges, requesting a report 
from each. At the time of drafting this report Bro. W. Laurentz. 
Grand Sire of Sweden, is the only one w T ho has responded with a report 
addressed to me. This shows progress. The report gives the following 
interesting information: 

"Our terms for Subordinates are yearly from April 1. According 
to the statistics sent by the Grand Secretary to Bro. Goodwin, we had 
on April 1, this year, 43 Lodges, with 4,943 members, and three Encamp- 
ments, with 1,177 members. The net increase in Lodge membership 
for the year is 322. The capital has increased $35,000 and is now 
about $375,000; besides, special funds are collected by voluntary con- 
tributions for benevolent purposes and amount now to about $75,000. 

“As you will find, all is going on well here and peace and harmony 
prevail everywhere.” 
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DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND SIRES. 

On February 4, last, I wrote to each of the fourteen District Deputy 
Grand Sires, requesting a report from each. The following have 
responded: 

Bro. A. E. May, of Alberta, writes, under date of June 10, last, that 
there has been an increase of twelve Subordinate Lodges, three Rebekah 
Lodges and one Encampment in that Jurisdiction since the session of 
Grand Lodge in August, 1909. He also reports the mustering in of 
the first Canton in that province and says the intention is to institute 
a Grand Encampment and Rebekah Assembly in the near future. 

Bro. C. H. H. Hall, of Japan, reports conditions about the same as 
last year in his Jurisdiction; says Far East Lodge, the only one in 
that country, is about holding its own, whilst performing its duty 
faithfully as one of the links in the great chain of Odd Fellowship. 

Bro. H. B. Rose, D.D.G.S. for Keewatin and the Northwest Terri- 
tory, says that said Territory comprises that portion of the Dominion 
of Canada lying north of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. He 
predicts that many new Lodges will be instituted in said Territory in 
the near future. 

Bro. J. C. Phillips, of Newfoundland, reports the institution of 
Exploits Lodge, No. 2, September 3, 1909. He also reports the resus- 
citation of Olive Branch Rebekah Lodge, No. 1, with forty members. 
He believes if the island is attached to the Jurisdiction of Maritime 
Provinces, it will greatly benefit our Order, and I am very sure the 
Order and members on the island will profit immensely if transfer of 
jurisdiction is ordered at this session. 

Bro. George N. Hurd, of the Philippines, says gains can only be 
hoped for in that country from the American population. He warns 
against great anxiety and hurry to spread the Order in the island, 
giving good, sound reasons in support of his warning. Because of the 
large field in Manila, difficulties generally prevailing, he says, constant 
and encouraging progress can be made, but does not believe there is 
much probability of new Lodges for some time to come. He reports 
that Memorial Day was fittingly observed, the exercises concluding with 
the unveiling of an artistic and durable monument in the center of a 
plot of ground in Del Norte Cemetery as the last resting place of Odd 
Fellows. I regret very much to report here his notice that he will be 
unable to serve as District Deputy Grand Sire after this Session of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. He recommends Bro. Charles E. Helvie 
as his successor. 

Bro. L. Rankin, of Saskatchewan, reported the close of the third 
Session of the Grand Lodge of this thriving young Jurisdiction and 
the most prosperous year in its history. He says the Grand Lodge was 
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organized in May, 1907, with thirty Subordinate Lodges and about 1,400 
members, now having sixty-eight Lodges and 3,800 members, nineteen 
Lodges having been instituted during the past year. He also reports 
five Rebekah Lodges, with 1,200 members. This is certainly a phenom- 
enal showing, as he says it is mainly owing to the great influx of 
Americans into that province, many of whom were Odd Fellows on this 
side of the line. He also reports the Home Fund still growing, and 
closes by saying that Odd Fellowship has the respect and esteem of all 
classes throughout the province. 

Bro. D. C. Robertson, of Yukon Territory, reports Dawson 
Lodge, No. 1, Klondike Encampment, No. 1, and Yukon Rebekah Lodge, 
No. 1, all prosperous and in fine condition, increasing rapidly in mem- 
bership and doing a noble -work in the far North. 

GRAND SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

The following are extracts from the report of John B. Goodwin, 
Grand Secretary. He says that: 

“Prevailing financial conditions of the country have been much the 
same during the period covered by the present report as for the pre- 
ceding one for 1908. The recovery from the financial depression has 
been slow and, as correspondence shows, has been distinctly felt in 
some Jurisdictions up to and including the past year. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact, the progress made has been gratifying, especially in the 
Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges, and a splendid net gain in member- 
ship in both branches has been made, though not quite so large as for 
1908. There is strong assurance of greater prosperity to the Order in 
1910. The net increase in Subordinate Lodge membership in 1909 is 
41,608, making the total present membership in this branch of the 
Order 1,534,086. The net increase in Rebekah membership is 7,247 
brothers, 22,437 sisters, making the total present Rebekah membership 
633,615. The progress in the Encampment membership has not been 
In proportion to that in the other branches, the net increase for the 
year in this being only 1,308. The correspondence already referred 
to gives some of the difficulties and conditions encountered in Encamp- 
ment work, which have prevented greater success, and will also show 
that conditions are now improving. .The total net gains for all 
branches in 1909 aggregate 72,600, to which should be added that for 
the Patriarchs Militant of 2,215, making this total 74,815. The Subor- 
dinate Lodge membership of 1,534,086, together with the membership 
of 418,335 sisters only, of the Rebekah branch, make the total member- 
ship of the Order at the end of 1909 1,952,421, and only 47,579 less than 
2,000,000 members. In this total, brothers of the Rebekah branch and 
of the Encampment and Patriarchs Militant branches are not included, 
as they are represented in the Subordinate Lodge membership. 
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The expenditure for relief in 1909 was $5,356,925.89, being a decrease 
compared with the preceding year of $143,899.71. The total receipts of 
Subordinates in 1909 aggregated $16,827,728.66, being an increase of 
$456,791.23 over the preceding year. The invested funds of Grand and 
Subordinate Bodies of the Order at the end of 1909 amounted to $53,- 
156,910.14, showing an increase in one year only of $3,565,561.90. The 
total relief expenditure of the Order since 1830 has been $130,987,340.67. 

Grand Representatives. 

From the Representatives’ certificates received it is shown that the 
number of Representatives to the present Session will be 210, one of 
these being from the Grand Lodge of Australasia in the person of 
Bro. J. C. Smith, Grand Secretary of that Grand Body, for whom a 
certificate has been received. The coming of this distinguished brother 
will be gratifying to the membership of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
and to the entire Order. The Grand Lodge of Australasia has under its 
Jurisdiction the seven Grand Lodges of New South Wales, New Zea- 
land, South Australia, Tasmania, Victoria, Western Australia, and 
Queensland, with a combined Subordinate Lodge membership of 37,182 
and 4,847 Sisters of Rebekah, or a total membership of 42,029, and also 
has two Grand Encampments, one in New South Wales and one in 
South Australia. 


HOMES OF THE ORDER.

British Columbia. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand for 
the purpose, $10,490.60. 

Colorado. — Has $48,754.93 invested, bearing interest, which is a 
fund for the purpose of building a Home. 

District of Columbia. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand 
for the purpose, $5,000.00. 

• Manitoba. — Cash in Home Fund, $15,325.52. 

Mississippi. — Accumulating fund for building and equipping a 
Home and fund for endowing and maintaining Home; endowment 
fund, $13,000.00, safely invested; building fund, $1,100.00. 

Nevada. — Rebekahs raising a Home Fund, and have $4,250.00 on 
hand invested for that purpose. 

North Dakota.- — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand and 
invested, bearing interest, $24,000.00. 

^Saskatchewan. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand, $900.00. 

South Dakota. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand for 
that purpose, $30,648.00. 

Switzerland. — Has a fund of $5,673.57.

Every Odd Fellow will be proud to know one fact, which stands out 
prominently. Illinois made a gain of membership of 4,610 during the 
year ending January 1, 1910. This is the largest increase of any 
Grand Lodge in the world.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

The following correspondence is a valuable contribution to the 
Order, showing the work and existing conditions in the various Jurisdic- 
tions, and in all branches, and gives much aid in considering the statis- 
tical tables compiled from the annual reports. It not only shows the 
spirit and condition of the Order, but also gives much information ac- 
counting for the condition reported and valuable suggestions bearing 
thereon. It also shows, as the reports indicate, that recovery from the 
financial depression has been slow and is not yet altogether complete 
but improving, and affords gratifying assurance that growth and good 
work will continue. 


GRAND LODGES. 

Alabama. — H. C- Pollard, Grand Secretary, writes: “I take pleasure 
in reporting that the Order in this Jurisdiction is enjoying a steady 
growth. Our last statistical report to the Grand Lodge showed that we 
had overcome the loss of the year previous, and made a slight gain in 
membership. We all feel elated over the fact that we have passed over 
the ‘stringent’ period, and are now on rising ground. We believe there 
is an era of prosperity before us, and with renewed zeal and efforts our 
Order is going to be placed in the front ranks. The Odd Fellows’ Home 
was dedicated to the cause of Odd Fellowship on May 9. The ceremony 
conducted by the Grand Master was in keeping with the Form Book of 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge, and was a revelation to many Odd Fellows 
who had never witnessed the ceremony before. Interest in Odd Fellow- 
ship is increasing and the Order is fast becoming one of the strong fac- 
tors in our beloved State.” 

Alberta. — O. E. Tisdale, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is with a great 
deal of pleasure and satisfaction, that I am able to report that this Juris- 
diction has made a very material increase during the year. Since our 
Grand Lodge meeting in August, last, we have instituted 12 subordinate 
lodges and 3 Rebekah lodges, making a total of 60 and 11 lodges, re- 
spectively. It is also a source of satisfaction to know that for the most 
part our lodges are doing good work.” 

Arkansas. — John P. Paul, Grand Secretary, writes: “Our net increase 
during the year has not been as large proportionately as in previous, 
years on the account of the alarming decrease caused by suspensions for 
non-payment of dues; but from the present prospects I am quite satis- 
fied that we will make up the deficiency this year for our next report.” 

British Columbia. — Fred Davey, Grand Secretary, writes: “The gain 
in membership is not as large as we would have liked, and which we 
were expecting, but our prospects for the future were never more en- 
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couraging for all branches of our Order than they are at present, and I 
am very sanguine that our reports for the current year will show a more 
marked improvement than those for 1909.” 

California. — H. D. Richardson, Grand Secretary, writes: “On June 
1, 1910, the Odd Fellows of San Francisco, with the office of the Grand 
Secretary, moved back to the historical corner of Seventh and Market 
Streets, into the magnificent building re-erected by the Odd Fellows of 
this great western city, washed by the waters of the Pacific. The in- 
crease in membership in California during the past year has not been 
so great as in some previous years that have gone into history, yet the 
good that has been accomplished has been equally as great as in for- 
mer years. Three thousand and twenty-nine members have been ad- 
mitted to the subordinate lodges, and 2700 members have been erased 
from the rolls from one cause and another, leaving a net increase for 
the year of 303 members, and a total membership, December 31, 1909, 
of 43,154 members in good standing. Seven new subordinate and eight 
new Rebekah lodges have been instituted, making a total number of 
subordinate lodges, April 30, 1910, of 401, and 317 Rebekah lodges on 
May 4, 1910. Thirty-six brothers and sisters were admitted to the Odd 
Fellows’ Home at Thermalito during the year, and 25 of the good old 
people were called away by death. The average age of those who 
have died was 79*4 years, while the oldest resident at the Home has 
reached the age of 95 years, and he thinks he is still as sprightly as at 
the age of 25 years. The year to come indicates that Odd Fellowship 
in California will show a greater increase as times appear to be more 
prosperous and men are seeking an institution that appeals to them of 
untold worth and value, and in Odd Fellowship they think, and we 
know, they will find all the requirements they wish to possess.’’ 

Colorado. — O. E. Jackson, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Jurisdic- 
tion of Colorado is prosperous and in a healthy condition. True, the 
reports show but a slight increase in the number of members, but 
this is due to the fact that last year was one in which the lodges 
cleared out the dead material which will accumulate in spite of all one 
can do. This is particularly true in the newer States, where the popu- 
lation is in a state of fluctuation, coming and going. Our new Grand 
Master has been particularly active since his term began in 1909, and 
six new lodges have already been instituted, with a prospect of as 
many more during this year. At our last session, in October, 1909, the 
Trustees of the Grand Lodge were instructed to receive bids for a site 
for the Odd Fellows’ Home, and make report at the next session. We 
now have over $50,000 in the Home Fund, and can therefore promise 
that it will not be long before Colorado has an Odd Fellows’ Home, the 
site for which will certainly be located at our next session.” 
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Connecticut. — Wm. S. Hutchison, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is 
with pleasure that I submit the report of Connecticut for 1909. It has 
been one of the most prosperous years in the history of the Order in 
this Jurisdiction, having added one new subordinate lodge. The 93 
lodges reported a membership, December 31, 1909, of 20,399, with assets 
of $780,980.21, a net increase in membership for the year of 600, with 
an increase in assets over last report of $133,361.13. This large in- 
crease over last report is accounted for by including as assets items 
which properly can be classed as assets, but which have not appeared 
in previous reports; the actual gain for the year is $23,125.57. Judging 
from the reports coming from all over the State, the outlook for 1910 
is very promising, and I would not be surprised if the gain for that 
year would be larger than reported in 1909.” 

Delaware. — Isaac W. Hallam, Grand Secretary, writes: “With 
much pleasure I forward my report for the year ending December 31, 
1909. The details of the completed work in this Jurisdiction confirm the 
indication of a year ago. Conservative efforts have been crowned with 
ample success, our numerical force having been increased by an addi- 
tion of 80 to the membership, and in other items considered in connec- 
tion with prosperity and progress we have good cause to feel highly 
elated.” 

District of Columbia. — W. E. Clapp, Grand Secretary, writes: “Dur- 
ing the past year the Order in this Jurisdiction has been quite active, 
and the indications are, that when the year closes December 31 next, 
there will be shown an increase instead of a decrease of membership in 
all branches of the Order in the District of Columbia. Under the 
guidance and example of our present Grand Master, Daniel A. Dugan, 
there has been shown a marked unanimity in degree work and fellow- 
ship, as all but 3 of our 17 subordinate and all of the 5 Rebekah lodges 
have reported an increase in membership. I am glad to report fewer 
suspensions during the past 12 months than for several years past, and 
unless the lodges find it necessary in the last 6 months of this year to 
lop off dead branches from their membership roll, I can see no reason 
why this jurisdiction should not, for the year 1910, show a numerical 
increase in excess of any shown for several past years. Financially, 
this Jurisdiction shows a steady increase, notwithstanding the fact that 
we have had much sickness and many deaths to contend with. The 
Rebekah branch of the Order in this Jurisdiction is steadily increasing, 
both numerically and financially, and with one exception there is 
marked unanimity in all of the lodges.” 

Florida. — A. M. Cushman, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is a source of 
regret that we are not able to report a nice gain for the past year, but 
conditions have been such that it was impossible, but we have started off 
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in good shape this year and hope to reach the 5000 mark, or near it, by 
another year. The worst we have to contend with is suspensions for 
non-payment of dues and have not as yet solved the problem of how to 
eliminate or reduce it. It is a great problem and should have careful 
consideration.” 

Georgia — T. H. Robertson, Grand Secretary, writes: “Measured 
by the net increase in membership, the past year is not quite up with 
last year, but conditions throughout the State are very encouraging 
Our growth indicates a healthy condition throughout the Fraternal 
Body, and the spirit of peace, harmony and good fellowship that pre- 
vails promises continued growth and prosperity. The officers’ advance 
reports to the Grand Lodge (session May 26, 1910), show 491 Lodges 
with a membership of more than 36,000.” 

Idaho. — Geo. H. Handy, Grand Secretary, writes: “Although our 
report for the year ending December 31, 1909, shows a comparatively 
small net gain of membership, splendid work was done, however, the 
accessions being above the average. The enormous loss on account of 
suspensions for non-payment of dues nearly offsets our gains. The sub- 
ordinate lodge finances are in a highly satisfactory condition, and they 
are ready to meet all pecuniary demands for aid. Grand Master Phelps 
is making a vigorous campaign for the upbuilding of the Order in this 
Jurisdiction, so we look for splendid results at the end of the present 
year. The inclosed annual report of the Rebekah Degree speaks well 
for that branch of the Order in Idaho.” 

Illinois. — John H. Sikes, Grand Secretary, writes: “Odd Fellow- 
ship in the Jurisdiction of Illinois has never been in a more prosperous 
and healthy condition than at the present time, due largely to the fact 
that our Grand Master has put extraordinary effort and ability into 
the work of his office. Business depression, together with the new 
Ritual, had stopped the growth of the Order and we needed just such 
an administration as our present Grand Master is giving. He con- 
ceived the idea of holding a large number of ‘Booster’ meetings through- 
out the Jurisdiction, taking into consideration railroad facilities, etc. 
During the months of January and February of the present year 20 
immense rallies were held in different sections of Illinois, at which 
meetings Schools of Instruction were held in both the secret and ritu- 
alistic work. A special session of the Grand Lodge was held at each 
place for the purpose of conferring the Grand Lodge Degree on quali- 
fied Past Grands. The degrees were exemplified by competent staffs. 
The rally concluded with an open meeting in the evening for the public. 
At these meetings 50,000 pamphlets on Odd Fellowship, together with 
several thousand pictures of our Orphans’ and Old Folks’ Homes were 
distributed. Free copies of our Fraternal Publication were also dis- 
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tributed. These meetings were largely educational. Splendid ad- 
dresses were made by prominent members of the Order throughout the 
day. The following record will, in a measure, show what was accom- 
plished in these meetings. The Schools of Instruction in the secret work 
were attended by 4,060 members. The number of Subordinate Lodges 
represented at these meetings was 976, some Lodges being represented 
at more than one meeting. The number examined for Official Instruc- 
tors was 145. The number qualified as Official Examiners and Instruc- 
tors was 84. The number of Past Grands receiving the Grand Lodge 
Degree was 1,651. The number of brothers witnessing the Staff work 
was 8,400. The number of persons attending the open meetings for 
the public was 15,075. These meetings have created a degree of enthusi- 
asm never before known in this Jurisdiction and it will now be com- 
paratively easy to continue the work, which is well in hand. The 
net gain in this jurisdiction during the present year was 4610, our 
membership being at this time 90,476. Not only has the enthusiasm 
become general with our Subordinate Lodges, but the influence of these 
‘Booster’ meetings is being felt by Encampments as well as the Re- 
bekah branch of the Order, the total result being that all branches of 
Odd Fellowship are at this time in a most flourishing condition in the 
Jurisdiction of Illinois.” 

Indiana. — W. H. Leedy, Grand Secretary, writes: “I am pleased to 
report to you the continued prosperous conditions in Indiana. It is 
probable that at the end of the present term our membership will 
reach, and probably exceed, the 80,000 mark. There is a great deal of 
activity among the Lodges, which promises to give us excellent results. 
There have been more or less complaints about the new Rituals, so 
many Lodges not having been able to muster their forces and give the 
work thereunder, but I suspect if the truth were known these Lodges 
have never been very active, and while this has been their excuse for 
inactivity it is possibly not justifiable.” 

Indian Territory. — C. M. Chauncey, Grand Secretary, writes: “Our 
report for the year 1909 shows a' slight falling off in membership, 
which we think has been caused by more reasons than one, when we 
take into consideration that the majority of our membership is made 
up from the agricultural and industrial classes, and the further fact 
that this being a new country and the population being more or less 
continually on the move, the scenes and conditions change from year 
to year. The number of initiations for the past year were up to the 
average, as well as the institution of new Lodges. An examination of 
our bordering jurisdictions indicates that we are not alone in loss of 
membership. We are now organizing for an active campaign the com- 
ing year. It is the desire of the Grand Officers to re-organize the dead 
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Lodges and revive the weak ones, and make the coming year one of 
great achievements for the Order, and at the same time to bring about 
a more active appreciation of the high ideals of Odd Fellowship.” 

Kansas. — Will J. Russell, Grand Secretary, writes: “You will 
notice that my prophecy of a year ago has come true in that we show a 
good gain in membership over the previous year, and while it is not 
large it demonstrates that Odd Fellowship in the Sunflower State is 
progressing and endeavoring to do its share in building up our Order. 
I am sorry to have to report so many being dropped for non-payment of 
dues, but it seems that this is an evil which cannot be avoided. The 
last term of the year was a record breaker for Kansas, for I believe 
the number suspended was the largest in years; it seemed to me that 
our Lodges were cleaning house and riddiug themselves of all delin- 
quent members. Our Lodges so far this term report great gains to their 
ranks, and the outlook for 1910 looks very encouraging. At the last 
session of the Grand Lodge and Rebekah Assembly a joint deed for the 
I. O. 0. F. Home was executed and a new board of trustees elected. 
They have already commenced improvements which will make our 
Home equal to any. All branches of the Order are working in harmony 
and are unitedly engaged in the practical teaching of Odd Fellowship.” 

Kentucky. — R. G. Elliott, Grand Secretary, writes: “You will 
notice we have just completed a very large addition to our Home, which 
will be open for the reception of wards about July 1. I regret exceed- 
ingly to send you this report for it shows only an increase of 129 for 
the 12 months. This is the smallest number we have shown for a 
number of years. The suspensions for non-payment of dues are some- 
thing beyond anything we have ever had, and I am afraid we have not 
reached the end of that loss by any means. I am thoroughly convinced 
that the larger per cent who are suspended for non-payment of dues 
is not because of the lack of funds, but they use that means to leave 
the Order as the cheapest way out. I have been convinced for a num- 
ber of years that if The Sovereign Grand Lodge would make a part of 
the obligation that every member desiring to leave the Order would 
pay all legal charges against them, many would not be dropped and 
others would pay up and take a Card, because you could then appeal 
to their honor in having obligated themselves. We are very much in 
hopes that we will be able to begin an onward move again as we are 
making a great effort this term.” 

Louisiana. — M. M. Dickinson, Grand Secretary, writes: “When the 
last year dawned upon us we were not as hopeful and buoyant as we 
had been in previous years, neither quite so despondent; as the year 
rolled on and as our reports came in, we were a little fearful that our 
reports might have shown a shortage in membership. But, to my 
—20 
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surprise, after the compilation of our reports, we find that our mem- 
bership has an increase of 119 which is better than some other juris- 
dictions show, and we also had the good fortune to report that we have 
instituted 7 new Subordinate Lodges and 2 Rebekah Lodges during our 
last term. The Home to which the fraternity of our State is looking 
and pointing with pride has been opened and has at the present time 
4 occupants. We have not dedicated it, but it is hoped to be dedi- 
cated at the next session of our Grand Lodge in March. The Widows’ 
and Orphans’ General Relief Association of this State continue^ to 
do great good, and in the last year it expended $900.00, which was 
divided between the different widows and orphans throughout this 
State, and will continue to do its good work. It is an entirely separate 
organization from the Grand Lodge, the Subordinates, and the Home, 
doing its own work in the most efficient manner which it sees fit. We 
have been a little optimistic in regard to the future. Whether our 
optimism will be as great and we are as successful as the present now 
foretells, remains yet to be seen, but Odd Fellowship still continues to 
roll on and will ever roll on so long as this universe is extant. So far 
since the session of our Grand Lodge, which was the 10th day of March, 
we have instituted 6 new Subordinate Lodges and 2 Rebekahs, which 
certainly augurs well for the Order in our State, and we are hoping 
and expecting that there will be 4 more added to our roster, thus mak- 
ing 10 instituted this year, before our next session in March.” 

Maine. — Russell G. Dyer, Grand Secretary, writes: “You will no- 
tice that we have made a gain of only 81 in the Subordinate branch 
when the usual yearly gain has been over 600. I cannot explain why 
we make such a poor showing and will offer no apologies. I simply 
cannot account for it. Our admissions have been less and the losses 
greater than usual. This is especially true in regard to suspensions 
for non-payment of dues and of deaths. The latter is unavoidable 
while the former is deplorable. When a Lodge suspends a large number 
for non-payment of dues it is time to elect a new Financial Secretary. 
We paid out last year for relief over $SS,000, a larger sum than was 
ever paid in a single year since the Order’s existence in this State, 
which shows that we are obeying the commands of our Order. While 
the expenses were greater than ever before the receipts were corre- 
spondingly large. Notwithstanding the great outlay of over $181,000 
we have increased our assets over $10,000. Since January we have 
instituted one Subordinate Lodge and with the decks of the old ones 
cleared for action we ought to make a better showing next year. The 
Rebekah Lodges made a gratifying increase last year and are gaining 
rapidly on the Subordinate branch. The total membership is now 
21,383 to the Subordinates 24,923 — more than five-sixths as many. At 
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the same rate of increase it will be but a few years when the Rebekahs 
will equal if not surpass the Subordinates.” 

Manitoba. — B. D. Deering, Grand Secretary, writes: “In the Subor- 
dinate branch we made a gain of 700 and in the Rebekah branch 879. 
This year is going to surpass last year. Already 5 Rebekah Lodges 
have been instituted with a membership of about 500. One Subordinate 
Lodge was instituted on March 23, and April 26 will see the second. Wo 
hope to institute at least 10 Subordinate Lodges and 15 Rebekah Lodges 
this year, and make our membership reach the 8000 mark in the Subor- 
dinate branch and 3000 in the Rebekah. We are paying particular 
attention to our Home Fund, which now amounts to $15,325.52, which 
will be considerably increased by the Home Fund Day donations. We 
are going to ask the Sovereign Grand Lodge to hold their 1912 session 
in Winnipeg, which we hope will be answered in the affirmative, as it 
will be the means of stimulating us to greater exertions in the cause 
of the upbuilding and uplifting of humanity.” 

Maritime Provinces. — J. J. McKinnon, Grand Secretary, writes: “I 
am pleased to be able to report that while the year has not been as 
successful as the previous one, still we have made good progress. We 
have added 2 Subordinate and 4 Rebekah Lodges and increased our 
Subordinate membership by 327 and our Rebekah membership by 484. 
Our Lodges, with perhaps two exceptions, are all working well, and 
reports from different parts of the Jurisdiction tell of renewed activity, 
and are very encouraging, and I think we can confidently look forward 
to a larger increase next year.” 

Maryland. — William A. Jones, Grand Secretary, writes: “Maryland 
Odd Fellowship is still growing in influence and numbers. The report 
shows a healthy increase in the Subordinate and Rebekah work during 
the year 1909. Commencing with 1910, a Rebekah Assembly was insti- 
tuted, which gives to Maryland everything that Odd Fellowship affords, 
except a Home for aged Odd Fellows, their wives, and orphans of Odd 
Fellows. We hope that the near future will add this necessity to our 
work. It is a pleasure to see the work advancing as it does in the 
Mother Jurisdiction. Our aim is to make Odd Fellowship the leading 
Fraternal Organization in Maryland, by obtaining the co-operation of 
the best men in the various communities.” 

Massachusetts. — George H. Fuller, Grand Secretary pro tern ., writes: 
“I inclose herewith the annual report of the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, which shows the work accomplished by the Subordinate Lodges 
in this Jurisdiction for the year ending December 31, 1909. We report 
242 Subordinate Lodges, with a membership of 58,755 contributing 
members and 199 non-contributing members. The net gain in contrib- 
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uting membership for the year was 561. We do not report a very large 
number of Lodges in comparison with other Jurisdictions. Our State 
is geographically small and our field is therefore somewhat limited, but 
we have a splendid working organization, and a very much larger 
average membership than is the case with many other Jurisdictions. 
By a singular coincidence the number of our Lodges is 242 and the 
average membership in each of the Lodges is 242. Our largest Lodges 
are located in the city of Springfield, Hampden No. 27 having 962 mem- 
bers and De Soto No. 155 with 907 names upon the roll. While the 
number of suspensions for the non-payment of dues appears to be large, 
namely, G81, it is but iy s per cent of the total membership, and repre- 
sents merely a healthy weeding out of disinterested persons. Our 
Lodges have invested funds amounting to $2,351,165.59, which pro-rated 
would represent $40.00 for each and every member in the Jurisdiction. 
The Lodge having the largest invested fund is Bethesda No. 30, South 
Boston, which reports assets of $81,963.21, or $198.00 for each of its 414 
members. The smallest Lodge in the Jurisdiction, and also the wealth- 
iest per capita, is Suffolk No. 8, Boston, with 35 members and invested 
funds of $13,230.95, or $378.00 per member. There is a splendid interest 
manifested in the Lodges throughout the Jurisdiction. The degree work 
is well rendered and the business of the Lodges is conducted creditably 
and always in a dignified manner. We are just starting upon yearly 
terms in our Subordinate Lodges, and we believe the system will be 
eminently successful. So far we have heard no remonstrance and the 
officers who have been installed for 12 months express a willingness to 
serve throughout the year. We believe the yearly term will result in a 
better selection of officers and, in consequence thereof, a more capable 
and efficient rendition of the duties and work incumbent upon them.” 

Michigan. — H. N. Wilder, Grand Secretary, writes: “While our 
report does not show the gain we had hoped, we are still trying with 
might and main to stop the drain of the non-payment of dues route, 
and when that time arrives then will Odd Fellowship soon double in 
membership, the same as it does from year to year in good deeds. We 
here in Michigan are working earnestly to make all Priests and Levites 
Samaritans, and we are using the open door plan (which has accom- 
plished so much) as the means to that end. While we have made this 
last year a net gain of only 2,049, which should have been 4,421, had 
all been retained that have taken our obligation, and started right, but 
who for some reason have fallen by the wayside, which I so much 
regret, we will never forsake the efforts now being put forth in the 
endeavor to stop this leak. It seems the obligations taken have rested 
very lightly on so many. I feel that with our united efforts this loss 
will soon begin to lessen, and the Order to multiply as it should, and 
that when we celebrate our One Hundredth Anniversary, we can boast

of a membership of 4,000,000 in place of the 2,000,000 of to-day, which 
places Odd Fellowship way beyond all fraternities and adds greatly 
to the millions that we are spending for the relief of distress.” 

Minnesota. — A. L. Bolton, Grand Secretary, writes: “As I reported 
one year ago, many of our Lodges, especially those with small member- 
ship, doubting their abilities, were backward in taking up the study 
of the Ritual, consequently very little work was done during the last 
half of the preceding year, except in the larger Lodges of the cities. 
But during this past winter the medium and smaller Lodges have made 
commendable progress, and decided improvement is shown in degree 
work. (As a suggestion, I believe that if the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
would provide a short form of the First, Second and Third Degrees 
for Lodges with small membership and smaller attendance, it would 
stimulate degree work — for members of these Lodges tell me they can 
not get enough brothers to properly confer those degrees, even by 
‘doubling up’ on the officers.) But I notice improvement in degree 
work in these same Lodges, and, as the present report shows an increase 
of 101 over the net increase of 1908, I confidently look for still better 
results for the present year. A peculiar phase of the report is that 
while receipts of Lodges decreased to some extent, the total assets were 
increased nearly $50,000.00. I believe this to be due to the fact that 
105 of our 259 Lodges meet in their own buildings, and fully ‘one-half 
their revenues are derived from rents and kindred sources. ‘A Home 
of our own’ should be the motto of every Lodge. With assets of $60.94* 
per member, with our Home in systematic running order, and our 
Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges showing renewed activity in the 
work, the indications are that this will be the best of any year in the 
last decade.” 

Mississippi. — W. S. P. Doty, Grand Secretary, writes: “The sta- 
tistics for this year, as compared with last year, show an increase in 
membership. Last year a loss of 140 members was reported. This year 
we have a net gain of 40, which is ISO members better than the year 
before. This report shows 6 new Lodges instituted and 3 revived. It 
also shows a loss of 10 Lodges, which have become defunct and their 
membership necessarily charged off. While the net gain is small, it is 
nevertheless significant in the face of the charging off of 10 Lodges as 
defunct. It is this annual charging off of dead and dormant Lodges 
which pulls our total gains down and prevents the showing of hand- 
some net results. There were 929 additions to the membership during 
the past year, but this substantial growth was largely offset by the loss 
of 8S9 members. In 1908 we showed a growth of 925 members, which 
was more than offset by a loss of 1065 members. The facts are that 
during the past 5 years or so we have made more than 5,000 Odd 
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Fellows, but our losses have been nearly as heavy. If our losses for 
those years could have been reduced to the minimum, our membership 
to-day would be in the neighborhood of 10,000 members. From this it 
is readily seen that our machinery or system for making Odd Fellows 
works as successfully as anywhere else, and that the defects in our 
system lie in those causes which produce or result in such fearful losses 
from dropping for non-payment of dues.” 

Missouri. — J. W. Wilkerson, Grand Secretary, writes: “We have 
taken no backward step in the past year, but rather in our onward 
march we have fortified our position to such an extent that our out- 
look is about as flattering as it can be. We have a Grand Lodge In- 
structor in the field now, and largely through his efforts conditions are 
being simplified and the brethren greatly encouraged. We have just 
installed ex-Governor A. M. Dockery as Grand Master. He is one of 
the strongest men in this nation, and is disposed and also in a position 
to devote his entire time and talents to the Order. Therefore, we 
expect this, in many respects, to be the very best year in the history 
of Missouri Odd Fellowship.” 

Montana. — R. W. Kemp, Grand Secretary, writes: “The past year 
has been very encouraging for the cause of Odd Fellowship in our 
Jurisdiction, and the result indicates a decided increase in the interest 
shown. We feel that the increase of 353 members and 5 new Lodges in 
our small Jurisdiction is a fairly good exhibit of the interest being 
taken, and in view of the fact that we have 8 applications from new 
towns for charters for Lodges, we feel justified in predicting that the 
present year will be a banner year with us, and that before our Grand 
Master, Bro. John F. Davies, surrenders his office to his successor we 
will have a membership of G,000 and 100 Lodges. Our Lodges are all 
live ones, and there is every prospect that instead of some of them 
having to give up the fight, they will increase their membership mate- 
rially. Regarding our Home, the first building is practically com- 
pleted, and we will dedicate it at our Grand Lodge meeting next Octo- 
ber, the meeting being held in the city of Helena (where the Home is 
located), for that purpose.” 

Nebraska. — I. P. Page, Grand Secretary, writes: “The burden of 
Nebraska’s prayer these days is ‘from the further revision of Rituals, 
Good Lord, deliver -us!’ Somehow we just cannot get into the harness. 
Our Order’s four commandments are not forgotten, or in any way neg- 
lected, and that is all we can be rather proud of. Our prospective 
‘Home’ holds our attention, and is seemingly cementing all branches 
of the Order, and we are looking forward to its completion with joyous 
anticipation.” 
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Nevada. — William Sutherland, Grand Secretary, writes: “The an- 
nual report of the Grand Lodge of Nevada shows an increase of 1 new 
Lodge and 26 members in the Subordinate branch, and a gain of G8 
members in the Rebekah branch. While the gain in the Subordinate 
branch is not as great as expected, still it shows an advancement. The 
smallness of the gain is attributed principally to the large number of 
members dropped in the past year for non-payment of dues. Since the 
close of the annual report another Lodge has been added to our roster, 
and we hope to show a more decided increase in report for 1910.” 

New Hampshire. — Frank L. Way, Grand Secretary, writes: “In 
submitting the annual reports of the Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges 
of New Hampshire, it behooves us to speak also of the general condi- 
tion of Odd Fellowship in this Jurisdiction. Conservativeness, the 
peculiar trait of New Englanders, is as manifest in fraternalism as it 
is in business affairs, and time and experience show that we go along 
in the even tenor of our way, slowly but surely ‘making good.’ Odd 
Fellowship in New Hampshire maintains a steady growth, without 
blare of trumpet, and is sought after by thinking men who, when once 
affiliated with the Order, let no ordinary circumstances cause them to 
relinquish their membership. At the close of 1909 we have a member- 
ship of 15', 186, showing a substantial gain over the previous year. We 
take pardonable pride in again being in the front ranks regarding our 
low percentage of loss on account of suspensions for non-payment of 
dues. The Rebekah branch of the Order also holds an enviable posi- 
tion by attaining a membership in excess of the Subordinate Lodges, 
having now reached 15,267.” 

New Jersey. — Harry ,S. Pine, Grand Secretary, writes: “This Juris- 
diction is in good condition. We are making for a broader conception 
of our duties and possibilities as Odd Fellows. There were 203 more 
initiations in 1909 than in 1908, and we expect during the current year 
to more than equal this advance of the previous year. In the matter 
of finances and fraternal spirit we are doing splendidly.” 

New Mexico. — N. E. Stevens, Grand Secretary, writes: “It gives 
me great pleasure to report that we have gained 4 new Lodges this year 
and now have 44 in good working condition. For a small Jurisdiction 
we have made a fine increase in membership, and all the Lodges are in 
a prosperous condition. We have our building for the Home almost 
completed and hope to have it ready to turn over to the Grand Lodge 
at its session at Tucumcari in October free of debt.” 

New York. — Harry Walker, Grand Secretary, writes: “Examination 
of the recorded effect of business depression in previous years, par- 
ticularly the 4 years of successive losses that followed the panic of 
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1S76, made us approach the tabulation of statistics for 1909 with con- 
siderable apprehension of disappointing results. A slight loss in our 
Encampment branch gave weight to these misgivings, but it is a great 
pleasure to be able to state that the completed figures are quite satis- 
factory when we realize, as proved by past experience, that the full 
effect of a period of hard times is generally felt in the Order about 
the third year after. Though the advance this year is 322 short of 
what we gained in 1908, it should give us fully as much — if not more — 
satisfaction and encouragement, for it proves indubitably that there 
is no relaxation of effort among the rank and file of our fraternal army, 
upon whose activity alone our growth and strength depend. The 
Grand Officers of this State are proud of its membership and well con- 
tent to enter the campaign of 1910-11 with a following of such tried 
quality, reinforced to the substantial total of 117,277.” 

North Carolina. — B. H. Woodell, Grand Secretary, writes: “Our 
annual report for 1909 shows a small net increase in membership, but 
not such as we formerly reported up to last year, when we had to 
report a very small loss. We think we have cause to be glad that we 
show any increase after looking over the past 2 years with their draw- 
backs. Now we hope to steadily move onward. I am also inclosing 
our Home report for the fiscal year ending March 31. in which we 
take some pride. To build and equip another new building at a cost 
of over $30,000, especially at a time when our Lodges were inactive and 
the Order not growing as it once had grown, is something to be proud 
of. We will dedicate this building while our Grand Lodge is in ses- 
sion, May 11, and also, at the same time, have the pleasure of witness- 
ing the marriage of one of our brightest boys to one of our loveliest 
girls, in the Auditorium of the building. Both were admitted to our 
Orphan Home while little tots, but are now among the most popular 
of their many friends and are both doing well. The girl was adopted 
by a good brother of Neuse Lodge, No. 6, and well educated, while the 
boy was employed and is now employed by one of our Past Grand 
Masters, and is the salesman on the road for the firm. To say that 
they have all our best wishes but mildly speaks our sentiments.” 

North Dakota. — Don McDonald, Grand Secretary, writes: “During 
the year very satisfactory progress has been made in the work of the 
Order in this Jurisdiction. A number of new Lodges have been organ- 
ized, but our greatest effort has been in the way of strengthening the 
old Lodges. The Grand Master and Grand Instructor have devoted a 
great deal of time in visiting, and nearly every Lodge has been visited. 
The work along this line has been productive of great good. An 
increased appropriation was made at our session of the Grand Lodge, 
just closed, for a continuation of this work, and we feel sanguine that 
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our next report will show greater gains than in any year of our history 
as a Grand Jurisdiction.” 

Ohio. — C. H. Lyman, Grand Secretary, writes: “In giving you a 
summary of the condition of the Order in Ohio for the past year, it 
pleases me to say that we made a better showing than for the previous 
year. The net gain in membership, though not large, is 50 per cent in 
excess of the year preceding, and that, too, in spite of the fact that the 
Subordinates have cut out dead timber more closely than ever by 
dropping over 500 indifferents more than in 1908. This net increase 
of membership, coupled as it is by the handsome addition of over 
$50,000 to the invested funds, gives every reason for encouragement 
and abiding faith in the stability of Odd Fellowship in Ohio. I am 
pleased to announce a decrease in the number of weeks’ sickness, and 
the work of securing young initiates during the last few years is now 
beginning to bear fruit — good fruit, too. The addition of 3,650 young 
men to our ranks in 1908 and almost 4,200 in 1909 is telling in physical 
vitality as well as numerical strength, and the weeks’ sickness reported 
is on the decline. We are over the summit if our Subordinates will 
only continue the campaign for new blood, which runs red in the 
veins of good, clean, young men. It is with regret that my report shows 
an increase in the number of dropped members for non-payment of 
dues. This is the great evil of Odd Fellowship. On my return home 
from attending the meeting of the Grand Secretaries’ Association at 
Seattle, I determined to put forth extra efforts to try and stop this 
leak to our Order in this Jurisdiction. I issued a strong circular to the 
Subordinate Lodges in this Jurisdiction on that subject. I don’t hesi- 
tate to say that this circular was one of the best that has been sent out 
from this office. I thought that it would materially stop this great 
loss in Ohio. But I am sorry to announce that the suggestions con- 
tained in this circular had little effect in stopping this great drain on 
the Subordinate Lodges. It is to be hoped that this appeal will be the 
means of bringing good fruit for the future, and that the good seed 
sown will have a wholesome effect on next year’s work. I am of the 
opinion that thorough education among the Subordinate Lodges along 
this line will do much in solving this great leak to the Order.” 

Oklahoma. — J. A. Carlberg, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Juris- 
diction of Oklahoma is advancing by a good, steady growth. During 
the past year we have made a gain of 14 Lodges and increased our 
membership with 841 members. We have initiated 2,144 persons, but 
we have lost 1,591 members by suspension for non-payment of dues. 
We have reinstated 215 persons and admitted 242 more members by 
card than have withdrawn through the same channel. An addition to 
our Home has been completed at a cost of about $20,000, and our Home 
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is now valued at $05,000.00. Taking everything into consideration, we 
are moving along in the right direction and expect to continue on our 
onward progress.” 

Ontario. — J. B. King, Grand Secretary, writes: “While the increase 
in membership is hardly up to our expectations, at the same time it is 
certainly, I think, a most creditable increase. The net increase for 
the year is 2,212, and certainly is not a bad showing, even if we did 
expect better things. If all the Jurisdictions have done as well the 
increase throughout the Grand Jurisdiction will certainly be most 
encouraging. The Order is working in harmony and is certainly doing 
a great and good work, and has every appearance of having settled on 
a solid, firm, workable basis, and is carrying out the work which the 
founders of Odd Fellowship evidently intended when they started to 
build this Order, and built it so much more wisely than they knew at 
the time, or possibly greater than any of its earlier members realized.” 

Oregon. — E. E. Sharon, Grand Secretary, writes: “The annual 
report of the Grand Lodge of Oregon for the year 1909 shows a net 
gain of 1,009 in membership and a gain of $181,919.84 in assets. Our 
suspensions were less than 3 Vo per cent and our net gain almost 7 per 
cent. There is no booming done here — just a steady, healthy growth.” 

Pennsylvania. — Joseph H. Mackey, Grand Secretary, writes: “Dur- 
ing the year now closed, Pennsylvania has not been able to continue 
her record of increase wiiich has been maintained for several years 
past. This has been due, in a large measure, to labor disturbances and 
other causes likely to affect fraternal beneficial bodies. Although our 
increase in membership is but little over 700, nevertheless we have 
succeeded in instituting 16 Subordinate Lodges, as well as 20 new 
Rebekah 'Lodges. While our showing for the past year has not been 
as good as desired, we confidently expect the coming year to be one of 
prosperity. A matter which gives to Pennsylvania a prestige singularly 
her own, is the splendid interest manifested in the subject of our 
Homes — those for the Orphans, the superannuated Odd Fellow and the 
widow' of the deceased brother, as well as the aged Rebekah. In the 
last two years the amount raised for the education of the orphans by 
means of the Orphans’ Home dues, has aggregated $72,000, divided 
among the 4 Orphans’ Homes, whose population each year has been 
upwards of 300. In addition to this splendid showing, the Grand Lodge 
this year and last donated to the Orphans’ Home for betterments 
$20,000, besides giving to the Rebekah Home in Philadelphia $3,000. 
So you see, while we have apparently stood still in the matter of 
obtaining additions to our ranks, we have advanced materially in those 
principles which make Odd Fellowship distinctively the banner fra- 
ternal organization of the world.” 
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Rhode Island.— William H. T. Mosley, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“While we report 1 less Subordinate Lodge this year than last, the 
condition of the Order in this Jurisdiction at the close of the past year 
was more satisfactory, considering the circumstances, than a compari- 
son with former returns would seem to indicate. The general condi- 
tion of the Order is to-day apparently healthful; much activity and 
energy prevail for its advancement, and the prospects for the present 
year are very encouraging/’ 

Saskatchewan. — F. J. Reynolds, Grand Secretary, writes: “The 
condition of the Order in this Jurisdiction is very encouraging. Since 
the institution of this Grand Lodge 3 years ago our membership has 
increased 150 per cent and the Lodges over 100 per cent. While we may 
yet be styled the baby Grand Lodge, we are not wearing the clothes 
of a baby, and the prospects are that in a very few years we will have 
outstripped some of the older provinces of the Dominion of Canada.” 

South Carolina. — S. F. Killingsworth, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“We have nothing to boast of unless it is that we are getting rid of the 
dead Lodges and members, but there is a silver lining.” 

South Dakota. — Harvey J. Rice, Grand Secretary, writes: “We feel 
like crowing over the fact that we have passed the mark that we have 
been striving for, that of 10,000 members. We had on the first of 
January, 10,176 members. The past year has been a very satisfactory 
one. Our net gain was 1,235, in spite of the fact that we had 516 
dropped for non-payment of dues. Our Lodges are all in good, first- 
class financial condition, and most of them are earnest and interested 
in the work. Since January 1, 1910, we have instituted 8 Subordinate 
Lodges. Our Home Fund has reached the sum of $30,648.00, and we 
expect to let the contract for the erection of our Home at our Grand 
Lodge session next month. With the entire membership of South 
Dakota, this Home proposition has always received deep interest, and 
there is perfect harmony and unanimity on the subject. In my opinion, 
this has done as much or more than anything else to bind our mem- 
bership together.” 

Tennessee. — J. R. Harwell, Grand Secretary, writes: “Owing to the 
depressed condition of business there was a falling off in our Subor- 
dinate Lodge membership the past year. Other causes, local in char- 
acter, also operated to bring about this result. But we are steadily 
increasing the number of our Lodges, and the prospect is that in a 
few years we will occupy all available territory in our State. We 
expect in the near future to regain all we have lost in the last 2 years. 
We have had troublous times in Tennessee of late, with great political 
upheavals that have been felt more or less by all fraternal organiza- 
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tions in the State. These will subside and the brotherhood of man 
will again assert itself. We are assiduously laboring to this end.” 

Texas. — W. H. Walker, Grand Secretary, writes: "By reference to 
my statistical report, which was filed with you some time since, it will 
be found that the net gain in membership for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31. 1909, was 4,311 in the Grand Jurisdiction of Texas. The 
number of initiations for the year reached the sum of 5,340. Had it not 
been for the heavy suspension list, Texas would have made a most 
magnificent record. However, I am persuaded that Texas is not be- 
hind other Jurisdictions in any respect whatever, and that her record 
will compare favorably with the best of them. W r e made an extra 
effort to hold down the suspension list and did succeed in keeping it 
below the number of suspensions in 1908. It is still too large, how- 
ever, and it appears that this can not be helped. Many are going to fall 
by the wayside, in spite of all efforts to the contrary. The year 1910 
is keeping progress with 1909, and we have no reason to be discouraged 
about the prospects for the progress of Odd Fellowship in Texas.” 

Utah. — Peter A. Simpkin, Grand Secretary, writes: "It is a pleas- 
ure to report the Order in Utah as enjoying at this time the most 
prosperous period in all its history. The well known difficulty of our 
environment in the State, the opposition to secret societies, through a 
misunderstanding of the spirit and motive of their work, has made 
growth slow in the State of Utah. The worst is passed, however, and 
the Order is now planted in so many places in the State and is doing 
such excellent work, that it is disarming criticism and making the 
name ‘Odd Fellow' fragrant everywhere. We have a membership of 
over 3,300 now, an increase of 100 per cent in the past 8 years. One 
new Lodge planted during the year, and petitions for 2 others to be 
instituted during July, are indications of vigor and advance. The 
Grand Lodge just closed took steps to realize an Orphan Home for the 
State at the earliest day need may demand, and the whole situation is 
one of cheer for the Fraternity.” 

Vermont. — O. H. Henderson, Grand Secretary, writes: "Odd Fellow- 
ship in the Green Mountain State is steadily progressing. Our gains 
numerically were not as large as in some previous years, but we have 
made a substantial growth, and our financial condition is improved.” 

Virginia. — T. Wiley Davis, Grand Secretary, writes: "Our increase 
during the year is only 156. This is by far the smallest we have 
reported for several years. We have no trouble in initiating members 
into our Lodges, but during the year we drop the major portion of 
them for non-payment of dues. Our total receipts for the year were 
less than for the preceding year. Why this was so, I am unable to 
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say, though the shortage seems to be mainly in the items of ‘rents and 
invested funds.’ The amount expended for ‘Relief’ is slightly in 
excess of what it was in 190S, which shows that our Lodges are not 
slack in their ministrations along that special line of work. The admir- 
able condition and management of our Orphans’ Home relieves our 
Lodges of much they would- otherwise have to do in caring for the 
children of our deceased members, hence the small amounts reported 
by the Lodges in that behalf.” 

West Virginia. — A. J. Wilkinson, Grand Secretary, writes: “Peace, 
harmony and good will abound throughout the Jurisdiction of West 
Virginia, and the growth of the Order this year excels any recent year. 
Our new Home is about completed and will be dedicated early in the 
fall. It is one of the very finest Homes in the country, and the Order 
in this State is proud of it. The only discouraging thing I have to 
report is that we have lost 2 of our earnest and valuable members. 
Past Grand Master John Beckley died June 8 and Grand Representa- 
tive James C. Mansbarger died June 13.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard Hoe, Grand Secretary, writes: “A gain in 
membership of only 89 is not much to feel proud of and yet it is better 
than a loss. I cannot explain why we do not grow faster. One reason 
I firmly believe is that our people are better off financially than they 
were years ago and do not feel that they need the helping hand of 
Odd Fellowship as much as formerly. Then the fraternal insurance 
orders get a great many of our young men who feel the need of pro- 
tection and cannot afford to belong to more than one Order. Then we 
hear it stated occasionally that we are too slow and are not keeping 
up with the times. But the principles of our Order have not changed 
and we shall continue to be a power for good in the cause of humanity.” 

GRAND ENCAMPMENTS. 

Alabama. — D. J. Deacy, Grand Patriarch, writes: “We regret very 
much to have to report a loss of membership in this report, which 
reminds us that we should put forth renewed efforts to overcome this 
deficit in the near future. I have every hope that in a very few years 
Patriarchal Odd Fellowship in Alabama will assert its own and we 
will then boast of a membership that befits the importance of this 
branch of our beloved Order.” 

Arkansas. — Jno. P. Paul, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am pleased to 
say that the Encampment branch in this State will show a small net 
gain in membership. Have instituted 5 new camps since my last report. 
I have received many encouraging letters from Encampments through- 
out the State, and the general desire is that the Encampment branch 
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might grow and prosper. Encampments which a year ago seemed very 
weak and were almost ready to give up, have developed wonderful 
activity, in some instances have doubled their membership, while a few 
of the larger and seemingly stronger Encampments have scarcely done 
anything, some of them reporting a net loss. I think, however, the 
prospects for an increased membership were never brighter.” 

Colorado. — J. M. Norman, Grand Scribe, writes: “For the first time 
in the history of the Grand Encampment of Colorado we are compelled 
to report that instead of going ‘forward,’ we have taken a step ‘back- 
ward.’ It would be hard to give a correct cause of this decrease unless 
we attribute it to the general depression in business, the high cost of 
living, and the multiplicity of secret organizations. Mining has fallen 
off in our State and the mining towns show a decrease in membership. 
We are yet hopeful of the future and we are looking forward to an 
increase next year. What a glorious thing ‘hope’ is — how it lifts and 
encourages, how its sweet fragrance cheers, how its radiance dispels 
the gloom and despair and brightens our pathway.” 

Connecticut. — William S. Hutchison, Grand Scribe, writes: “The 
Encampments in this Jurisdiction have not done nearly as well as was 
expected for 1909; in fact, we confess to a feeling of disappointment, 
but we are not discouraged. We are still optimistic and have the goal 
set for Connecticut, by the officers of the Grand Encampment keeping 
ever before the Patriarchs this motto: ‘Fifty per cent of the Subordi- 
nate Lodge members enrolled as members of the Patriarchal family.’ 
With a net gain in the Subordinate Lodge membership for the year of 
600, and of only 32 in the Encampments, it may seem an impossibility 
to reach our goal, but we intend to keep at it, and hope that the year 
1910 will bring us more encouragement. Membership reported Decem- 
ber 31, 1909, 4,268; funds, $54,392.73.” 

Delaware. — Edward B. Henze, Grand Scribe, writes: “We suffered 
quite a material loss in membership, due largely to one Subordinate 
Encampment surrendering its charter with its membership. Since our 
last session the Subordinate Encampments in our city have been quite 
active in taking in new members, especially the one of which I am a 
member. From information which I have received several of the 
Subordinates in other parts of the State have very encouraging pros- 
pects before them; so I think our prospects for good results are very 
promising. The financial condition of the majority of our Subordinates 
is good.” 

District of Columbia. — Jos. Burroughs, Grand Scribe, writes: “It 
will be seen that while the net gain is not large in the aggregate, it is 
about 6 per cent, which is at least gratifying to our membership, in 
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view of the fact that in previous years, especially of late, the increase, 
if any, has been less. We hope for still better results the present year.” 

Florida. — A. M. Cushman, Grand Scribe, writes: “In regard to the 
Encampment branch, I hardly know how to offer an excuse for the loss 
in that branch, but we have elected a man for Grand Patriarch who 
has gone to work with a will and has already got 2 new Encampments 
under way, and we hope and trust that by another year we will make 
up our losses for the past few years and show a neat gain.” 

Georgia. — Alex Dittler, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am greatly de- 
lighted to be able to state that the Encampment branch in the Empire 
State of the South is in a magnificent and flourishing condition, such 
as we haven’t had before in years. There has been an increase of 18 
in the number of Encampments, with about 500 members. This is up 
to the time our Grand Encampment met, which was May 24. This 
splendid result was largely due to the untiring efforts of Past Grand 
Patriarch E. A. Baughan, and I verily believe also to the fact of the 
Sovereign Grdnd Lodge meeting in our capital city. Prospects were 
never brighter in the history of the Encampment branch in Georgia.” 

Idaho. — George H. Handy, Grand Scribe, writes: “The report of 
the Patriarchal branch for the year ending December 31, 1910, will 
show a small gain in membership, which is gratifying, as the Subordi- 
nate Encampments of Idaho have not been generally active during the 
past few years. The present year promises to be an exceptionally active 
one, and we hope to revive some of the dormant Encampments and in- 
stitute several new ones.” 

Illinois.— Sam. J. Baker, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am greatly 
pleased to report that the hope expressed in my former letter has been 
fully realized. As you will see, Illinois is reporting the largest number 
of Encampments ever recorded in the life of the Grand Encampment. 
Our net gain in membership is greater than in its history. The condi- 
tions are excellent, as we reported to the last session of the Grand 
Encampment that there was not one delinquent Encampment in the 
State. The present prospects are equally as good, and doubtless the 
year will not fall behind the work done last year.” 

Indiana.— W. H. Leedy, Grand Scribe, writes: “The Encampment 
branch in this State has not shown unusual activity. We barely held 
our own last year, and I hope we will do as well this. Harmony pre- 
vails everywhere, bo far as I know. The inactivity is due to one of 
those sieges which comes to the Encampment branch periodically. I 
feel sure now that pretty soon we will take on new life and go forward 
as we did before.” 
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Kansas. — Lew. T. Rees, Grand Scribe, writes: “It gives me pleasure 
to be able to report to you that the Grand Encampment of Kansas is 
in a prosperous condition. We have now more than 5,000 members in 
our Jurisdiction. During this year, 1910, we have instituted 3 new 
Encampments and reinstated 1 that had been dormant for several 
years past. From our reports received to date I am glad to say our 
Encampments are doing good work, and everything indicates that we 
will have a prosperous year in our branch of the Order.” 

Kentucky. — R. G. Elliott, Grand Scribe, writes: “We show another 
loss, which I regret exceedingly. I hope this next year we will do 
better, as more Encampments have reported than for several years.” 

Maine. — Russell G. Dyer, Grand Scribe, writes: “You will notice 
that we made a small loss. While the admissions were as large as the 
previous year, the losses were greater, especially for suspension for 
non-payment of dues. It is the opinion of many that the new Ritual 
is responsible somewhat for our poor showing. While all concede that 
the Ritual is an improvement over the old one, yet it has been the 
means of laying aside many of our most prominent and efficient work- 
ers. The old guard will not commit the work of the new Ritual, and 
we shall be obliged to wait until a new set commits the new one. When 
this takes place we will again take the upward path. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that less interest is displayed in the Encampment branch, when 
the reverse ought to be the case. We are not discouraged, however, but 
will soon turn about and face the other way. Our finances are first- 
class, having made a satisfactory gain in our total assets.” 

Manitoba. — D. E. McKinnon, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am pleased 
to say that our Order is prospering in this Jurisdiction, and while the 
Encampment branch may not be keeping pace with the Subordinate 
Lodges, yet we are able to show a substantial gain from year to year, 
and we are hoping for further improvement along this line as the 
membership becomes educated to the fact that in order to fully appre- 
ciate the mysteries and principles of Odd Fellowship, the sublime 
degrees of the Encampment branch must be acquired.” 

Maritime Provinces. — F. G. Crockett, Grand Patriarch, writes: “J 
beg to report the Encampment branch of our Order in this Jurisdiction 
in a fairly prosperous condition. While we have not added any new 
Encampments during my term of office, we have very fair prospects of 
adding one or more in the near future. The Encampments generally 
are in a fairly prosperous condition, and increasing in membership 
slowly but surely.” 

Melville McKean, Grand Scribe, writes: “I again have the honor 
and pleasure of reporting a gain in the membership of the Encamp- 
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ments in the Maritime Provinces of Canada, although the gain is small, 
very much smaller than we anticipated. Still, we have good cause for 
thankfulness that we have not met with serious losses. One cause of 
the small gain w r as the strike among the coal miners in Cape Breton 
and Cumberland counties, and the effects were and are now felt through- 
out this whole Jurisdiction. The prospects for the present year appear 
to be good, and I see no reason why we will not have at least 2 Encamp- 
ments instituted during the year. I have been in correspondence with 
four places where there should be Encampments, but as two of these 
are mining localities, we will let them rest for the present. Our Grand 
Patriarch is a hustler, and while traveling around the Provinces does 
not permit the brothers to forget that there is a Patriarchal branch of 
the Order.” 

Maryland. — William A. Jones, Grand Scribe, writes: “Patriarchal 
Odd Fellowship is steadily advancing in Maryland. The increase shows 
a steady growth which is pleasing to all who are anxious for the success 
of this particular department of work. I feel sure that wherever in- 
activity prevails it comes from lack of interest in the general work and 
not because the Patriarchal Order is not as attractive as the Subordi- 
nate work or the lessons taught as beautiful and helpful. The work 
indicates continued progressiveness for the future.” 

Massachusetts. — Herbert N. Kingsbury, Grand Patriarch, says: “I 
will give to you my opinion as to what should be done to better the 
conditions of the Encampment branch of the Order. It is, that the 
Encampment branch and the Patriarchs Militant branch should be 
consolidated and made one, and that at the earliest possible moment; 
that they should be brought into one undivided body, with the Grand 
Patriarch of each Jurisdiction at its head. I base my opinion upon a 
close study of the conditions which obtained for a long period of years 
prior to the existence of the Militant branch, commencing with 1868, 
computing the relative strength of the Encampment branch to the 
Subordinate membership in America, up to the time of the organization 
of the Patriarchs Militant in 1886; continuing, from that time the 
study of the relative strength of the Encampment branch to the Subor- 
dinate membership as before, the relative strength of the Patriarchs 
Militant branch to the Encampment branch, and the relative strength 
of the Patriarchs Militant to the Subordinate membership. The results 
obtained have made perfectly clear to me that the Patriarchs Militant 
branch has not been a benefit to the Encampment branch or to the 
Order at large; on the contrary, that it has been a positive detriment, 
and no one regrets it more than myself. No better proof of this is 
needed than the fact that to-day it has not as large a membership as 
it had eighteen years ago, while there are now 213,075 Encampment

members from which to recruit its forces, as compared with 114,743 at 
that time. I am not alone in the belief that the Militant branch has 
not helped the Encampment branch. In 1905 Robert E. Wright, at that 
time Grand Sire, said: ‘It seems to me statistics clearly indicate that 
it is a mistaken view that the Encampments are helped by the Militant 
branch/ In 1900 our own Grand Sire Pinkerton said: ‘I confess disap- 
pointment concerning the Patriarchs Militant branch of the Order. 
While in a few departments considerable interest is manifested, the 
general report is of apathy and indifference.’ Another very important 
thing would be accomplished by a consolidation, and that would be the 
elimination of the very considerable expense to which the Patriarchs, 
who are members of the Militant branch, are now subjected in the 
maintaining of an entirely separate organization. This expense annu- 
ally in the aggregate is very large, and is something which should not 
be forgotten for a moment in the consideration of the subject. In the 
event that a consolidation is effected, my own personal view of the 
matter would be that no Militant member should in any way be de- 
prived of any title or right which is now his; that some provision 
should be. made for uniformed display, and that such ritualistic changes 
or provisions should be made (possibly the elimination of one or more 
of the present degrees) as -would accomplish the most desirable results. 
I believe the consolidation of the Encampment branch and the Militant 
branch would be of great, very great, good to our active Order.” 

George H. Fuller, Grand Scribe pro tem., writes: “The returns 
show a net gain in membership of 79, which gain was occasioned very 
largely by the institution of Hyannis Encampment, No. 17, with a mem- 
bership of G7. Were it not for the unwearying devotion of our Grand 
Patriarch, Bro. Herbert N. Kingsbury, to the duties of his office, I fear 
we should have met with a substantial loss. The conditions in the 
Encampment branch in this Jurisdiction are not w r hat we wish they 
might be. There is a very decided lack of interest, and yet the mem- 
bership in our Subordinate Encampments is greater to-day than it ever 
has been before. I feel that the very great interest which our brothers 
take in the Subordinate Lodge, and the faith they have in the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd Fellows as a fraternal organization, causes them 
to seek and to attain higher degrees in the Order, and I very much 
fear that their expectations are not always fully realized. There is very 
great need of favorable action by the Sovereign Grand Lodge in behalf 
of Subordinate Encampments, and I feel sure that I voice the senti- 
ment of the 11,000 Patriarchs of Massachusetts when I plead for some- 
thing — anything — that will infuse new life and vigor into the Subordi- 
nate Encampments of our Order.” 
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Michigan.— John B. Penfield, Grand Scribe, writes: “During the 
year that is just past we gained 6 new Encampments, while those 
defaulting and resuscitated are just the same, 5, making our net gain 
the 6 spoken of. This is the largest increase of Encampments in many 
years. The net numerical increase was 435, or about 5 per cent, and 
our suspension list decreased from the year previous, which is quite 
satisfactory and commendable; in fact, the increase of membership in 
initiations swells the net increase over 1908 nearly double, showing that 
the Patriarchs are busy conducting the weary pilgrims in their search 
for the High Priest’s tent, safely reaching it after arduous toil that is 
successful to the end. There is renewed interest all along the line, 
and we look for still greater increases and returns for 1910 that will, 
we hope, soon place us in the 10,000 class. Our finances are somewhat 
depleted, for the fact that we have in the recent five years held three 
sessions at remote and northern points of the State, swelling our mile- 
age enormously; yet we think and know it has been well expended, as 
it quickens and strengthens the interest of the membership, encourag- 
ing the Patriarchs to ‘press on’ in their laudable efforts.” 

Minnesota. — Thomas T. Warham, Grand Scribe, writes: “The 
Patriarchal family is prosperous and happy in this Jurisdiction. We 
reduced our per capita tax one year ago from 60 cents to 50 cents, and 
the balance at the end of the year in the hands of the Treasurer was 
on the right side of the ledger. The gain for the year was 79, and 
about 100 admitted since January 1 to May 1, 1910, showing that the 
interest is being increased. I can see no reason why the Grand Encamp- 
ment should not report the largest gain in its history one year hence. 
True, the new Ritual has, to a certain extent, been a drawback to small 
Encampmeuts, but I am pleased to report that a great many Encamp- 
ments. both large and small, have Degree Staffs and are doing the 
work in a very creditable manner.” 

Missouri. — Ben. Weidle, Grand Scribe, writes: “I have just returned 
from a visit through the State, where I have been busy trying to 
enthuse dormant Patriarchs. The Encampments in Missouri are not 
doing satisfactory work, either in point of ritualistic work or increase 
of membership (except in possibly 20 Encampments), and it is a hard 
question to solve as to what had best be done. I am using every means 
at my command, and possibly will succeed in awakening a new interest. 
From the present outlook I believe we will show a small gain for the 
year.” 

Montana. — R. W. Kemp, Grand Scribe, writes: “For the Encamp- 
ment branch of our Order we in this Jurisdiction cannot boast of large 
gains. Still, it is a matter of satisfaction that we have more than 
held our own. One new Encampment and a gain of 74 members is the 
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result of the year’s work. So far the conditions of the Order are 
encouraging, and we hope to make a good showing by the time our 
next yearly report is made. A number of Cantons of the Patriarchs 
Militant have been mustered in, and we look to this fact to increase 
the interest in the Encampments of this Jurisdiction, and I can see 
no reason why they should not prosper and flourish in the future.” 

Nebraska. — I. P. Gage, Grand Scribe, writes: “We send our report 
with a bit of disappointment. It ought to be better.- Every time we 
feel sure that next year it will be worth bragging about, and yet each 
year it shows up about the same. Expedients all seem to fail, and all 
there is left for us is to keep on working and hoping.” 

Nevada. — William Sutherland, Grand Scribe, writes: “I regret ex- 
ceedingly that the annual report of this Jurisdiction shows a small loss 
instead of a gain for the year 1909. The financial conditions of this 
State for the past year have been such that brothers belonging to 
Encampments have had to curtail expenses and, as a consequence, the 
Encampment branch has been the sufferer. Still, we hope to do better 
during 1910, having already instituted 1 new Encampment, with pros- 
pects for another in the near future.” 

New Hampshire. — H. A. Currier, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am 
pleased to report an increase in membership for the year 1909, and 
there are numerous indications of a revived interest in the Encamp- 
ments in the State of New Hampshire. I trust that next year’s report 
will show continued and increased gain in membership.” 

New Jersey. — Frank R. Jummel, Grand Scribe, writes: “The result 
of last year’s labors proclaims in unmistakable language that the pre- 
vailing lethargy must be shaken off and progressive energy substituted 
therefor, if we would accomplish and attain success. We have the 
promises of the newly elected Grand Officers to do their utmost to help 
bring about a more encouraging state of affairs, and our hope lies in 
the future.” 

New Mexico. — N. E. Stevens, Grand Scribe, writes: “The Encamp- 
ment branch of our Order in New Mexico is holding its own, but there 
seems to be a lack of interest, and many of our camps are in a dormant 
condition. But with the prospect of soon becoming a State, I hope for 
greater interest and growth in all branches of Odd Fellowship.” 

New York. — Harry Walker, Grand Scribe, writes: “For the first 
time the annual duty of reporting statistics of the Encampment branch 
in this State fails to give me pleasure, for it is undoubtedly regrettable 
to be compelled to announce a loss after 21 years’ unfailing advance. 
However, the loss is small and may be accounted for without very dis- 
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heartening conclusions. During three administrations endeavor for 
increase has been forced to the highest strain in all directions, and the 
relaxation of this high pressure in 1909 stopped the tide of accessions, 
and in addition, the effect of business depression occurring in 1907 is 
for the first time fully felt in our Encampments. We are very hopeful 
that the worst is over, as semi-annual returns lately received encourage 
us in this pleasing anticipation/' 

North Carolina. — R. H. Ramsay, Grand Scribe, writes: “We have 
succeeded in getting two old dormant Encampments started to work 
again, and think we will succeed in getting another one started real 
soon, and I believe we will have a good year for the Encampments when 
it comes to an end.” 

North Dakota. — H. J. Rowe, Grand Scribe, writes: “We have made 
some progress in additions, but our expectations have not been realized, 
much to our disappointment. At our last annual session, prospects as 
depicted by the delegates led us to believe that we would have a very 
large addition to our membership, but the loss from non-payment of 
dues has left us but a small margin over our last year’s report. Times 
are good and the people are prosperous, and we confidently hope that 
our ranks will be largely augmented in Patriarchal Odd Fellowship 
when we make our next report.” 

Ohio. — F. C. Garrett, Grand Scribe, writes: “You will see by our 
report that we have not made a gain in numbers during the past year, 
yet we have gained, as our net loss of 41 is less than that of the previ- 
ous year. In finances there has been a very healthy gain of over 
$10,000.00. The outlook is good for much work -and a consequent in- 
crease next year, as Encampments have now accustomed themselves to 
the new work and are doing much at this time. While we should have 
been pleased to show a large increase in numbers, the results are meqt 
encouraging for the future.” 

Ontario. — J. Powley. Grand Scribe, writes: “I regret that our re- 
port does not show an increase for the year ending December 31, 1909, 
but I am glad to say that the apparent falling off does not mean a loss 
to this branch of the Order. Had it not been for the withdrawal of 376 
members to form the Grand Encampment of Quebec we would have 
shown an increase of 151. This figure represents the actual gain in 
Ontario, independent of the Encampments from Quebec which were 
formerly attached to this Grand Encampment, but I am glad to learn 
that our Quebec brothers will show a substantial increase which, taken 
with Ontario, will make a more satisfactory showing.” 

Oregon. — E. E. Sharon, Grand Scribe, writes: “The annual report 
of the Grand Encampment of Oregon shows a net gain of 378 in mem- 
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bership, or a little more than 10 per cent, while our suspensions were 
only about 5 per cent. We are doing well, but expect to do better.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher A. Hall, Grand Scribe, writes: “The report 
for the year ending in September, 1909, shows a material decrease in 
the number of admissions and an increase in the number of suspen- 
sions for non-payment of dues over the report of the preceding year. 
This is but a natural result of the depressed industrial conditions ex- 
perienced in our State during the last two or three years. That this 
increased loss is mainly due to the above cause is evident from the fact 
that by far the greater part of it is reported from Encampments located 
in the manufacturing and mining centers; while the Encampments lo- 
cated in our rural and farming sections show no loss from the above 
causes above the average of former years. It is safe to predict that the 
Encampments that have suffered the greater losses will, with the present 
renewed industrial activity, be the first to regain their former member- 
ship. We believe that the prospects for a greater increase in member- 
ship are brighter to-day than at any previous time in the history of 
Patriarchal Odd Fellowship of Pennsylvania.” 

Quebec. — W. Kennedy, Grand Scribe, writes: “We report an in- 
crease of 1 Encampment with a gain in membership of 93. Our progress 
has not been very rapid, but indications are that we will do better 
during the present year. Since the beginning of the year we have 
instituted 2 new Encampments and expect to institute another very 
soon.” 

Rhode Island. — Wm. H. T. Mosley, Grand Scribe, writes: “In pre- 
senting my report I am happy to state that although the Encampments 
as a whole have not been booming, yet, contrary to the precedent of the 
past few years, we have made a gain in membership which, even though 
slight, is none the less a balance on the right side and a gratifying evi- 
dence of progressiveness. Fifty per cent of the Encampments exhibit 
a numerical increase. To maintain and better the success of the past 
year the patriarchs generally should hustle to get at least one new 
member, the result of which would more than justify the effort.” 

South Carolina. — F. C. Perry. Grand Scribe, writes: “We show a 
considerable decrease in membership this year; we have reclaimed 3 
charters and instituted 2 new Encampments, and, considering a great 
many suspensions, we have held our own. We have only lost 2 this 
year; we have been carrying 3 Encampments that had not made reports 
for 2 years, and we have now all live timber, and I think our gain this 
year will be permanent.” 

South Dakota. — Harvey J. Rice, Grand Scribe, writes: “This 
branch of the Order is still growing, although not as rapidly as we 
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would desire. Our net gain last year was 168. The total membership 
January 1 was 1740. Two new Encampments have been instituted since 
January 1, 1910. Some of our Encampments are wide awake and do- 
ing good work; others seem to be inclined to remain idle. We hope for 
better results during the coming year.” 

Tennessee. — J. R. Harwell, Grand Scribe, writes: “We are having 
trying times in Tennessee with the Encampment branch of the Order. 
Many Encampments have lost interest to such extent as to seriously 
retard our progress. We have lost heavily during the past year in both 
Encampments and membership, but the loss is rather apparent than 
real, as most of the Encampments stricken from the list have been prac- 
tically defunct for several years and their membership dormant. At 
the recent session of the Grand Encampment the time of meeting here- 
after was changed back so as to occur the day before the Grand Lodge 
meets and at the same place. It is confidently believed this will be 
advantageous. At least we are hopeful.” 

Utah. — W. J. Moore, Grand Scribe, writes: “The report, I am 
pleased to say, shows a fair gain in membership during the year, and 
the institution of 1 new Encampment. Though not as laTge as we would 
like, however we feel greatly encouraged by the results of the past 
year, and have every reason to believe that we shall be able to show a 
greater prosperity for the coming year. Much interest is being mani- 
fested among the Encampments throughout the entire jurisdiction.” 

Virginia. — T. V. Turney, Grand Scribe, writes: “The Encampment 
branch of the Order in Virginia has suffered considerably during the 
past 3 years. Membership has been lost to nearly 600 and the vigorous 
growth of the Order so apparent before 1907 has almost entirely disap- 
peared. Many of our rural Encampments have gone out of existence, 
due, it seems, to a loss of interest in Patriarchal Odd Fellowship, and 
this may be largely traced to the uninteresting feature of social or 
non-beneficial organizations. The members seem to have lost all inter- 
est in the Encampment, but appear, in the same localities, as vigorous 
as ever in the Subordinate Lodges, showing, pretty clearly, that the last- 
ing interest of the membership is where it gets the most direct benefit. 
Perhaps it is the social feature which was responsible for the rapid 
growth of the Encampments in Virginia, immediately after this became 
permissible, and as soon as the novelty wore off, with nothing to in- 
terest the membership, the Encampments became inactive, and finally 
went out of existence. 

“It is hoped this question of social or non-beneficial Encampments 
will receive some added attention by The Sovereign Grand Lodge. The 
Encampments, especially those in rural districts, are certainly in a bad 
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way. Then again, one hears, when one investigates the condition of 
many inactive Encampments, that the members do not seem to be able 
to master the Ritual as well as they did the old one. The introduction 
of new characters in the Patriarchal degree, and the change seems to 
have baffled the efforts of the average rural member, and when you ask 
them, individually, what causes their lack of interest, they invariably 
lay a large amount of the blame on the revised Ritual. It is very cer- 
tain that in our State, at least, the new Ritual has been a hindrance to 
the progress of the Encampments. Then, again, the discarding of many 
of the old characters and the necessity for supplying new costumes to 
suit the changes, has had a tendency to discourage those members who 
belonged to weak and uncertain Encampments, and take these matters, 
mentioned above, and the added cost of living, the extra exertion re- 
quired to thrive under present conditions, have become active agencies 
in reaching the present uncertain conditions. There does, however, 
seem to be a present awakening, and we are now receiving more in- 
quiries, and more demands for instruction than formerly, and there is 
a brighter outlook for Patriarchal Odd Fellowship in Virginia. We cer- 
tainly hope so, at least.” 

Wisconsin. — Jas. A. Fathers, Grand Scribe, writes: “I inclose re- 
port for year ending December 31, 1909, and am sorry to say it shows 
a loss of 19. If we could induce all who connect themselves with the 
Order to ‘stay in’ and not ‘drop out,’ we would be satisfied and happy.” 


REBEKAH ASSEMBLIES. 

Alabama. — Leona B. Kirk, Secretary, writes: “It affords me much 
pleasure to state the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship in Alabama is 
in a very satisfactory condition. While we do not show a gain in mem- 
bership, we do in number of Lodges, and I am sure the coming year 
will be one of gains both in number of Lodges and in membership. The 
Home, which was dedicated near Cullman, Alabama, on May 9, will 
prove a great inspiration to the Rebekahs of this State, and there is 
no question but that this branch of the Order will grow greatly now, 
as they feel that they really and truly have something to work for.” 

Arizona. — Nettie Scott, Secretary, writes: “It is my pleasure to 
report that the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship in Arizona still 
continues to prosper. Our last report shows a membership of 1385. 
We only have 18 Lodges, but hope to institute 1 more before our next 
session. I am glad to say we are now able to pay mileage to our dele- 
gates and Past Presidents. The last session of the Assembly was held 
at Phoenix and was well attended, there being about 70 representatives 
present. The Assembly is working along harmoniously, the officers 
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doing their work faithfully, and to the best interest of the Order. Our 
members are greatly interested in the Home Fund, and just as soon as 
a sufficient amount has been raised to warrant success the movement 
will materialize.” 

Arkansas. — Medora A. Reid, Secretary, writes: “The continued 
prosperity of the Rebekah branch of the Order in Arkansas is the 
report we have to make to you. With a membership of 9247 and 2S6 
Lodges in good standing, and a general condition of harmony all along 
the line, we are assured of success. The new Ritual and change in the 
secret work are being carefully studied and generally liked by the 
Rebekahs.” 

California. — Mary E. Donoho, Secretary, writes: “The general con- 
dition of the Rebekah Lodges of California is that of harmony and 
prosperity. There are a few exceptions, from various causes, but this 
is to be expected. Though the growth in Lodges and membership has 
been somewhat smaller than for several years, yet the Order has had a 
steady and healthy growth. The Orphans' Home, at Gilroy, is in ex- 
cellent condition. The children are well and all seem contented and 
happy. Number of inmates 48. This year 2 girls, Rachel Newport and 
Lucinda Sherman, will graduate from the High School. This is a 
fact worth mentioning, as ours is the only Home in the State that 
provides a High School education, all others having an age limit, and 
the grammar school is as far as generally deemed necessary. The 
session of the Rebekah Assembly of 1910, has just been held in the 
city of Fresno, and ranks among the most successful ever convened. 
In 1911 we shall meet in San Francisco.” 

Colorado. — E. V. L. Beggs, Secretary, writes: “We are pleased to 
report another prosperous year. The growth is very satisfactory, and 
our President is kept busy visiting from the time the Assembly closes 
until it meets again. We meet in Cripple Creek, in October.” 

Connecticut. — Mary E. Johnson, Secretary, writes: “While there 
were 5G6 additions to the membership, the result is hardly gratifying, 
as some of the Lodges have been vigorously sifting the chaff from the 
wheat with 301 suspensions as a result. Withdrawn, 121; deceased, 77; 
total loss, 499; making a gain in membership during 1909 of 67. How- 
ever. we feel that we have a good healthy increase, inasmuch as the 
new members will prove more valuable and take greater interest in 
the work than do those who through lack of such interest allow their 
names to be dropped for non-payment of dues.” 

Florida. — S. D. Davis, Secretary, writes: “Our Assembly was a 
grand success, and as a rule a very representative class of workers, and 
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will carry the Assembly along with great success. Our President is a 
grand woman and very earnest.” 

Idaho.— Frances Crosson, Secretary, writes: “Number of Lodges, 
99; membership December 31, 4846. Jurisdiction working in harmony.” 

Illinois. — Mary P. Miller, Secretary, writes: “Rebekah Odd Fellow- 
ship in Illinois will show at the close of the year 1910 that long strides 
have been made for the advancement of the Order. In the early part 
of the year the sisters caught the spirit and entered with zest and 
enthusiasm into the series of Booster Meetings planned by Grand 
Master E. R. Sayler, and the result is a very marked interest in the 
work in every part of the State. The President, Mae E. Crowell, and 
Vice-President, Dora L. North, have been untiring in their labors to 
advance the cause. Many dormant Lodges have been awakened, -weak 
ones revived, and not a few Lodges instituted, and more to follow. 
To the Domestic Science Building, Orphans' Home, at Lincoln, which 
was dedicated 2 years ago, an additional building consisting of a 
kitchen and bakery will be built, at a cost of over $12,000, in the very 
near future. In a short time at the Old Folks’ Home, Mattoon, the 
beautiful chapel, furnished with comfortable seats and a fine pipe 
organ will be finished at a cost of $8,000 and will be dedicated with 
appropriate services. All the money for these two buildings is donated 
by the great sisterhood of Rebekahs in this State.” 

Indiana. — Ida S. Van Dorin, Secretary, writes: “Indiana continues 
enthusiastically engaged in building up the Rebekah branch of our 
Order. We made a net gain last year of 883. Have a total of 587 
Lodges with a membership of 44,566. Mrs. Ora E. Norris, our hard- 
working President, is giving much time and thought to the advance- 
ment of the cause and the development of the Rebekah spirit in our 
State.” 

Indian Territory. — Mary M. McNeese, Secretary, writes: “The 
Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship in Indian Territory jurisdiction is 
in very prosperous condition. We move forward regardless of the fact 
that this country has been financially embarrassed. Just 6 months of 
the New Year and 5 new Lodges organized and supplies out for 2 others, 
and many petitions, which will be in soon. We all look forward with 
pleasure to the amalgamation of the two jurisdictions. Our Home is 
filled with inmates, who are happy. The management is very satis- 
factory, and the Rebekahs consider it a pleasure to assist our brothers 
in maintaining this loved institution.” 

Iowa. — S. E. Matheney, Secretary, writes: “It is with pleasure that 
we can place the Iowa Rebekahs on record in as prosperous condition as 
the previous years. Much enthusiasm in our work is noted all over the 
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State. Our number of new Lodges is fully in proportion to other years 
and our number of delinquent Lodges no greater. This has been a 
strenuous year in our work in some respects, as the new Ritual and 
change in the secret work came into our hands at the same time, but 
our members grasped the situation and commenced work in earnest, 
organizing schools all over the State in order that the Lodges could 
learn to do the work correctly. Over 500 new Keys have been sold in 
Iowa up to the present time.

An 
Old Folks’ Home is now being anticipated by our Odd Fellows, and no 
doubt will be a reality ere long; the Rebekahs, having shown interest 
in this, no doubt will lend a helping hand.” 

Kansas. — Iza E. Potter, Secretary, writes: “In this jurisdiction in- 
terest in the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship continues to increase. 
Our Home is gradually growing in the number of the members of the 
family and in permanent improvements. At present a large barn is 
being erected there. Since the first of September, 12 Rebekah Lodges 
have been instituted, 2 were revived the past month. Many schools of 
instruction have been held since the exchange of Rituals, and the un- 
written work has been diligently studied. I have heard more favorable 
than unfavorable comments upon the present Rituals, and believe they 
have added zeal to the work in our territory.” 

Kentucky. — Corinne C. Graham, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah 
branch of our Order in this jurisdiction continues to flourish. Since 
the meeting of the Assembly we have instituted 12 new Lodges and have 
prospects for several more. Our President, Sister Emma Ochs, of New- 
port, has visited almost every Rebekah Lodge and reports peace and 
harmony throughout the State. The semi-annual reports are coming in 
rapidly and show a very good increase in membership. The Rebekahs 
of this State are working hard for the purpose of building a ‘Rebekah 
Home,’ and hope to soon be able to report that we have been success- 
ful.” 

Louisiana.— Susan Eulalia Steidley, Secretary, writes: “It is with 
much pleasure I report that my predictions of last year as to the con- 
tinued growth of the Rebekah brauch of the Order in Louisiana have 
been fulfilled during the past year. While the onward movement has 
not been so pronounced as the zealous Louisiana Rebekahs would de- 
sire, yet we show quite a considerable net gain in both membership 
and Lodges. Since my last report new Lodges have been organized, some 
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that were dormant have been revived, and the total membership 
throughout the jurisdiction has considerably increased. One of the 
Influences tending to this improvement has doubtless been the opening 
and care of our beautiful Odd Fellows’ Home at Crowley, which every 
loyal Rebekah feels is her sacred trust. In helping others, we have 
thus helped ourselves. We feel that the crucial period of Rebekah Odd 
Fellowship in Louisiana has been passed, and feel certain that within a 
very short time Louisiana will take her proper position among the 
leaders in this noble Order.” 

Maine. — Grace E. Walton, Secretary, writes: “It is my pleasure to 
report the institution of 2 Rebekah Lodges since the annual session of 
the Rebekah Assembly, October, 1909. The annual report of Rebekah 
Lodges in Maine, compiled in January, 1909, places the membership at 
1600. From the reports given by our Assembly officers, whose duty it 
is to visit as many of the Lodges as possible, we feel assured that the 
gain in membership during the present year will be as large as usual. 
The changes in ritualistic and unwritten work have caused some diffi- 
culty and some delay, but at the present writing most of the officers 
have familiarized themselves with the new work. The interest shown 
has manifested itself in the fact that, though there are but 131 Lodges, 
170 copies of the new cipher have been purchased. A goodly number of 
sisters have visited the office of the Secretary for the purpose of learn- 
ing the new secret work, and the Assembly Officers have been able to 
reach a majority of the Lodges through district meetings and visitations. 
Though we are not making Lodges rapidly, we feel it is a fact worthy 
of comment that in the 16 years since the Rebekah Assembly was or- 
ganized, but 2 charters have been surrendered. The Officers of the 
Grand Lodge and Rebekah Assembly have been very careful as to the 
placing of new Lodges, which, we believe, accounts for the fact. The 
Home work continues and through the efforts of the Assembly Officers, 
interest in this department is growing. The fund at the present time 
amounts to more than $4000.00.” 

Maritime Provinces. — Mary McKean, Secretary, writes: “The Re- 
bekah branch of Odd Fellowship in the Maritime Provinces of Canada, 
during the year 1909, has made considerable progress; during that 
period we have added 4 new Rebekah Lodges, 160 brothers and 324 sis- 
ters, a total gain in membership of 484, and is, I think, a very creditable 
showing. The financial affairs of both the Assembly and Lodges, while 
not showing very marked advancement, are in a very satisfactory con- 
dition. The outlook for the year 1910 is, I think, favorable both in re- 
gard to the institution of Lodges and increase of membership.”

— Ida M. Davis, Secretary, writes: “It was with a good 
deal of pleasure that I forwarded my report of the Rebekah Lodges of 
Michigan. I think it showed the largest net gain in membership that 
we have ever had (1747). We have been talking for years about the 
number of suspensions for non-payment of dues, and trying to impress 
upon the minds of our members the importance of keeping the members 
we have interested, as well as of the importance of getting new ones. 
Whether we have found the solution of the problem or not, I am not 
able to tell, but certain it is that for the year ending December 31, 1909, 
our reports show that we have suspended a fewer number than ever 
before, which is indeed very encouraging. The Rebekah Lodges in this 
State are in a very good condition. A great interest has been shown in 
the new work as laid down in our new Rituals, and all are striving 
to perfect themselves in the work. It has meant hard work for As- 
sembly Officers and members of the Lodges. As far as I am able to 
learn, the new work is proving very satisfactory, and we all needed the 
changes. The Rebekahs of Michigan are bearing their share of the 
expense of our Home at Jackson. It has been our privilege to meet 
some expenses that would not have been incurred if we could not have 
paid for them. We are happy in the doing, and trust that we may 
always be able to do much, for those who need the care and protection 
of our members.” 

Mississippi. — Jodie Rubush Moss, Secretary, writes: “The annual 
session of the Rebekah Assembly of Mississippi was held in West Point, 
May 16, 1910, with a large attendance. Much enthusiasm was shown 
and all of the Lodges made good reports. All of the drones are being 
pushed out and the workers are determined to make our Lodges 
stronger. Our links must be flawless and our hands will be clasped in 
the union of Friendship, Love and Truth.” 

Missouri. — Allie E. Poundstone, Secretary, writes: “Rebekah Odd 
Fellowship in Missouri has, under the leadership of a grand little Re- 
bekah, Mrs. Stella Boyer, made rapid strides toward the front, and is 
steadily marching on hand in hand with the Subordinate branch. We 
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have a net gain of 1500 members. We have a splendid corps of officers, 
and are looking for even greater results for the coming year. It was a 
special compliment to have with us, at the last session of the Assembly, 
Bro. W. L. Kuykendall, Grand Sire of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, who, 
with his wise counsel and words of encouragement, was a very welcome 
guest.” 

Moutana. — Nellie W. Neill, Secretary, writes: “Am glad to report 
that the Order is still doing extremely well in Montana. The outlook 
never seemed so favorable as now. The best indication of our pros- 
perity is that so many Lodges which have been suspended are now being 
reorganized.” 

Nebraska. — Emma L. Talbot, Secretary, writes: “It affords me 
pleasure to again report the excellent condition of the Rebekah Lodges 
in our jurisdiction. Our President has been very faithful, working in 
all kinds of weather, reporting peace and harmony everywhere. Our 
membership is not quite to 15,000, yet we are constantly growing, 
slowly but surely. The sale of our supplies has increased. The laying 
of the cornerstone of our new Odd Fellows’ Home at York, Nebraska, 
will occur July 4. We dre glad Nebraska is counted in line of pro- 
gression. District meetings are being held in all parts of the State and 
much interest is being manifested.” 

Nevada. — Lizzie R. Mudd, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased to re- 
port a healthy condition of Rebekah Lodges in this State. Although no 
new Lodges have been added to our number, we have gained in member- 
ship. The Home Fund has been added to during the year.” 

New Hampshire. — Annie P. Rogers, Secretary, writes: “I am 
pleased to report Rebekah Odd Fellowship in New Hampshire in a 
flourishing condition. We have added no new Rebekah Lodges since my 
last report to you, but the 94 Lodges that we have have gained in mem- 
bership, some of them largely, and I know of no weak Lodges at the 
present time.”

— Louisa B. Sherwood, Secretary, writes: “In the 
New Mexico Jurisdiction we have 21 Rebekah Lodges with a member- 
ship of 1048. Eighty members were added during the last term, 2 new 
Lodges instituted last term, and 1 since the beginning of this term. 
Our Lodges are in fairly good condition; we feel the need of official 
visitation of our officers, and need district meetings, but lack of funds 
and the high rate of travel prevent this for the present.” 

New York. — Marrion E. Murray, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased 
to report continued prosperity and growth in the Rebekah branch of 
our Order in New York State. Our 4 Homes have been well taken 
care of during the last year. Many Lodges have been added to our num- 
ber, making a total of 452 at the present time. 

— ‘Julia Wright Murphy, Secretary, writes: “It 
gives me great pleasure to report the continued interest and prosperity 
in Rebekah Odd Fellowship in North Carolina. The second annual ses- 
sion of the State Assembly; held at Goldsboro in May, 1910, was very 
interesting and created great enthusiasm in the work throughout the 
State.

on the new work perfectly. The Home at Carmen is well filled. At 
the last report there were G2 children and 4 adults, and we as the help- 
ers are pleased that we have furnished the entire Home and have an 
interest in the Home to the amount of $15,000.00. We are proud of our 
Jurisdiction, of our membership and, above all, of the Home that stands 
as a monument to our beloved Order and proves to the world that we 
practice as well as teach.” 

Ontario. — William R. Pearce, Acting Secretary, writes: “December 
31, 1909, the Rebekah branch in Ontario numbered 2,419 brothers and 
3,6SS sisters, a total of 6,107, with 78 Lodges. Since then 7 new Lodges 
have been instituted, and the work is progressing most favorably. 
Money spent for relief, including donations to the I. O. O. F. Home, 
amounted to $645.24. It is too early yet for me to give you any estimate 
of the work since then, as our returns are not yet in.” 

Oregon. — Ora Cosper, Secretary, writes: “It is gratifying to report 
that the growth of the Rebekahs in Oregon has been unprecedented 
this year. Our reports show 7 new Lodges instituted and a total mem- 
bership of 13,384, a gain of 1,155 members. I am advised by the Presi- 
dent that, in making her official visits, she found most of the Lodges 
in a prosperous condition, and the membership to be most excellent. 
The fraternal relations between the Grand Lodge and the Assembly are 
most harmonious and the Rebekahs are keeping pace with Subordi- 
nates in every particular.” 

Pennsylvania. — Mary N. Joslyn, Secretary, writes: “It affords me 
much pleasure to be able to say that during the past year we have 
added 16 Rebekah Lodges to our number and several Lodges that had 
not reported for several years have been reorganized, so that we feei 
encouraged to go on with our work in the coming year. We have not 
gained in numbers as much as in previous years, but feel that a great 
interest has been taken in the -work for our Homes in the State, in 
June last the new Home which had been built for orphans in the 
central part of the State was dedicated, and it was here the Rebekahs 
did a great work, and on April 30, 1910, the Rebekah Home here in 
Philadelphia was dedicated, free from debt, the Rebekahs having 
labored diligently to do this and having at last their reward.” 

Quebec.— H. Spencer, Secretary, writes: “We were never in an 
prosperous a condition as at the present time, both numerically and 
financially. The utmost harmony prevails throughout the whole Juris- 
diction. We have added three new Lodges to our number and now 
number 21 Lodges, with a total membership of 1,200. The hard work 
of the past years is now beginning to bear fruit and we are hopeful 
that the coming year will be the best in our history.” 
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Rhode Island. — William H. T. Mosley, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“The Rebekah Lodges are full of activity; the meetings are well 
attended, and good degree work and sociability are prominent features. 
The net gain in membership in this branch of the Order is larger than 
in any one year since 1905.” 

South Dakota. — Harvey J. Rice, Grand Secretary, writes: “I also 
inclose you annual report of our Rebekah Lodges. This branch of the 
Order is keeping pace with the great fraternity. Our net gain last 
year was 617. We have instituted since January 1, 10 new Rebekah 
Lodges. Our sister membership on January 1 was 4,018 of earnest, 
faithful women banded under the banner of friendship, love and truth. 

Tennessee. — Theresa A. Cramer, Secretary, writes: “While our gain 
in membership has not been quite as large as in some former years, we 
feel that we have no need to be discouraged, since 19 new Lodges have 
been instituted since my last report, and several dormant Lodges that 
we supposed were hopelessly lost have been revived. I regret to report 
the necessity of reclaiming the charters of a number of our Lodges in 
order to give some of the former members an opportunity of placing 
their membership with the nearest active Rebekah Lodge. The various 
Rebekah Lodges over the State responded most liberally to an appeal 
from the Home Advisory Board to furnish bedding of every descrip- 
tion for the new building at the I. 0. O. F. Home. It is gratifying to 
report that peace and harmony prevail in most of our Lodges, and that 
they are striving to live up to the beautiful teachings of our Order.” 

Texas. — J. D. Alexander, Secretary, writes: “In giving to you the 
annual report of the Rebekah branch in the State of Texas it is with 
a degree of pleasure to state that it is in a flourishing condition. In the 
past year the members of the Order have begun to realize that they 
are a part of a great Order, and their pride in belonging to such an 
organization has prompted them to work as never before. At the meet- 
ing of the Rebekah Assembly in Austin last March splendid reports 
were given by every officer of the Order. The President’s report showed 
a vast amount of work done. In the past year 62 new Lodges were 
added to the list and 22 old ones brought to life. The membership’s 
actual increase over the past year was 5,458, initiations 2,203 more 
than suspended. The finances are in good shape. The Rebekahs will 
assist the brothers in building an auditorium connected with the Home.” 

Utah. — Clara I. Moore, Secretary, writes: “Our membership is 
steadily increasing. The recent report gives 21 active Rebekah Lodges 
with a membership of 1,290. We trust the time is not far distant when 
Utah will be added to the list of States supporting an Odd Fellows’ and 
Orphans’ Home. Such steps were taken at the last session of the Grand 
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Lodge and Assembly to insure the Rebekahs to get busy, and the result 
of their efforts will be crowned with success. When the time comes to 
erect the Home there is no doubt that from the fund which has, been 
set aside for this purpose and added to for the past 18 years, a mag- 
nificent bonus can be secured, which will help very substantially with 
the building, as the citizens in different locations have voluntarily 
offered to donate the land. Perfect harmony and feeling of true Odd 
Fellowship are the mutual relations of the Assembly and Grand Lodge, 
which is encouragement to the Rebekah Lodges.” 

Vermont. — Louise L. Boyce, Secretary, writes: “I take great pleas- 
ure in reporting that the Rebekah Lodges through this Jurisdiction are 
in a prosperous condition and are striving to carry out the principles of 
Odd Fellowship. The increase in membership has not been quite as 
much as in former years, but we are looking for a more successful 
year. The plan of visitation adopted for the last few years, whereby all 
Lodges are visited by either the President, Vice President or Warden, 
has proved of much benefit to all Lodges. Our membership at the last 
report was 6,439.” 

Virginia. — T. Wiley Davis, Grand Secretary, writes: “The present 
status of the Rebekah branch in Virginia for the year 1909 shows a 
decrease of 2 Lodges, an increase of 104 in membership, an increase of 
$100.00 in receipts for dues, and it appears from the reports that $1.00 
was collected from every person initiated during the year. The item of 
relief afforded by the Lodges shows an increase of nearly $100.00. The 
amount expended in the relief and education of orphans is never large 
in this Jurisdiction, as our most excellent Orphans’ Home, located at 
Lynchburg, affords every needed facility for the proper care and train- 
ing of all that are in need thereof.” 

Washington. — Nellie M. Knoff, Secretary, writes: “Rebekah Odd 
Fellowship in Washington continues to make most gratifying progress, 
and the Jurisdiction is imbued with the genuine spirit of Odd Fellow- 
ship. Since our last report 16 new Lodges have been instituted and 
Northern Light Rebekah Lodge No. 1, of Douglas, Alaska, transferred 
to our Jurisdiction. We now have 207 Lodges, and a summary of the 
returns records a membership of 17.993, a net gain of 1,827 for the year 
ending December 31, 1909. The Home at Walla Walla, of which we 
are so justly proud, is in a splendid condition under the able and 
conscientious management of Superintendent H. W. Bathiany and wife, 
who assumed their new duties January 1, 1910. Present membership of 
the Home, 10 brothers, 2 sisters and 22 orphans. The new Home build- 
ing has just been completed, and we are very proud of this beautiful 
new addition. Among the many improvements made by our excellent 
board of trustees was the construction of a concrete bulkhead along 
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Mill creek, in the rear of the Home premises, at a cost of $4,587.17, 
which will make it possible to reclaim over an acre of ground from the 
creek channel, valued at over $5,000.00. At our recent Assembly session 
5 Rebekah Orphans’ Home Trustees were elected, and we have in the 
Orphans’ Home Fund $6,452.10. Our Board of Instructors issued cer- 
tificates to 255 sisters for proficiency in the unwritten work at our 
recent session. Much enthusiasm continues to be manifested in our 
district meetings.” 

West Virginia. — Martha A. Ferrell, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased 
to report that the Rebekah. branch of Odd Fellowship in West Virginia 
is in a flourishing condition. We have had 6 new Bodges instituted 
and 1 resuscitated since the beginning of the year, making a total of 
102 active Lodges, with a membership of over 5,000. The outlook is fine 
for a number of other new Lodges before the close of the year. We 
are especially interested just at this time in the furnishing and dedica- 
tion of our beautiful new Home at Elkins, which has just been com- 
pleted.” 


FOREIGN JURISDICTIONS. 

Australasia. — William Reid, Grand Sire, under date of December 9, 
1909, writes: “I have good accounts from all parts of the Jurisdiction. 
We introduced propaganda work through the means of paid organizers 
a few years ago. I may say that we were rather conservative in this 
for a long time, thinking that such strenuous methods as paid can- 
vassers adopt would lead to the introduction of undesirables. Brother 
Ledford, a P. G. of Alta California Lodge, however, came along and his 
methods so impressed us that he remained with us for over a year with 
excellent results, both in regard to membership and the 'work.’ He has 
since been working successfully in New South Wales, is now in Queens- 
land, and has accepted an engagement in Victoria. My own Jurisdiction, 
New Zealand, is progressing well, and we are opening new Lodges and 
increasing our membership in a very satisfactory manner indeed. We 
have lately centralized our sick funds, which has consolidated the 
Order, strengthened the weak Lodges, and placed our finances on a 
solid basis; and altogether, if we are left alone, w T e will take up a 
leading position among friendly societies established long before we 
were and under better auspices. We are, however, just now being dom- 
inated in politics by a socialistic labor party, and the Government, pan- 
dering to this party, has brought before the House a National Annuities 
Bill, which provides for the Government practically taking up the work 
we are doing, excepting the medical benefits, and as they will subsi- 
dize the sickness payment out of the revenues of the Dominion, they 
can undersell us and offer much better advantages than we can, and 
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what its results will be as regards friendly societies it is impossible to 
foretell. Owing to my illness, 1 have not gone exhaustively into the 
provisions of the proposed law, but think, if carried, it cannot fail to be 
detrimental to our Order and to all friendly societies.” 

Netherlands. — H. J. Van Wankum, Grand Secretary, under date of 
May 24, 1910, writes: “Inclosed I beg to send you the report for the 
year 1909, showing a larger number of members than in the previous 
year. We are very glad to say that the Dutch Order of the I. O. 0. F. 
has now attained the number of 5G1 brothers; besides, the condition is 
of such a nature that we have every reason to expect soon a further 
extension by the formation of new Lodges. On May 2 our Grand Lodge 
celebrated the tenth anniversary, and on that occasion it was generally 
acknowledged that our corporation has been of great use to the Neth- 
erlands.” 

Sweden. — Fred. Geijer, Grand Secretary, under date of April 23, 
1910, writes: “Inclosed I beg to hand you the statistics for our Lodges 
and Encampments for the year ending March 31, 1910. As our Grand 
Sire is at present absent on a voyage, I am not able to procure his 
signature, but I suppose that you prefer to receive it without his signa- 
ture rather than to wait until his return. As you will find, the year has 
been prosperous for us. We have grown as well in membership as in 
capital, and the year has, as the preceding ones, been a year of quiet, 
steady development.” 

Switzerland. — Ed. Knuchel, Grand Secretary, under date of March 
28, 1910, writes: “In submitting the annual reports it affords me great 
pleasure to say that the year 1909 has been one of prosperity for the 
Order in our small Jurisdiction. The membership of our 6 Lodges has 
now risen to 490, with a net gain of 24 for the year, and that of the 
Encampment to 142 members. This is the best result for the last ten 
years. 

“The financial condition of all Subordinates is also very good, show- 
ing invested funds of $36,690.02. The funds under the control of the 
Grand Lodge amount to $10,859.19.”

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Yukon.— D. C. Robertson, D.D.G. Sire, under date of February 15, 
1910, writes: “I am pleased to say that Odd Fellowship is prospering 
in the Yukon, and that all branches of the Order have gained in mem- 
bers during the year and are in good shape financially. The Lodge 
was out of debt the first of the year, but they decided to enlarge the 
hall and make some other improvements, which will very likely cost 
over $2,000. However, we will soon clear that off, if we have no bad 
luck, as we have a live membership of 110 in good standing and hope 
to make it 150 by the end of the year. We have taken in 7 already this 
year, which is not bad for a start, and the prospects are good for more. 
This country is coming to the front again as a quartz mining camp. It 
would be no surprise to me if inside of five years we ask for a Grand 
Lodge for the Yukon. If the expectations in regard to quartz are ful- 
filled we will have a lot of small mining towns like Colorado. Our 
attendance is good, 50 is common, and we had over 100 at the installa- 
tion in January. I have to report that I granted a dispensation to 
elect Bro. L. G. Bennet Noble Grand. We lost our sitting Vice Grand, 
the Rev. J. M. Comyn-Ching, who has received a call from Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. We have secured a good man in Brother Bennet; in fact, all 
of the officers are active in the work and have the work down fine 
without a Ritual in sight. I think we put on the Initiatory Degree as 
good as 90 per cent of the Lodges outside do it. I have seen Lodges in 
large cities not do it as well. Owing to my absence on the creeks. I 
could not attend the installations in January. I was able to secure good 
live deputies who performed their duties in a very able manner. You 
will notice an apparent decrease in the Rebekah Lodge. We dropped 20 
for the non-payment of dues and had 1 death. They were away behind 
in their dues, some of them were out of the country. All of those left 
are in good standing. I am in hopes that the Rebekah Lodge and the 
Encampment will pick up now, as with the increase in the Subordinate 
Lodge they both will have a larger field to draw from for members.” 

THE MEETING IN ATLANTA IN 1910. 

Grand Secretary Goodwin gives the following reminiscence: 

“But once before — in 1S74, and thirty-six years ago — was a meeting 
of this Body, then known as the Grand Lodge of the United States, held 
with the Order of this Jurisdiction; and then, as now, it was in Atlanta, 
the splendid capital city of the Empire State of the South. The writer 
recalls vividly the scenes and incidents in connection with that meeting, 
and personally knows that at that time, when the population of the city 
and membership in the State were small compared with the present 
population and membership, a magnificent reception was extended, 
which with the good work of legislation accomplished made the session 
interesting and memorable. Then the membership of the Order in 
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Georgia was only 2,125, and now it is 33,737, besides 2,209 sisters of the 
Rebekah branch. The city of Atlanta then had a population of about 
one-seventh of the present population. This indicates the great growth 
and prosperity of both. 

The only member of the Sovereign Grand Lodge expected to be 
present at this session wTio was a member in 1874 is our beloved brother, 
M. J. Durham of Kentucky, the senior living Past Grand Sire, who was 
then Deputy Grand Sire, and in the absence of Grand Sire Logan pre- 
sided over the Body, and at the same session Brother Durham was 
elected and installed as Grand Sire. Of the others who were members 
in 1874, but not members now, there are still some survivors, but death 
has claimed a majority of them. 

CONCLUSION. 

During the past year good work has been done and progress made 
in every branch of the Order, and this notwithstanding the adverse 
conditions resulting from the slowness of recovery from the financial 
stringency. Each branch has added to the membership and the relief 
work commanded by the law and organization of Odd Fellowship has 
been well and faithfully performed, as indicated by the expenditures 
on this account of more than five million dollars. The total receipts of 
the various organizations of the Order increased nearly half a million 
dollars over the preceding year and the assets of Grand and Subordinate 
Bodies were increased over three and a half million dollars and now 
make a total of fifty-three million dollars. 

At the end of 1909 there were only 47,579 less than two million 
members and from unofficial information received in regard to activity 
and progress in the work during the last eight months, it appears cer- 
tain that the two million membership mark has now been reached, 
including brothers of Subordinate Lodges and sisters of Rebekah 
Lodges, and this is the vast constituency which the membership of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge represents at this session. These facts demon- 
strate the high and first place occupied by the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows among fraternal and benevolent Orders, and that its mis- 
sion to humanity is being carried out and meeting with gratifying 
response. We have much to be grateful for in the record of the past 
and contemplate the future confident of even greater and better results. 
The near approach of the centennial year of the Order — 1919 — admon- 
ishes us of the importance of preparation in due time for a world-wide 
celebration of this great event in the city of Baltimore, the place of its 
birth. If blessed with the measure of prosperity heretofore vouchsafed, 
and should the percentage of net increase in membership for the next 
nine yearly reports (1910 to 191S, inclusive) equal that for the last 
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nine years, the Order would have on that great occasion three million 
members and corresponding growth in expenditures for relief work and 
in assets. May harmony and prosperity abide with the Order, that it 
may continue to promote the happiness of mankind by its beneficent 
and fraternizing work and influence.” 

THE BUSINESS OF THE SESSION. 

It will not be possible to give all the details of the session, nor 
would it be profitable, in view of the early appearance of the completed 
S.G.L. Journal, which w r ill appear before the Journal of the Illinois 
Grand Lodge. Only a brief review of the more important features can 
be given. 

There were 210 Representatives on the roll and every one responded 
when his name was called. 

Little was done on the first day, because all items of business 
must go to a committee for consideration. Easily the most sensitive 
feature, the election of officers, was set for 10 o’clock on Tuesday. The 
introduction of resolutions and amendments and their reference to 
committees constituted the chief business of Monday’s session. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The time having arrived for the election of officers, the Grand Sire 
appointed Representatives Mack of Nevada, Conway of Alabama and 
Hierstad of Connecticut as tellers. 

The record, as taken from the Daily Journal, is as follows: 

“Representative Scott of Illinois nominated Deputy Grand Sire 
John Barrett Cockrum for Grand Sire. 

By order of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, the Grand Secretary cast 
the ballot and the Grand Sire declared John B. Cockrum, P.G., of 
Indiana, unanimously elected Grand Sire. 

For Deputy Grand Sire — 

Representative Hubbard of Texas nominated Representative C. A. 
Keller of Texas. 

Representative Bass of Georgia nominated Representative Robert 
T. Daniel of Georgia. 

Representative Blanks of Virginia nominated Representative Hill 
Montague of Virginia. 

The ballot was spread aDd resulted as follows: 

Representative C. A. Keller received 118 votes. 

Representative R. T. Daniel received 66 votes. 

Representative Hill Montague received 24 votes. 
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Whereupon the Grand Sire, on motion of Representative Daniel 
of Georgia, seconded by Representative Montague of Virginia, declared 
C. A. Keller, P.G., of Texas duly elected Deputy Grand Sire. 

For Grand Secretary — Representative Grason of Maryland nom- 
inated John B. Goodwin, Past Grand Sire. 

By order of the Sovereign Body, Representative Grason of Mary- 
land cast the ballot, and the Grand Sire declared John B. Goodwin, 
Past Grand Sire, unanimously elected Grand Secretary. 

For Grand Treasurer — Representative Mohr of Pennsylvania nom- 
inated M. Richards Muckle, P.G., of Pennsylvania. 

Milton J. Durham, Senior Past Grand Sire, acting under instruc- 
tions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, cast the ballot, and the Grand 
Sire declared M. Richards Muckle, P.G., of Pennsylvania, unanimously 
elected Grand Treasurer.” 

In the supplemental report of the Grand Sire strong disapproval 
w'as expressed toward the use of the emblems of the Order in promoting 
private financial schemes. 

Various applications were made for permission, but in every case 
there was flat refusal, and with the strongest condemnation of any 
attempt to prostitute the Order or its emblems to such improper uses. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF HOMES. 

The Committee on Odd Fellows’ Homes reported as follows: 

‘‘We note that there are ten Jurisdictions where Homes have not 
yet been established. All of these Jurisdictions are raising funds for 
this purpose, the amounts now on hand ranging from $900.00, the 
lowest, to $48,754.93. It is the opinion of this committee that all Juris- 
dictions who have twenty thousand dollars or more should at once go 
to work and establish a Horae. And we would recommend that they 
do so. 

The maintenance of Homes for the children of deceased Odd 
Fellows, and for old and indigent members of our Order, is a distinctive 
feature of Odd Fellowship; and we believe has been and is still the 
greatest factor in the wonderful growth of our Order. 

We would therefore urge upon our members everywhere to continue 
that liberal support to the Homes of the Order that they have hereto- 
fore given.” 

This was adopted. 

A resolution was presented to make unmarried women with no 
male relatives ineligible to the Rebekah Degree. After full considera- 
tion it was not adopted. The law was unchanged. 
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GEN. RANEY NOT A MEMBER. 

The Committee on Mileage and Per Diem reported the General 
commanding the Patriarchs Militant as entitled to the same. But on 
motion this was stricken out, because he is not a member of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. It was also decided that General Raney had no 
right to introduce legislation pertaining to his department. Any meas- 
ures emanating from the Militant Council could only be presented by 
an accredited representative. 

TUBERCULOSIS SANITARIUM. 

One of the most important questions coming before the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge was the proposition to establish a Sanitarium for the cure 
of consumptives. At the meeting one year before at Seattle the plan 
was presented. It was referred to a strong committee to consider and 
report at this session. An able report was presented in favor of the 
establishment of such place to treat members of the Order who are 
afflicted with this dread malady. The recommendation of the com- 
mittee was as follows: 

“In pursuance of the views we have outlined, the members of your 
Committee, in their capacity as Representatives, will submit amend- 
ments to our Constitution designed to obviate some of the legal diffi- 
culties pointed out. In order that the work may be kept up during 
the interval between sessions, we recommend that a Special Committee 
of Three be appointed to further consider the subject and to report at 
our next annual session. The Sovereign Grand Lodge to be at no 
expense in this connection.” 

A battle royal followed. Eloquent speeches were made on both 
sides, but at the conclusion the roll was called and the vote stood 99 
for and 110 against. The Sanitarium is therefore defeated for the 
present. The Illinois delegation voted solidly in favor of the proposi- 
tion. Later in the session it was voted to appoint a Special Committee 
to report in 1911. Representatives Goudy of Colorado, Huddleston of 
Alabama and Birdseye of Washington were named. 

NEXT PLACE OF MEETING. 

Owing to the expense in entertainment of the annual sessions of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, few cities asked for the 1911 meeting. 
Los Angeles, Cal., extended an invitation, and it looked as though the 
decision would be in its favor. Grand Sire-elect Cockrum took strong 
ground against this on account of the expense, Los Angeles being 
located so far to one side of the country, the mileage would be very 
large. Coming so soon after the meeting at Seattle, the treasury is in 
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no condition to stand the strain. Brother Cockrum urged the S. G. L. 
go to some central location, regardless of any invitation. He sug- 
gested Chicago, but Representative Snelling said that it is not yet ready 
to entertain this Grand Body. He nominated Indianapolis, even more 
central than Chicago. This is the home of Grand Sire' Cockrum. 
After some discussion all other places were withdrawn and Indianapolis 
unanimously chosen. 

REPRESENTATIVES FROM AUSTRALASIA. 

Last year Bro. Petrus Beyer, Grand Sire of Denmark, was present 
and was of great interest to all. This year the Foreign Representative 
was John C. Smith, Grand Secretary of Australasia. He was made 
very welcome and proved to be a very sensible and useful Represen- 
tative. 

He gave an account of the difficulty of the Order’s growth in the 
land so far away. Yet there is a steady increase in Australia. As he 
bore the name of a Past Grand Master of Illinois, Gen. John C. Smith, 
the Illinois people were especially interested. 

The law was changed so that Past Grands, not occupying official 
station, shall be entitled to wear veteran jewels issued by the S.G.L. 
in lieu of regalia required. 

PATRIARCHAL DEPARTMENT. 

The Grand Sire called attention to the fact that during the past 
year the Encampment had made a net increase of only 1.308 members. 
At the same time there was an increase in the Subordinate Lodges of 
41,608. The, proportionate growth of Patriarchal Odd Fellowship, as 
compared with the Subordinate, was so small as to challenge attention. 
The matter went to the Committee on Patriarchal Degree. This com- 
mittee reported that it could not satisfactorily explain the fact or give 
the cause. The following, however, was suggested as a possible reason: 

“Your committee would suggest that perhapes the real cause of 
the condition complained of by the Grand Sire lies in the plan of the 
Encampment work, which superimposes upon the best fraternal and 
beneficiary society on earth — the Subordinate Lodge — a secondary bene- 
ficiary organization which is doing, in a less capable and efficient way, 
the same work as the Subordinate Lodge. 

“There is provided by the Subordinate the main framework of 
relief and attentive and mortuary benefits. When the Encampment 
enters as a secondary agent in this work the field is covered largely by 
the very same men who must carry out the Encampment system of 
relief. 
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“Without minimizing the excellences of Patriarchal relief, the fact 
of this anomalous condition of a fraternity haying two organs for the 
same function — one greater, one lesser — strikes forcibly the student of 
conditions as peculiar, leading to the inquiry whether this anomaly 
holds the secret of weakness.” 

It was deemed of so much importance that a Committee of Five 
was recommended to consider and report next year. The Special Com- 
mittee was accordingly appointed. 

PROPOSED CONSOLIDATION. 

Closely akin to the foregoing was a proposition from Massachu- 
setts to consolidate the Patriarchs Militant with the Encampment, leav- 
ing but one organization. The Militants would then be the uniform 
branch of the Encampment. This was duly considered, but no decision 
was reached. The committee was continued, to report at next session. 

It was voted to grant a charter for a Lodge in the Canal Zone, 
Panama.

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SOME OUTSIDE FEATURES. 

The foregoing is a summary of the business of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge Session. It would not be proper to close this report without 
some reference to the social and other features provided by the people 
of Atlanta. The proverbial hospitality of the South was on every hand 
to be seen as well as felt. The first point of special interest was the 
trip to Marietta and Kenesaw Mountains on Saturday afternoon. This 
trip was made on electric cars, and over twenty miles gave visiting 
Odd Fellows and Rebekahs an opportunity to view the scenes made 
memorable by Sherman's Army in June and July, 1864. 

Marietta is a city of 7,000 and is prosperous and progressive. Gov- 
ernor Joe Brown and United States Senator Clay both live here. At 
Marietta the Federal cemetery is the resting place of 11,000 Northern 
men who fell during the awful scenes of 1864. Every house in Marietta 
but two was destroyed. General Joseph E. Johnston fortified Kenesaw 
Mountain to stay Sherman’s onward course. This he failed to do. It 
is told that the water works system and the plumbing of Marietta were 
constructed entirely out of the lead gathered from Kenesaw. Natives 
for a long time made a living by gathering and selling lead from the 
mountain. Many carloads were shipped away. Even now, forty-six 
years after the war, bullets and cannon balls are to be found. 

On this trip the entire party was turned loose in a cotton field 
bought for the visitors. All were at liberty to take all the cotton they 
wanted. It enabled those from other parts of the country to see cotton 
in every form, from the flower to the open boll, ready to pick. A group 
of old time darkeys were there, picking cotton to the music of the days 
of long ago. 

On Sunday religious services were largely attended at the Wesley 
Memorial Church. The Chaplain of the Sovereign Grand Lodge preached 
a fine sermon on the brotherhood of man, as shown in the story of 
the Good Samaritan. 

In the afternoon at the great Auditorium 5,000 people gathered to 
hear an organ concert. The organ is one of the greatest in the country. 
Other social events occurred during the week. A reception at the 
Piedmont Driving Club, a barbecue at the Cold Spring Cue Park and 
other interesting features were sufficient to keep all, including ladies 
attending, busy from the beginning to the end. There were no dull 
moments. It was a problem to find time to eat and sleep. 

ATLANTA’S GREATEST EVENT. 

The great event of the week was the parade on Wednesday. Some 
idea can be gained of the magnitude of this display by the following, 
taken from the Atlanta Constitution: 
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“With the longest and most resplendent pageant that ever paraded 
the streets of Atlanta there came on Wednesday afternoon a crowning 
climax to Odd Fellowship's capture of the Gate City of the South. With 
cohorts all gleaming in purple and gold, with gorgeous banners, beauti- 
fully decorated floats, the tramp of hundreds of martial feet, the playing 
of brass bands and the applause of the multitude of appreciative spec- 
tators, the magnificent pageant scored a success as no other similar 
parade had ever done in Atlanta. 

“It required exactly forty-five minutes for the parade to pass a 
given point, and as it was moving at the rate of over three miles an 
hour, this showed that the procession was nearly two miles in length. 

“It was a most brilliant spectacle, for the Patriarchs Militant were 
there in their attractive uniforms, the floats were there presenting 
great tableaux, the lovely women of the Rebekah Lodge were there, 
the ‘goat' was there, and last, but far from least, the three links of 
‘Friendship, Love and Truth’ were there, the links that have bound 
hearts heart to heart through all the civilized world. 

“There were men in the parade from every State in the Union, 
from Canada and from Australia. 

“Some of the striking features of the great parade were the hand- 
some floats, the Cantons in full uniform, and the picturesque costumes 
worn by the Buffalo Lodge, which was resplendent in purple robes, 
with sandals and turbans. Each man carried a sunflower fan. 

“Among the attractive floats were that of the Rebekah Lodge of 
Atlanta, the Aurora Rebekah Lodge and Capital Lodge of Atlanta. The 
latter represented two men in a scene exemplifying the work of the 
Order. 

“Barnes Lodge walked two men abreast and between each of the 
two was suspended the Odd Fellowship symbol of three links. 

“The Seventeenth Regiment U. S. Infantry, from Fort McPherson, 
added greatly to the parade. It was a great day for Odd Fellowship 
and for Atlanta.’’ 

Permit us as we close to express our great appreciation for the 
honor of representing in the Grand Lodge of the World the superb 
membership of the Order in our great State of Illinois. Our 90,000 
Odd Fellows and 50,000 Rebekahs are a large factor in the 2,000,000 
membership found under the control of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
We were especially proud of representing the Grand Lodge that was 
shown by official returns to have made the greatest gain in membership 
for the year of any in the world. It is believed with the great work 
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done by our present Grand Master that we can again carry off the 
palm at Indianapolis in 1911. With full expressions of gratitude and

Parks 
is a member of Noble Lodge, No. 482, I. O. O. F., having been rein- 
stated after dropping for non-payment of dues, on the 17th day of 
November, 1908. On January 31. 1909, less than six months after his 
reinstatement, he was stricken with partial paralysis, which has ren- 
dered him ‘incapable of earning a livelihood, and made necessary a 
careful supervision of his needs. Bro. Parks is without family, or any 
near relatives who could be induced to care for him in providing a 
home, even for a financial remuneration. He is deprived of the pro- 
tection of the Odd Fellows’ Home only because his membership has not 
been of an unbroken period required by the laws of the Home. Noble 
Lodge is willing and ready to do all it can for the support of this un- 
fortunate brother, but the Lodge is handicapped in his care by its

The following is offered as an amendment to Article IV of the 
Grand Lodge Constitution, relating to election of Grand Lodge Officers; 
and, if adopted, will read as follows: 
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Section 1. The officers of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois 
shall be: Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Warden, Grand 
Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand Chaplain, Grand Marshal, Grand 
Conductor, Grand Guardian, Grand Herald; the first five of whom 
shall he elected in the manner hereinafter described, and the others 
shall be appointed by the Grand Master. 

Section 2. If any Officer shall neglect or refuse to attend the 
Grand Lodge, his office may be declared vacant, and the same shall 
be filled by the Officers and members present; provided, that should 
such absence be caused by sickness or disability, the Officer may be 
excused by a majority of the members present. 

Section 3. Should such vacancy occur, by resignation or otherwise, 
in any of the elective offices of the Grand Lodge, not otherwise pro- 
vided for, the Grand Master, or in his absence the Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter, shall appoint a member of the Grand Lodge to fill such vacancy 
until the next regular session of the Grand Lodge, and he shall be en- 
titled to all the honors and emoluments of the office, as though elected 
by the Grand Lodge. 

Section 4. Nominations of candidates for Grand Officers may be 
made by any Past Grand transmitting the name of any Past Grand 
eligible for office to the Grand Master, stating the office for which he 
is nominated, at any time prior to the first day of May. The Grand 
Master shall, immediately after the first day of June, transmit to each 
Past Grand nominated a notice of his nomination, requesting his ac- 
ceptance or declination of the same; and if he accepts, he shall furnish 
the Grand Master with the notice of his acceptance and a certificate of 
good standing in his Subordinate Lodge; failing to do so, the Grand 
Master shall not place his name on the ticket. On the first of June 
the Grand Master shall transmit to the Grand Secretary the names of 
all Past Grands who have accepted nominations; and the Grand Secre- 
tary shall, before July 1st, transmit to the several Lodges, together 
with suitable election blanks, the names of all the nominees who have 
accepted the nominations, and the location of the respective Lodges in 
which they hold membership, stating the several offices for which 
they were nominated; provided, that no Past Grand can accept the 
nomination or be a candidate for more than one office at the same 
time. 

Section 5. At the last regular meeting of each Subordinate Lodge 
in the month of July the Past Grands in good standing of such Lodge 
shall be entitled to vote by ballot for Grand Officers. The tellers shall 
be furnished by the Secretary with a list of all Past Grands of the 
Lodge who are not more than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues, and 
no Past Grand shall be permitted to vote whose name does not appear 
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in said list; provided, if any Past Grand whose name has been omitted 
shall pay up his dues so as to make him less than thirteen weeks in 
arrears for dues at the time, he shall be allowed, on presenting a re- 
ceipt to that effect, to have his name added to said list and to cast his 
vote. Immediately after the reading of the minutes the Noble Grand 
shall appoint two tellers from among the members of the Lodge, and 
thereupon declare the ballot open, and the same shall remain open 
until the order of business of “Good of the Order’' shall have been 
reached, when the ballot shall be declared closed; whereupon the tell- 
ers, assisted by the Secretary, and under the supervision of the Noble 
Grand, shall count the votes in open Lodge and announce the result, 
and a record thereof shall be entered upon the minutes. The Noble 
Grand, Secretary and Tellers shall, on the same evening, make an ab- 
stract in triplicate of the votes cast for each candidate, attach their 
signatures and the seal of the Lodge to same, and immediately trans- 
mit one copy of said abstract to the Grand Master and one copy to the 
Grand Secretary (and the Grand Secretary shall retain these abstracts 
unopened until after the last day upon w'hich abstracts may be sent 
in, or August first). The Secretary of the Lodge shall retain the re- 
maining copy thereof in said Lodge and deliver the same to the Rep- 
resentative to the Grand Lodge, who shall deliver it to the Com- 
mittee on Returns at the next session of that body. The Grand Secre- 
tary shall, at the following session of the Grand Lodge, deliver the 
said abstracts received by him to the Committee on Returns, for com- 
parison with the report of the Grand Master. 

Section 6. The Grand Master shall, on the second Tuesday in 
August, call to his assistance three disinterested Past Grands, residents 
of the city in which the Grand Master resides, and proceed to open 
and count the votes cast for Grand Officers. If any of the returns 
shall be irregular, or want any of the requisites prescribed in Section 
5, the Grand Master shall immediately transmit said irregular returns 
to the Lodge or Lodges making said irregular returns, ‘and call at- 
tention to the irregularities, and request the correction of the same. 
After having canvassed ah correct returns and transmitted (if there 
be any) said irregular returns as above prescribed, said board of can- 
vassers shall adjourn to a future date, not less than fifteen nor more 
than thirty days, when they shall meet and complete the canvass. 

The Past Grands having the highest number of votes shall be 
declared duly elected to the offices for which they were respectively 
nominated; provided, the number of votes received shall not be less 
than one-third the total number of votes cast for all candidates for 
such office, in which event the candidate who shall have received the 
highest vote in a majority of the Subordinate Lodges shall be declared 
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elected. If no candidate shall have received one-third of the entire 
vote, or the highest vote of the Subordinate Lodges, the Grand Lodge 
shall proceed to elect to fill the vacancy, by a majority vote, from the 
three persons who received the largest total vote. In the event of a 
tie vote, the candidate receiving the votes of the largest number of 
Subordinate Lodges shall be declared elected, if he shall have received 
one-third of the total number of votes cast in the Subordinate Lodges. 
In the event of death, removal or declination of the candidate other- 
wise to be declared elected, the candidate receiving the next higher 
number of votes, not less than one-third the total vote, shall be de- 
clared elected. The Grand Master shall, immediately after the vote 
has been canvassed, certify the result of the count to the Grand Secre- 
tary, who shall notify the candidates of their election. 

Section 7. The returns from the several Lodges, together with 
the tally sheet, properly certified to by the Grand Master and his as- 
sistants, ■ shall be sealed up and returned to the Grand Lodge at the 
commencement of its next session, for revision and the correction of 
errors, if any be found therein. Such returns, together with duplicate 
returns held by the Grand Secretary, shall be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Returns, who shall carefully examine the same and report 
to the Grand Lodge. 

Section 8. Representatives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge from 
this Grand Lodge shall be nominated and elected in the same manner 
as is provided for the election of officers of this Grand Lodge. At the 
election of officers in the month of July, of odd-numbered years, there 
shall be elected one Grand Representative to serve for a term of one 
year, and at the election of officers in the month of July of even 
numbered years there shall be elected two Grand Representatives, one 
to serve for a term of one year and one to serve for a term of two 
years. In making nominations for such officers to be voted 
for in even numbered years, the Past Grand making the 
nomination shall state for which term the brother is nom- 
inated, and the election blanks furnished by the Grand Secretary shall 
designate one class of candidates as “Grand Representative for one 
year,” and the other class of candidates as “Grand Representative for 
two years”; provided, that, in case a Past Grand shall be nominated 
for both the one-year and two-year terms, he may not be a candidate 
in both classes, but must state in his acceptance the term for which 
his acceptance is filed.

[Extract from the Annual Report of the President of the Rebekah Assembly.] 

ELECTION OP DELEGATES TO REBEKAH ASSEMBLY. 

Delegates to the Assembly are now elected in January of each year, 
the election occurring almost one year in advance of the meeting to 
which delegates have been elected. In view of the fact that a full semi* 
annual term elapses subsequent to this election, whereby many Noble 
Grands would be qualified to fill the office of delegate to the Assembly, 
it would seem wise to change the election of delegates from January to 
July.

Brethren of the Grand Lodge: As we stand with bowed heads 
and look into the chamber of death, we are impressed with the weight 
of responsibility in life. Can we so act as to have our brothers and 
friends truthfully say of us “Well done, good and faithful servant?” 
These, our brothers, have passed from the miracle we call life into 
that mystery we call death. 

I come to pay a willing tribute to the memory of James R. Kewley. 
When the word came that he had gone to join the great, silent majority 
there was regret and sorrow. One of my first official acts, when Grand 
Master, was to appoint him as a member of the Committee on Judiciary 
and Appeals. Though not a lawyer and, therefore, not schooled in the 
special knowledge of that great profession, he was, notwithstanding, 
universally recognized as an authority in the law of our great brother- 
hood. Bro. Kewley’s grasp of the principles of the Order of Odd 
Fellows and the statutes and decisions emanating therefrom was not 
exceeded by any member of this Grand Lodge. For this reason he 
at once became one of the most useful and helpful members of this 
committee. 

In every view it may he truthfully said of. Bro. Kewley that he 
was a.11 earnest, faithful, zealous and intelligent Odd Fellow. Whether 
as Grand Master, or as a member on the floor, he was always ready and 
willing for service. When any task was assigned him there was 
assurance that it would be well and thoroughly done. In every 
avenue of life he measured up to the highest standards of right living 
and helpfulness to his fellows. The world can ill-afford to lose men 
of his type and character. There are already too few of them. May 
we w’ho yet remain be grateful for the benediction of lives such as his

'Tis sweet to think of those we love. 

While sitting at my desk one day opening the great amount of 
mail coming to me. I cam'e across a letter informing me of the death 
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of Past Grand Master James R. Kewley, which occurred in one of 
our Southern States, where he had gone in the hope of benefiting his 
health. 

A sadness came over me, I realized we had lost one of the pillars 
in Odd Fellowship. I had known Brother Kewley a long number of 
years, and to know him was to love him. He was my friend, he was 
your friend; he was a Christian, a gentleman, and Odd Fellow; he was 
a Father and a Husband; he was active in his church work, always 
ready to do his duty toward God and his fellow man; he was true to 
his family and to the Order. 

I had watched him during his illness and expected sooner or later 
to receive the news of his death, yet I had hopes that an allwise God 
might spare his life a few years longer. The grim reaper comes when 
we least expect it. I remember him as Grand Master and how well he 
performed the duties of the office; I have sat in his presence and 
listened to his voice in the Grand Lodge; I have watched him ever 
since I have known him, and with all the years that I have been associ- 
ated with Past Grand Master Kewley I have yet to find a single instance 
where he failed in his duty. His decisions were always right, and his 
actions were just. 

I attended his funeral, went to the house of mourning, spoke 
words of comfort to the bereaved widow and the sorrowing children. 
I looked upon his face so cold in death and said “good bye.” We 
followed his remains to the place where he loved to worship so much — 
South Park Avenue M. E. Church — where the funeral service was held. 
I stood at his open grave in beautiful Oakwood Cemetery and watched 
them lower his body out of sight. Assisted by Past Grand Master 
Henry A. Stone, we recited the beautiful Burial Service of the Order. 
My heart bled in sjunpathy for the sorrowing family and as the clods 
of the valley fell and rested upon his bosom, with tear-moistened eyes 
I imagined I could see his spirit going back home to the God who 
gave it.

Grand Master, Gentlemen and Brothers: The two epochs in 
human existence are birth and death, the dawn and the sunset of 
time.

I knew Brother Kewley, 
in memory of whom I am permitted to speak, as well, doubtless, as 
any member of this Grand Lodge, for he held membership in the same 
Lodge — Lakeside, No. 450 — which Lodge was created, or rather had 
its earliest conception, in the late brother’s home. 
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Having been chosen to the first Noble Grand of this Lodge, wherein 
Brother Kewley was also made an officer, [ can appreciate the ambition 
that found culmination in the Grand Master’s chair, for the late 
brother was energetic, determined and painstaking, even to a degree 
that caused him to be a close follower of detail and method. 

He served his home Lodge in many positions; in fact, the dis- 
tinction that had been given him by reason of his exalted office did not 
retard his efforts in this direction. 

It was also my pleasure to hold membership in the same Encamp- 
ment with the late brother — Putnam, No. 127 — where he evinced equal 
energy and enthusiasm, having been the Treasurer for a number of 
years. 

Brother Kewley did not confine his service to the Lodge and 
Encampment, but, passing on, he took membership in the Canton, 
where he ascended by gradual promotion to the rank of a Brigadier 
General, being on the retired list at the time of his demise. 

Every member of this Order has a place in its history in proportion 
to his activity in it; hence, to be elected Grand Master is to leave a 
record for the future to study; hence, Past Grand Master Kewley will 
have his name engraved upon the monument of time, wherein the 
service he rendered to the Order will not be forgotten. 

It has already been stated that the late Past Grand Master was 
true to his convictions of right, permitting no deviation, under the 
influence and pressure of sentiment, which fact caused him to be at 
times misunderstood. 

He was a close and ardent student of men and events, and being 
gifted with strong intuition, he solved at a glance legal problems, by 
reason of his quick and acute analytical mind. Easy to approach, 
urbane in manner, and kindly of nature, his death left a vacancy in 
our Order that it will be difficult to fill.

At home he 
was a kind father to his children and a. devoted husband. He was truly 
devoted to his home as well as to his profession, his Lodge, and his 
Church. 

Brother Kewley was truly a man of affairs, and, possessing a 
keen, analytic mind, he was able to look into the very heart of affairs 
such as came under his notice. By virtue of this fact he became an 
expert in Odd Fellow law. There was, perhaps, no one better fitted for 
the position he held on the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. His 
judicial mind, his good judgment, his fearlessness, his love for the 
right — all made him the equal of the best and the one to be trusted 
in places of honor. 

Dr. Kewley was likewise active in his church work, being an 
official member 'in South Park Methodist Episcopal Church. For many 
years he held this honorable position, with credit to himself and with 
honor to the church. In a word, Brother Kewley was an Odd Fellow 
true, and a good man.

When I first entered this Grand Lodge, some thirty years ago, one 
of the strong men who attracted my attention was E. B. Sherman. 
He was then a Past Grand Master, and exercised a great deal of influ- 
ence over all legislation enacted by the Grand Lodge.

Brother Sherman has not for some years been a frequent attend- 
ant at the Grand Lodge sessions, but it has been my privilege frequently 
to meet him, by reason of his official relation to the Federal Courts 
at Chicago, and his intense interest in the work of Odd Fellowship 
was repeatedly evidenced by his inquiries as to the work of this Grand 
Body, as to the health and prosperity of his friends of former days, 
and of the great progress along the lines of organized benevolence so 
beautifully illustrated in our work. 

Brother Sherman was a good lawyer and was so regarded by his 
associates among the leading members of the profession. This alone 
is high praise; but he was more. He was a citizen of broad views and 
activities. He was a friend of the deepest heart-culture. He was an 
Odd Fellow in spirit and in truth. Those who knew him will revere 
his memory and emulate his virtue and his strength.

Grand Master and Members of ttie Grand Lodge: At this sol- 
emn hour and upon this solemn occasion, I feel the importance of 
presenting a few words in commemoration of the life and character 
of Past Grand Master Elijah B. Sherman. 

His administration as Grand Master of this Jurisdiction is so inti- 
mately connected with my life and work in the domain of Odd Fellow- 
ship that I hold his memory in grateful reverence for what he did for 
me when I was quite young in the cause. 

I entered the Grand Lodge in 1873, being sent by my Lodge as a 
delegate, like most members are at the present day. Elijah B. Sherman 
was elected Grand Master at the session held in Chicago, October, 
1874. I never had any formal introduction to him, but he approached 
me on the floor of the Grand Lodge and asked rue if I was not a prac- 
ticing lawyer, and I told him that I was. He said he wanted me to 
serve as a member of the Judiciary Committee. 

The Judiciary and Appeals Committee appointed by Grand Master 
Sherman and serving to October, 1875, was composed of J. F. Alex- 
ander, P.G.M., Walter E. Carlin, Alfred Orendorff, Joachim Saehn, and 
George W. Young. This committee had considerable work to do and 
was kept busy almost continuously during the session of the Grand 
Lodge. 

The next session of the Grand Lodge was held at Peoria, Illinois, 
October, 1875. John H. Oberly, of Cairo, was elected Grand Master, 
and he appointed me a member of the Committee on Appeals, and from 
that time until the present I have been an active worker in nearly all 
departments of Odd Fellowship. I have missed but very few sessions 
of the Grand Lodge during the last thirty-three years, and I have spent 
considerable time and effort in the advancement and upbuilding of the 
Order in the south part of the State; having held various important 
positions, by appointment, from different Grand Masters. There is no 
question, in my mind, but what this little friendly act of recognition 
by the late Grand Master Sherman brought me into the notice of promi- 
nent members of the Order, and caused them to give me responsible 
positions of usefulness and honor. That I have done some work that 
has redounded to the benefit and advancement of our Noble Order 
during the last thirty-seven years, many living today can bear witness. 

I never was very intimately acquainted with our good Brother, 
Elijah B. Sherman, as he lived in Chicago, and I lived in the southern 
part of the State, more than 300 miles distant, but I saw him passingly, 
and frequently during his days of activity, and it is with high esteem 
and reverence that I add these few remarks upon this solemn occasion, 
to the memory of a splendid Odd Fellow and a useful citizen. 
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He was my friend. He rendered me valuable assistance in giving 
me recognition as an active worker in the field of Odd Fellowship; and 
it is with a feeling of gratitude that I appear before the Grand Lodge 
today to pay this loving tribute to the memory of Elijah B. Sherman. 


Report, by Bro. Samuel Willard, P.G. Sec’y, P.G. Rep. 

To the Grand Lodge of Illinois , I. 0. 0. F: 

Your Committee on Memorial of E. B. Sherman, P.G.M., reports 
as follows: 

We praise the dead not for their own sake. When Death’s heavy 
hand drew the dark curtain, our speech to them was hushed. As 
said the poet — 

“Can Honor’s voice provoke the silent dust, 

Or Flatt’ry soothe the dull cold ear of death?” 

Not even for their families or friends do we write the panegyric 
or raise the voice of eulogy so much as for a higher reason. The 
moral sense of mankind, its most vivifying and preservative force, 
is outraged when Virtue and Goodness are not honored, and evil is 
not condemned to its proper infamy. For this reason men are out- 
spoken in their execration of the selfish career of Napoleon, which 
hurled thousands in a single day to wounds and death; so they abhor 
the dark and cruel bigotry of Philip II, and the treachery of Judas. 
So they honor the patient unselfish years of Washington with grand 
monuments, give his name to New England’s tallest peak, and spread 
it upon the map in towns, counties, and a state. So they reverence the 
more recent savior of the nation, Lincoln, good. wise, tender of heart. 

In this spirit of justice to the dead and to the moral sense of the 
Order do we speak of one of its bright lights whose service to the 
Order and to mankind was in Illinois. 

Elijah B era is S her wax was born in Vermont, June 18, 1832, son 
of a farmer; his mother’s name was Willmarth. They were Baptists; 
and though in later years he adopted the more liberal tenets of Prof. 
David Swing, he never lost the deep sense of religion gained from 
his early lessons. His first ambition was to get the best education that 
he could; and he went to college rather later in life than most 
students. But in his 29th year the cannon of the Civil War summoned 
him to serve his country in her armies, and he became a Second 
Lieutenant in a Vermont volunteer regiment. But in little more than 
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a year after the opening of the war, Sherman’s military career was 
ended: He was at Harper’s Ferry when Lee’s advance under Stonewall 
Jackson took that place and its defenders on his way to the field of 
Antietam; and Sherman came to Chicago as a paroled prisoner of 
war and gave himself to the study of law. Here he joined Fort Dear- 
born Lodge, No. 214; married Miss Harriet G. Levering, and became 
known for his energy in all his lines of action. When the fire of 1871 
struck the city, he got out of Chicago and from some country station 
telegraphed to Nicholson and Ridgely in the East and to Harmon in 
California, as to the condition of the members generally in the disaster. 
When relief was organized, he and Past Grand Masters Rogers and 
Ellis were made the board of administration. In 1874 he was elected 
Grand Master and conducted his office with his usual vigor; his deal- 
ing with appeals manifested both his good sense and his legal acumen. 
After service as Grand Representative he held no other office in the 
Order, though he served in the Committee on the Code of 1881. He 
soon became Master in Chancery for the TJ. S. District Court, and held 
that judicial office to his death. Socially he was a valued member 
of the Grand Army, the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, the 
Philosophical Society, the Chicago Literary Club, the Alliance, the 
Saracen, and perhaps others. Ill health limited his later activities, 
and he died May 1, 1910, leaving his widow and one son, who follows 
his father’s profession. 

Our Order has lost one of its most earnest and useful members; 
and this Grand Lodge inscribes upon its memorial pages a tribute 
to his eminent abilities and his shining virtues. Those who are not 
endowed with his ability may reverence his memory and emulate his 
example of practical good will to his fellow men, his courage in 
disaster, and his adhesion to the principles of Friendship, Love, and 
Truth.

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , L O. O. F. : 

Your Committee on Home Libraries would respectfully report as 
follows: 

We have spent much time, during the past year, in considering and 
investigating the needs of the libraries of our two Homes, and find 
that, instead of more new books, we need more shelf-room. We find many 
books at the Old Folks' Home that have never been uncrated, owing to 
the lack of shelf-room. We also find that many of the books in the two 
Homes are unfitted for the needs of the inmates, and therefore would 
recommend that the Library Committee be instructed to visit the 
Homes during the ensuing year and make a careful revision of the 
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books of the libraries; also, that the committee be authorized to con- 
demn and sell to the best advantage the books that are worn and 
unfit for use, the money raised for sale of same to be applied to the 
needs of the two libraries. 

We would also recommend that, should it become necessary to 
erect an additional building at the Old Folks’ Home, a room in said 
building be set apart for a library reading-room, as the present accom- 
modations are entirely inadequate to the needs of the inmates.

The Committee of Judges of Degree Work presented the 
following report, which was considered and adopted. 

DOCUMENT NO. 74. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , /. 0. 0. F.: 

Your Committee* named to attend the Meeting at the Arsenal 
Wednesday afternoon and evening, and witness the work of the several 
degree staffs, beg leave to report as follows: 

This meeting was held under the supervision of Springfield Lodge, 
No. 465, of Springfield, under special dispensation, and we feel that the 
Officers of this Lodge deserve a great deal of credit and commendation 
for the splendid manner in which they opened the Lodge, the examina- 
tion of candidates, and closing down to the various degrees. Every 
Officer could be distinctly heard throughout the hall, and we believe 
that many of those present received a valuable lesson in conducting 
part of our ritualistic work. 

The Initiatory Degree was conferred by Columbia Lodge, No. 21, of 
Peoria; and seldom, if ever, have we seen this degree conferred in a 
manner even approaching the splendid work of this team. Every line 
was clearly, distinctly and forcibly spoken, and could be heard by every 
brother present. The floor work was beyond criticism; the drills were 
beautifully and faultlessly executed with military precision. We be- 
lieve this team should present this work at the next session of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge, at Indianapolis, next September, and would rec- 
ommend that they do so. 

The First Degree was conferred by Friendship Lodge, No. 24, of 
Rushville. The work of this team was excellent, and the individual 
members showed considerable dramatic power in those parts where 
such power is required. The teachings of this degree were forcibly 
portrayed, and were imparted to the candidate with unusual power and

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effect. In view of the work of this team, the remarkable increase of 
membership in Friendship Lodge since the organization of the team is 
easily explained. 

The Second Degree was conferred by Manufacturers’ Lodge, No. 
485, of Moline, in a manner beyond criticism. The ritualistic work was 
practically letter-perfect, and the floor-work was such as would im- 
press the teachings of this degree indelibly on the minds, not only of 
the candidate, but of all who were present. 

The Third Degree was conferred by Celestial Lodge, No. 186, of 
Decatur, .and, after closely following the ritualistic work of this team 
with the open ritual before us, we take pleasure in reporting that the 
members of this team were absolutely letter-perfect in the work. The 
floor-work of this team was simple, yet beautiful, and greatly enhanced 
the lectures of the degree. The work of this team could be profitably 
used as a model by many of the Lodges throughout the State. 

The work of the evening was under the personal supervision and 
direction of Henry A. Stone, P.G.M., and under his able direction every 
thing moved with smoothness and order. Several of the teams have 
been instructed by T. H. Thompson, Assistant Examiner and Instructor. 
They showed the splendid results that can be attained under his direc- 
tion and instruction, and were splendid examples of his power and 
ability in this line of work.

Whereas, The per capita tax allowed by said Constitution is now 
too low to admit of this Grand Lodge granting an appropriation suf- 
ficient to pay the ordinary expenses; and 

Whereas, These Homes have been enlarged by a number of new 
buildings, requiring the attention and employment of more help, and 
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in order that the Boards of said Homes shall be allowed sufficient 
money to pay for the running expenses and improvements, and the 
natural increase of expenditures that arise from increased numbers in 
said Homes, additional buildings to be cared for, and greater number 
of help to be employed, and the natural need of repairs; 

Therefore , We believe that the Constitution in the above named 
article and section should be amended. 

The original section reads as follows: 

“Every Subordinate Lodge shall pay to the Grand Lodge such 
capitation tax as may, from year to year, or by by-laws of this Grand 
Lodge, be determined upon; provided, however, that there shall never 
be appropriated from such capitation tax, for any one fiscal year, a sum 
to exceed sixty cents per capita tax, for the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ 
Home and the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ Home, for maintenance and all 
expenses of such Homes.’’ 

That the said section shall be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 5. Every Subordinate Lodge shall pay to the Grand 
Lodge such capitation tax as may, from year to year, or by the by-laws 
of this Grand Lodge, be determined upon; provided, however, that 
there shall never be appropriated from such capitation tax, for any 
one fiscal year, a sum to exceed seventy-five cents per capita tax, for 
the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home and the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ 
Home, for maintenance and all expenses of such Homes.”

Presented, 385: considered 
and adopted, 419. 

Fourth report, by Bro. Jno. Q. A. Ledbetter — Recommending that the 
proposed amendment introduced by Bro, Alex Van Praag, P.G.M., 
(page 358), be referred to the Committee on Legislation to be 
appointed by the incoming Grand Master, to be reported on at tlie 
next Session of the Grand Lodge; and asking that this committee 
be discharged from further consideration of the subject. Pre- 
sented, 394; adopted, 421. 

Fifth report (incorrectly numbered “third”) by Bro. Geo. W. Young — 
On a resolution requiring that the Secretary of the local Lodge 
notify all members to be present at the meeting of the Lodge 
when the Lodge Deputy Grand Master is to be selected, or recom- 
mended by the Lodge. The committee are of the opinion that, 
inasmuch as the selection of a Lodge Deputy is in the discretion 
of the Grand Master, the adoption of the said resolution would be 
of no avail, and therefore recommend that said resolution be not 
adopted, and that the committee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the same. Presented, 394; adopted, 421. 
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Sixth report, by Bro. Mark Jardine — On resolution (Document No. 10) 
proposing- to create a “Superannuation Fund.” The committee 
report that they have carefully considered the resolution, and are 
of the opinion that said resolution is not definite enough in that it 
makes no provision for creating, taking charge of, or disbursing 
such a fund. The committee are also of the opinion that the 
creating of special funds is not for the best interest of the Order 
and should not be encouraged. They therefore recommend that 
the resolution be not adopted.

On Finance. 

First report, by Bro. W. H. Pease — On business of the Grand Secre- 
tary’s office for the six months from November 1, 1909, to April 
30, 1910. On Monday, May 9, 1910, the committee met at the 
office of the Grand Secretary for the purpose of examining his 
. accounts and books and checking up all the receipts and disburse- 
ments of his office for the six months ending May 1, 1910. They 
also made a careful inventory of all the supplies in his office at that 
time. They report that they found the office in splendid shape in 
all its details; his books and accounts were in a very satisfactory 
condition. All the funds collected by him for this period had been 
properly accounted for, as shown by the proper vouchers in his 
office. A classified statement of receipts follows, showing a total 
of $60,485.76, for which amount receipts of the Grand Treasurer 
are on file. A similarly classified statement of disbursements is 
given. Lists of Lodges delinquent in reports and capitation tax 
and other items of interest, follow. Presented in the Grand 
Master’s Report, pages 131-134; considered and adopted, 371. 

Second report, by Bro. Pease — Giving the result of the annual visit 
of the committee to the Orphans’ Home at Lincoln, on October 24, 
1910. The farm, buildings and stock were all in good condition. 
Water pipes were being laid to the city water plant, which will 
afford better fire protection for the buildings. The children, of 
whom there are now 159, all seem to be happy and contented — 
no sickness among them. Special mention is made of the new 
Domestic Science building. The committee repeat their statement 
of last year concerning the good and efficient work of Dr. and Mrs. 
Lucas, as Superintendent and Matron, and believe they are de- 
serving of the highest praise for the able manner in which they 
are conducting our Home for the little ones in their care. A 
careful examinattion of the books was made, of which the results 
are given in statements of receipts and disbursements. Presented 
in Grand Master’s Report, pages 134-135; considered and adopted. 
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Third report, by Bro. C. F. Koester — The committee made their 
annual visit to the Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon, October 25, 1910, 
and found the Home and its surroundings in splendid condition. 
The Chapel — a monument to the untiring efforts and co-operation 
of the noble Rebekahs of our Order — is now a reality, and is an 
improvement which will add much to the comfort and pleasure 
of our dear old people. They reiterate the expressions in their 
former report, complimenting the excellent service of our Super- 
intendent, Brother Watson, and his able assistant, Miss Elizabeth 
Watson, also the business-like management of the Board of 
"trustees. A classified statement of receipts and disbursements 
is given, showing from what funds they were derived, together 
with the balances remaining at the close of the year. Presented 
in Grand Master’s Report, pages 136-127; considered and adopted, 
373. 

Fourth report, by Bro. Koester — The committee made their customary 
semi-annual visit to the Grand Secretary’s office on the 5th day of 
November, 1910, and thoroughly investigated all departments of 
the office. The result of the investigation is given in detail. Pre- 
sented in Grand Master’s Report, pages 138-140; considered and 
adopted, 373. 

Fifth report, by Bro. M. P. Berry, P.G.M. — In compliance with the 
resolution adopted by the Grand Lodge at its session in 1909, the 
committee visited the office of the Grand Treasurer on the 14th 
of November and examined and checked up his books, item by 
item, verified the statements made in his annual report to the 
Grand. Lodge, and found the same correct in all respects. They 
also examined the securities in his possession belonging to the 
different funds of the Grand Lodge, together with all certificates 
of deposit and deposit slips showing the amount of cash on hand 
or to his credit at this time. They give an itemized statement 
of the real estate loans and bonds in the hands of the Grand 
Treasurer, and of the cash on hand as shown by certificates of 
* deposit and deposit slips in his possession. The committee find 
the number of different funds in the hands of the Grand Treasurer 
is increasing and has, it seems to them, reached an unnecessary 
number. They suggest the transference of what is known as the 
“Manual Training Fund” to the Maintenance Fund of the Orphans’ 
Home Board, and the closing of the Manual Training Fund. The 
apparent difference between the amount of the overdraft of the 
Orphans’ Home account, as appears from Orphans’ Home report 
and the Treasurer’s report, is explained. Presented. 362; con- 
sidered and adopted, 380. 
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Sixth report, by Bro. W. H. Pease — Recommending payment of sundry 
persons for services. Presented, 389; adopted, 419. 

Seventh report, by Bro. Berry, P.G.M. — On that part of the Grand 
Master’s Report concerning Special Relief, pages 62-72. The com- 
mittee believe the Grand Master has, in the matter of disbursing 
this Special Fund, acted wisely, and most heartily approve of 
all his disbursements of this fund, and recommend that his actions 
be confirmed by the Grand Lodge. Presented, 389; adopted, 419. 

Eighth report, by Bro. Koester — On Bond presented by Grand Secre- 
tary-elect. approving and recommending acceptance of same. Pre- 
sented, 390; adopted, 420. 

Ninth report, ■ by Bro. Berry — On resolution of Jerry Filippi, of No. 
716, and others (page 356), concerning future provisions for new 
building at our two Homes, the Finance Committee feel that this 
is largely a matter of legislation, and should be decided by the 
Grand Lodge. The effect of the resolution, if adopted, would be 
to increase the per capita tax 5 cents a member, for a special pur- 
pose, and the Finance Committee could not recommend any action 
of that kind. Presented, 390; adopted, 420. 

Tenth report, by Bro. Berry — Recommending payment of bill for 
transportation of the Orphans’ Home Band to this session. Pre- 
sented and adopted, 396. 

Eleventh report, by Bro. Pease — On Bond presented by Grand Treas- 
urer-elect, approving and recommending acceptance of same. Pre- 
sented and adopted, 396. 

Twelfth report, by Bro. Koester — On that part of the Grand Master’s 
Report on pages 78 to 83 inclusive, relating to “Our Homes,” the 
committee say: (1) No funds are available for building purposes;

Also to this law of the Grand Lodge of Illinois: 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be directed not to fill any 
orders for supplies, for Lodges or individuals, miless the cash accom- 
pany such order. 

Prices for supplies may be found on the reverse side of this leaf. 

In ordering such supplies as are sent by express (see next page), 
give full instructions; state to what office or station, and in whose care 
they may be forwarded.
